TOKIO, Feb. 17, 10 a. m.—No official step 


has yet been taken regarding 2 solution of 
the San Francisco school question om the 


basis of the restricted admission of Japamese 
laborers, 

Should a solution of the controversy be 

effected on that basis it is believed quite gen- 
erally that the government would bea target 
for violent attacks by the opposition. The 
authorities are keenly aware of the gravity 
of the situation and are apparently prepared 
to meet the situation calmly and resolutely. 
Judging from their attitude a final solution 
on the basie of restricted immigration might 
not be entirely hopeless. 
The Asahi this (Sunday) morning signifi- 
cantly calls attention to article 2 of the ex- 
isting treaty between Japan and the United 
States. 


PRESIDENT WINS HIS POINT. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt wins in his plan for 
the settlement of the Japanese muddle. 

The senate, late this afternoon, in spite of 
the opposition of the southern senators, 
adopted without a roll call the conference 
report on the immigration bill. This bill 
contains a provision by which the president 
may exclude Japanese coolies from the 
United States, and, by thus pleasing the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast, open the San Fran- 
cisco schools to Japanese children, 

During the final debate Senator Bacon of 
Georgia made the open charge that New 
England senators were trying to pass the 
immigration bill in order to check the mar- 
velous prosperity of the south. 


No Roll Call Necessary. 

The conference report on the immigration 
bill was adopted without a roll call. Pre- 
vious to this a test of strength was had on 
a resolution by Senator Culberson instruct- 
ing the immigration committee to bring in a 
Yoimt resolution for the ‘of coolle 
Tabor to take: effect on Jan. 1 next. Vice 
President Fairbanke ruled the resolution out 
of order and Mr. Culberson appealed from 
the chair. Senator Lodge moved to lay the 
appeal on the table and this was carried by 
a vote of 45 yeas, 2 nays. The conference 
report then was adopted without further de- 
bate. 

How Japs Are Excluded. 


The amendment waich permite the presi- 
dent to exclude Japanese coolies is as fol- 
lows: 

“ That whenever the president shail be sat- 
isfied thet passports issued by any foreign 
government to its citizens to go to any coun- 
try other than the United States, or to any 
insular possessions of the United States or to 
the canal zone, are being used for the purpose 
of enabling the holders to come to the conti- 
nental territory of the United States, to the 
detriment of labor condftions therein, the 
president may refuse to permit such citizens 
of the country issuing such passports to enter 
the continental territory of the United States 
from such other countries, or from such in- 
sular possessions, ‘or from the canal zone.” 

While this is a temporary settlement of the 
Japanese question, as a matter of course, it 
is quite sufficient for the present, and it might 
do for some time to come without further 
action. 

Explains the Amendment. 

To understand the exact working of his 
amendment it should be understood that 
at the present time the Japanese government 
has refused to give its subjects passports to 
go directly from Japan to the United States. 
This has been done on the general principle 
that there was not sufficient opening for the 
Japanese in this country, and their home gov- 
ernment, therefore, as a police regulation, 
would not grant passports to its subjects dl- 
rectly destined for the United States. 

Japan did grant passports to Hawaii, Mex- 
ico, Canada, and many other countries. Once 
an emigrant from Japan left that country 
he was outside the jurisdiction of his home 
government. There was nothing to prevent 
his laying over one steamer and continuing 
on to the United States. This was the course 
taken by the Japanese who have been pour- 
ing into Californina at the rate of 1,000 per 
month. They all have left Japan with pass- 
ports for Hawaii, have stopped in the islands 
a few days or weeks, and then have con- 
tinued their migration to California and other 
Pacific states. 


South Charges Conspiracy. 

The senators of the south rateed the 
sectional issue in their efforts to defeat 
the amendment. Senator Bacon made 
the direct charge that the immigration bill 
had been devised in New England as a part 
of a conspirecy to check the prosperity of the 
south. He said: : 

‘The fact cannot be concealed that there is 
a serious and growing jealousy on the part 
of manufacturing industries in Massachu- 
setts against the growing and increasing 
manufacturing interests of the south. 

“There is a disposition to interfere with 
the furtnaer development of those industries 
of the south, and no more sure method could 
be adopted than that proposed in this bill” 


Tillman Wants More Light. 

Mr. Tillman interrupted Mr. Bacon “ to get 
gome light.’’ 

“TI see in the morning papers,’’ he began, 
“ reference to the ‘ big stick ' making toreats 
of an eXtra session unless this report ie 
adopted, and the ‘big stick’ in New York

BURIES A MAN UNDER IT. 


Sixth Vietim of Fatal Accidents on 
Work Is James Lynch. 


Caught by tons of falling steel and brick 
and mortar, James Lynch, 40 years old, 258 
Loomis Street, a laborer on the néw county 
building, wae hurled through eleven floors 
of the #Outheast portion of the structure 
last night ahd buried in the basement under 
débris twétity feet deep. Three fellow work- 
men narrowly escaped. At an early hour this 
morning firémen and his fellow laborers had 
not been ablé to dig up his body. 

The accident is one of the most peculiar 
and horrifying that have occurred in building 
construction in Chicago for months. Lynch's 
fall to death came when a section of the steel 
arch supporting the roof of the building, 
where he was working asa tamper, gave way 
carrying blocks and cables and portions of 
the boom and derrick used by the stone set- 
ters. The first cause of the falling of the 
roof and material was the dropping of a five 
ton hoisting engine from the first floor into 
the basement. This, being connected by 
cable with thé apparatus away at the top of 
the vast structure, dragged it down, too. 

It wag the sixth fatality that has occurred 
on the site since the demolition of the old 
building began. 


Working on Top of Building. 

Lynch and three other laborers had been 
working on top of the building all evening. 
They were employed by Mason Bros., stone 
contractors." A few minutes before 10 o'clock 
they finished eating their luneh and returned 
to work. With Lynch were Joshue Morgan, 
1449 West Sixtieth street, a colored spreader; 
E. M. Goodloe, 5024 Armour avenue, a colored 
Man who was running a wheelbarrow; and 
Charles Zielejhem, an Italian laborer. Evan 
Roberts, 2571 West Congress street, superin- 
tendent of the night gang, was on the ground 
floor. 


Feels the Roof Heave. 

The men had just returned to work, ac- 
cording to Goodloe’s story, when he heard a 
creaking sound and felt the fresh plastered 
roof heave beneath him. He gave a cry and 
leaped to a girder out of danger. The Italian 
was some feet away safe. Morgan and 
Lynch were near the center of the roof, which 
in a second dropped away With a crash, open- 
ing up an abyss to the floors below. 

No one knows how Morgen escaped, and 
he was able to tell little about it himself when 
he was found later, wembling with fear and 
excitemént, but hunting madly through the 
different floors of the building for some trace 
of Lynch. 

“I jumped for something when the roof 
gave way,’ he said, “and my arms cdme 
in contact with the solid part of the boom’s 
support. I could not. see Lynch, but heard 
him cry as ne went down.” 


, Saw Lyn Lynch’s Face 2 ote pe Spee 
‘Gbodice “tétd-in an excited way of seeing a 
big hole open and seeing Lynch's face digap- 
pear in a cloud of dust that arose after the 
mighty crash. It was some minutes before 
the dust cleared away sufficiently to count 
heads, but so far as is known Lynch was 
the only one who was lost. 

The heavy blocks and cables used by Mason 
Bros. on the roof added to the weight of ffte 
tile and mortar which fell when the support- 
ing arches gave way. The whale made a mags 
of débris weighing many tons. With Lynch 
in ite midst this mass crashed past floor by 
floor, gathering more weight and bulk as it 
went, until it landed in the basement wita a 
roar HMke an earthquake. There already was 
the big engine which had been used to run 
the cables from the first floor to the part of 
the roof where the laborers were working. 


Firemen Oalled to Aid. 

A still alarm was turned in to the fire office 
in the city hall and truck 6, headed by Lieut. 
Rinkenburg, was sent to assist in the search 
for Lynch's body. A preliminary hunt 
through the tons of fallen stuff in the base- 
ment revealed nothing except the fact that 
the laborer must be near the bottom of it. 

Then the firemen and the laborers went 
through each story of the building care- 
fully, clearing away the broken girders and 
pleces of the roof that ha@ accumulated 
around the large hole that was made in each 
floor as the mass of falling material broke 
through. It was found that no work could 
be done toward reaching the buried body 
until the crater was made safe for the work- 
ers toenter. Pieces of brick and mortar and 
stone rained constantly from the roof for 
half an hour after the accident. 

The presence of the fire truck wagon and 
the police patrols that were sent to the scene 
drew a great crowd around the building, 
which was increased by hundreds after the 
theaters were over. The scene of the search 
was weird. From the outside of the dark, 
unfinished pile of stone, there was no sign 
of the accident but a glimmer of light on the 
eleventh floor, where Lynch and his com- 
panions had been working. 


Scene Eloquent of Peril. 

On the inside, however, where the police 
were on guard, the occasional crash of a fall- 
ing stone or board, the cries of the men from 
floor to floor, as they worked in haste, the 
firemen working as hard as if the entire 
building was a mass of flame, made a pic- 
turesque scene eloquent of the death that 
awaits the men employed in the construction 
of Chicago’s modern skyscrapers. 

While the search was being made a tele- 
phone message was sent for Edward Hamill, 
general superintendent of construction for the 
Grace company, contractors for the building, 
and he came to direct the work. The damage 
done to the building is estimated at $30,000, 
at least, ae each portion of the floor !n the 
southeast section will have to be bullt over 


again.

When they toppled over 
the two coaches ahead of them followed. 

Cars Torn to Fragments. 

Carried on by the terrific speed of the train, 
the motor car of which was still on the 
tracks, their sides were torn into slivers, 
seats were ripped out and hurled about, and 
many of those who had been in them fell to 
the lower side. Several fell through the 
windows and were ground to pleces be- 
tween the cars and the ties. 

Many of those who clung to seats and pre- 
vented themselves from falling to the lower 
side were pierced by splinters or cut by glass. 
Many so injured fell unconscious and were 
buried beneath the wreckage below. 

Bodies Strewn Seven Blocks. 

The four passenger cars were piled in @ 
single pile of tangled wreckage with almost 
every crevice filled with a human body. 

Dead and injured passengers spilled from 
the cars were strewn all the way from Two 
Hundred and First street, on under the 
Woodlawn road bridge at Two Hundred and 
Fourth street, and then to Two Hundred and 
Seventh street. where the train finally came 
to a stop. For a distance of over 1,000 feet 
the tracks were strewn with parts of the 
bodies of the dead. Many of the bodies 
picked up along the highway of death were 
so badly ground up and so completely divest- 
ed of clothing that it is likely to bé a long 
time before they are identified. 

Most of Victims Are Women. 

The greatest horror was wrought in the last 
car, which was just whipped from the track. 
The passengers in this car were almost all 
The sides, floor, and 
There was 


women and chiidren. 
roof were ripped from this car. 
little left of it or those who were in it when 
the grinding stopped. 

A party of young women in the rear car 
were students at a girls’ private school. One 
was killed. Another woman thrown from 
this car was found impaled on a huge splia- 
ter from a railroad tie. 


Cannot Explain Cause. 
No one who was on the train could explain 


why or how the last coach left the track. 
Division Superintendent Miles Bronson, who 
was on the scene shortly after the accident, 
said that there was no cause ascertainab‘e. 
All whom he had interviewed sald that they 
could not explain it, except that it was 
snappe? off like the cracker of a whip, be- 
cause of the tremendous speed of the 


train.

Central station at 6:15 o'clock. The rallroad 
time tables refer to it as No. 25; commuters 
call it the Paulding express. Its first stop out 
of New York is at White Plains. North of 
that point it runs as a local to Brewster. It 


tonight. Nearly every car was well filled, 
though uncrowded. It was running on track 
No. 3, the center one of five. At Two Hun- 
dred and First street there is a sharp curve. 

Running northeasterly until it reaches that 
curve, the tracks there turn abruptly to the 
left and proceed in a direction north by north- 
west, as at that point, according to the esti- 
mate of a railroad man who wae aboard, the 
train was going at a speed of not leas than 
sixty miles an hour. He thought somebody 
was trying to make up lost time. 

Car Crashes Over Ties. 

About a block beyond this curve the last 
car left the tracks. The others had gone by 
whatever obstruction there was, if any, safe- 
ly. H. B. Evans, Sherman, Conn., a brake- 
man, who stood leaning against the rear door, 
says that there was a tremendous shaking, 
the car jumping up and down violently, so 
that every passenger in the car, men and 
women, were thrown about in the greatest 
confusion. 

Then the car swayed and fell with an awful 
crash. Darkness followed and there could 
be heard the loud cries of the injured as the 
car went pounding along over the ties on its 
side. Evans had fallen against the door of 
the tollet room. That was what saved him 
from serious injury. | 

Passengers in a Trap. 

It was but a moment before the next car, 
too, was bumping violently, and then turned 
over like the other. Passengers in the three 
cars ahead of these had the same experience. 
First the bumping over the ties which jurled 
them from their seats, the -turning of the 
car, and the terrible grinding as it was 
dragged over the ground, then darkness and 
the cries of the injured and dying. At length 


left the Grand Central a few minutes late 


the train came to a stop. 
It had seemed to those imprisoned in the 


cares that it never woulkt Those who were 
not hurt or were not pinned by the wreck- 
age shouted out in the darkness, asking what 
they could do, but other cries drowned them. 
Trey moved ‘cautiously about. hoping to 
gain egress from the cars. It was difficult. 
At almost every step they trod upon per- 
sons who were held fast, and who were cry- 
ing out in their agony. : 
Fireman Gives the Alarm. 

Robert A. Jackson, a New York fireman, 
was one of the first to get out of the train. 
He ran to give an alarm. At @ street corner 
he bumped against a policeman ané breath- 
lessly told him what had happened. Calling 
his station from the nearest box the police- 
man told the news. Then the alarm was 
spread to the police and fire departments 
and to all the hospitals, 


Begin Work of Hescue. 

A company of reserves from the Brong 
park station came running from their sta- 
tion. From Webster avenue they turned 
into Two Hundred and Third street, vaulted 
the fence, and stumped down the sharp de- 
clivity to the tracks. They had no idea of 
the magnitude of the disaster until, sturnb- 
ling along over the rails with many a shouted 
warning against the third rail, they came 
shortly upon the scene as yet indistinct. 

But the cries of the suffering were piercing. 
Directed by these some began the first work 
of releasing the passengers while others ran 
back to the station and to stores for lanterns 
and candles. The firemen came. Leaving 
their apparatus on the road nearby the men 
rushed down the hill. 

By thie time the ambulances had arrived. 
They came from every hospital in the Bronz 
and with a great clanging of bells they 
swarmed into Two Hundred and Third street 
and their surgeons joined the workers on the 
tracks below. 


Work by Candle Light. 
When the lanterns were brought and can- 
dies lighted and stuck about on the cars and 
the ground, a scene of horrible desolation 
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| wasrevealed. For 200 yards was a wide path 
strewn with wreckage. 

Great splinters were scattered all along the 
track, some of them buried far into the 
ground and standing upright; here and there 
were heavy iron rods that had been torn from 
the cars and twisted into grotesque shapes; 

- geveral of the great steel coil springs were 
~ geattered about, and a long strip of third rail 
had been ripped out and lay like a great coiled 
serpent. 
Third Rail Adds to Peril. 
The five cars lay on their sides. The wheels 


| of the right side were deeply imbedded in the 


earth just where the third rail had been. At 
- @ll entrances to the care stood policemen 
who were assisting the men passengers and 
the policemen who had gone inside the cars 
- to remove those whom they could carry to the 
- @oors. 
_ A hundred candles had been placed on the 
- povering of the undestroyed section of the 
- third rail, on the ties, and on the rails them- 
_gelves. To protect them each body that lay 
~ upon the ground had near it a flickering light, 
and policemen warned those who approached 
lest they tread uponitinthedark. Scattered 
everywhere beside the wrecked portions of 
the cars were hats and coats of men and 
Women. 
Cars in Frightful Tangle. 

Peering into the endiof theiast car one saw 
‘by the dim, uncertain light a sight that had 
mo suggestion of a railroad passenger coach 
@ave for the seats, which hung from what 
. appeared to be,the ceiling. Those on the op- 

posite side had been demolished. Huge 
_g@plinters bristled everywhere—here one was 
driven through a oushioned seat, and there 
_ ‘Was one protruded from the side of the car 
~ through which it had been driven. 

Some of the Pintsch lamps had been broken 
- gand their semi-spherial globes, or their metal 
‘bindings, swung back and forth as the wind 


' moved through the broken coaches. 


Up in front, beneath the foremost car that 
Was on its side, there was a small fire. Fire- 
- men beat the fire out and cut away the wood 
that wae near. Then taney returned to the 
cars where their aid was needed in the res- 
gue work. 

Police Surgeon Alone at First. 
Amid all the confusion and the screams 
_ @f the wounded and the dying that 
lay along the track it seemed for some 
time as if order would never be secured 
and that those that were suffering in the 
- Marrow. pit never could be reached. It was 
_ only when the reserves from the Bronx park 
station, under command of Capt. McGlynn 
nd a squad of other police from every sta- 
 tion.north of Harlem, arrived on the scene 
that the work of rescue began to be at all 

| systematized. 

f At first there was only one doctor on the 
? + @cene, Police Surgeon Donovan. He estab- 
Vshed a temporary dressing station near the 
_ dast overturned car, and there, by the light of 
_ @ Single lantern, he gave first aid to the in- 

jured.. 

' Some were able to walk to him, carrying 
- broken arms and with blood streaming from 
wounds about the face. Others there were 
that were carried before the police surgeon 
nm rude stretchers—two pieces of timber 
hastily thrown on the ground or a door picked 
ep in the wreckage. 

Ra Work of Rescue Difficult. 

As fast as the wounded could be got out 
they were carried up the hill to the Two Hun- 
@red and Seventh street viaduct, and there 

_ they were placed in ambulances which had 

_Fesponded to the general call sent in by the 

police to six hospitals. The work of rescue 

Was difficult. In many instances the police 

and volunteer workers who were first on the 
' @cerié had ‘to pry the wounded from under 
_ @ar seats and heavy trucks with such rougb 


implements as they could gather from the 


junk heap of the wreck. 
In one instance two policemen and a citizen 
‘worked almost an hour to extricate a woman 
- and her infant child from underneath a seat 
' #m the last car. She was Mrs. Charles Gil- 
@hrist and her daughter, Hannah, 4 years old. 
Mrs. Gilchrist escaped with only a long rip 
across her forehead. The baby, whom she 
_ had protected with her body, was absolutaly 
ae * Crowd Blocks Up Gully. 
Hardly bad the grisly procession of wound- 
ed begun to make its way up the hill when 
Inspector Richard Walsh and a squad of 
Gifty extra policemen arrived, The first 
Work that the inspector set his men to do 
‘was to clear away the crowd of morbid peo- 
le who had blocked the entire gully/wherein 


some of these that tNe police had to use their 
clubs to emphasize their persuasion,- and, it 
was fully an hour before the police had 


dead. From a livery stable nearby an 
intelligent policeman had brought a gang 
plank such as is used in the entrances of 
livery stables as a runway. This was used 
to bridge the ten foot jump between the 
walled gully and the track below. - 


Recovering Dead Grisly Task. 

One policeman stood at the top of this 
bridge with a lantern. For hours a pro- 
cession of policemen carryiig stretchers 
passed over this ticklish footway and up the 
bank to the place where wagons were await- 
ing to carry the dead down to the Bronx 
park police station. The crowd which 
packed the entrance to the gully had to be 
pushed back with clube every time a stretch- 
er appeared under the circle of the arc light. 

Many of the bodies were so maimed that 
nothing but mere scraps and shreds of flesh 
and bone could be gathered together in one 
spot and ticketed for identification, each 
with the body to which they were supposed 
to belong.. Duplicate checks were hastily 
made out on scraps of reporters’ paper and 
these were placed one on the body and one 
on the pocketbook, feather boa, or blood 
stained letter which happened to be found 
nearest. 


Stable Turned Into Morgue. 

A child’s red woolen mitten was tagged 
No. 12 and placed on the same stretcher 
with a bundle which had nothing human 
about it except long yellow curls. 

McCreary’s livery stable, which stands on 
the bank just above the scene of the wreck, 
was converted into a temporary morgue dur- 
ing the first hours of the work of removing 
the dead. Here the dead were placed in 
rows down the long lane between the stalls 
of the horses. But the presence of the dead 
soon made the horses so restive that they 
threatened to break from their stalls and 
trample the maimed bodies on the floor. 
Then it was that after the first hour of con- 
fusion had passed the dead were removed to 
The Bronx park police station. 

Only one identification was made during 
the first two hours. That was of Myron 
Evans, who was a member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers, and lived in 
White Plains. A man without a hat and 
with his coat partly torn from his back 
came into the police station and looked at 
the watch which Evans had in his pocket. 
“That is Evans,” he said, “ his wife's pic- 
ture is in his watch and I know her.” 


Dead Women Unidentified. 


The work.of identification was made par- 
ticularly slow by the fact that all those killed 
were not residents of the Bronx, and that 
there was consequently none in the vicinity 
who could identify them. P 

The following descriptions were given out 
of the unidentified dead, eight of whom were 
women: 

Body of a woman, about 40 years of age, 
weighing 115 pounds. Sallor hat bearing 
stamp “Brigham company,” Springfield. 
Gold ring inscribed “H. H. T. to H. 8. C., 
Dec. 16, 1899.” 

Body of woman about 28 years old, 5 feet 8 
inches, brown hair. Bracelet inscribed ‘‘ M.”’ 

Body of woman about 28 years of age, 
weight about 130 pounds. Four rings and 
medal bearing inscription, “‘ Remington 
Typewriter Company, 1602—B.” 

Body of woman, 23 years, 115 pounds, dark 
brown hair. Plain ring inscribed “‘ Herbert. 
to Mary.” 

Body of woman, 45 years, 5 feet 2 inches, 200 
pounds. Gold chain, with three pearia and 
chip diamonds, one solitaire, one ring with 
six diamonds and one emerald. 

Body of woman crushed almost beyond 
recognition, black clothes, gold chain. 

Body of woman, 60 years, 6 feet, 140 pounds. 
Ring with green stone, silver watch. 

Body of woman, 38 years, 5 feet, 135 pounds, 
dark hair, ring with white gtone. 

Body of man, 40 years, 6 feet, black hair, 
dark clothes. 


Motorman Is Arrested. 


The motorman of the train, James Stans- 
field of White Piains, was arrested on the 
order of Coroner Schwamnecke. He waa locked 
up in the Bronx park station. Stansfield’s 
essistant, Charles Summerville of White 
Plains, wae not arrested, but the coroner 
took nis name and address. L. W. Hopkins, 
the conductor, was arrested by the police. 
Stamefield said after his arrest: 

“ The train was going about forty-five miles 
‘am hour. Suddenly there was a jolt, then 
there came a dragging behind, and every- 
thing stopped. I couldn't account for what 
had happened.” | 

R. E. Slater, superintendent .of the elec- 
trical division of the road to Wakefield 
after an inspection of the wreck, said: 

“TI believe the accident was caused by # 
broken rail.. The first car shows that a piece 


: of the rail, badly twisted, went through the 
- flooring of the car. It is possible that the

Speed Seventy Miles an Hour? 

One of the trainmen declared the train was 
five minutes late in getting out of Grand 
Central yard and was running faster than 
usual to make.up for lost time... He declared 
the train must have been traveling at the 
rate of seventy miles’an hour when it left 
the track. 

Criminal Speeding Blamed. 

Several of the survivors who gave their ex- 
periences to the police and the reporters de- 
clared in the most emphatic terme that the 
wreck was due tospeeding. Legare Walker 
of Mount Kisco, who is secretary of the Mc- 
Vickar-Gillar Realty company, 42 Broadway, 
paused in his vain search among the dead for 
his sister to give vent to his strong opinion 
concerning responsibility for the disaster. 
He said: UR ae 

“The cars of that train were snapped off 
the rails just as you would snap off the 
cracker of a whip. The motor car was heavy. 
The passenger cars were light, and so fast 
was the train going that the passenger care 
simply were hurled off the rails by their own 
momentum. This was a pure case of crim- 
inal speeding. Why, yesterday, which was 
the first day that .this electric traim ran 
through to the upstate terminus, my friends 
and I were so worried about the speed that 
we commented on it. Tonight, again, we 
commented on the same thing. 


All Nervous. Before Crash. 

*“*T was sitting in the smoker playing cards 
with three friends and the swaying of the 
car grew so pronounced that we had to give 
up our game and sat looking out of the win- 
down watching the lights go by in a long 
blur. One of my friends said to me not 
fifteen minutes before the accident, ‘I won- 
der where the first accident will be, on this 
new electric line, or in the subway?’ ”’ 


Edwin C. Vandervoort of White Plains cor- ¢ 


roborated Mr. Walker's story in regard to 
the speed of the train. 

‘That train was going so fast that I was 
**I was afraid that if we 
struck a curve we would be_ piled all in a@ 
heap. I understand that yesterday the rail- 
road company put into force a new schedule 
for the electric train service, and that an 
attempt was being made to cut down the 
time between Grand Central station and 
White Plains, the first stop. When the acci- 
dent happened, I should judge that we were 
going between sixty and séventy-five miles 
an hour.’’ 

Some Marvelous Escapes. 

Some of those who escaped only with se- 
vere bruises or cuts told tales of a marvelous 
deliverance from death. One.of these was 
Robert A. Jackson, a member of the fire de- 
partment of the city and connected with’en- 
gine company 65, on his way to Brewster. 

Jackson and Henry Feldhaus of Chappaqua, 
N. Y., were sitting together when the shock 
came. Jackson was knocked unconscious. 
When he got his senses back he found himself 
tightly wedged in behind a seat and the 
wheels of atruck. He smelled smoke and by 
turning his head hecould see the flames grad- 
ually eating their way through the woodwork 
of the wrecked smoking car, about ten feet 
away. The fireman started to move his posi- 
tion, when by the light of the flames he saw 
that his arm was stretched up to the elbow 
underneath the third rail. 


Within a Hair of Death. 

With infinite paine Jackson withdrew hie 
arm, inch by inch, never daring to hurry, 
yet with the flames growing brighter at his 
back. With hie arm once free, he succeeded 
in pushing aside the mass of wreckage that 
pinned him in and extricated himself. Though 
blood from a wound in the forehead was 
streaming into his eyes he clamored up the 
snowy side of the gulch to the road above. 
He appeared all disheveled in a grocery store 
—the first man out of the wreck. | 
'“ My God, lead me to @ firebox,”’ he eald. 
“ There's a wreck down in that damned hole 
and it’s burning. There are @ lot of people 
that are roasting. They will never get out 
alive.” 

The grocery man ran with Jackson to 
the firebox on the corner of Two Hundred 
and Fifth street and Webster avenue, where 
the alarm was turned in. Only one alarm 
was sent during the course of the night. 


Sees One Man Crushed Near Him. 

Col. Henry C. Henderson of Yonkers, minus 
a bat and with his clothing torn to tatters, 
stood on. the viaduct above the wreck and 
told the reporters of his experience. 

“I was playing carde with four friends,”’ 
he seid, “ and was just laying doWn the high 
trump when I hear@ a frightful scream from 
the car behind. Then came a crunching and 
grinding and-I could hear distinet crashes 
as each of the cars were in turn whipped off 


the track. When my car turned I was throwr, 
clear across the aisle and my head and shoul-

Wreck Ends Speed Burst. 


Leonard B. wreen of White Plains, who 
occupied a seat in the smoker directly behind 
the second motor, told the story of the train's 
approach to the Woodlewn road curve. It 
was traveling at terrific speed, according to 
Mr. Green, though railroad men who later 
visited the wreck estimated by the distance 
the overturned cars were carried that the 
train was making between forty and fifty 
miles an hour at the time. 

**T remarked on the speed,” said Mr. Green, 
“when we hit that curve, and we Instinctive- 
ly stopped playing a game of cards and 
looked back. Suddenly the car lurched to 
one side. In a moment we seemed to have 
broken loose from the rest of the train, and 
we could see the other cars turning over.”’ 


Saved by Another’s Body. 

Edward Schumway of White Plains, who is 
employed by a New York realty company, 
was one of the few passengers in the rear 
car to get out. He said that he was thrown 
against a seat post on the opposite side of 
the car and while he lay there pinned be- 
meath the wreckage the body of another man, 
whose head was crushed to a pulp, was 
hurled on top of him. Schumway lay there 
helpless under the other man’s body until 
the firemen and other rescue workers pulled 
away the wreckage. 

Nearly all the passengers lost all their 
valuables, which were scattered like chaff 
along the seven blocks of bloody tracks. 
Among the losers is William Sniffen, who 
said he had been connected with Tiffany's 
fof twenty years. He lost hig suit case con- 
taining $1,500 cash and a lot of jewelry. 


Woman’s Story of Wreck. 


Mrs. Charles Gilchrist, who wae pried out 
of the wreck only after an hour’s hard work, 
sald that she marveled that dgeth hag pot 
reached her-and her baby girl, as KH did to 
others sitting near her. — ’ 

“The train was going so fast,” she said, 
+ “that our car was swaying from side to 
side and I could feel the little tilts as the 
wheels occasionally jumped from the rails 
and Gropped back again. I became so wor- 
rie@ that I took up my baby, Hannah, and 
held her close in my arms. It seemed that 
something horrible must happen if the train 
didn’t slacken speed. I remember that 
was saying to myself: ‘0, what's the use. 
O; what's the use. Why do they need to 
run so fast?’ 

“Suddenly it seemed that the train

Her Only Thought of Baby. 

“ The first thing I did was to drop on my 
knees on the floor and hide my head under- 
neath the seat in front of me.

“ It seemed that the terrible dragging would 
never stop. I could hear the ripping of the 
wood as the twisted rails of the track tore 
through the car and I heard a woman's voice 
saying over and over again: ‘O, my God! 
O, my God!’ 

“When we finally came to a stop I reached 
down and felt of my baby’s face. There was 
something warm trickling into its mouth. I 
was terrified, believing that the child was 
dead, but I found that it was I who was 
hurt and that the blood came from a long 
gash in my forehead. Even then I was sane 
enough to lift the baby’s face to mine and 
kiss away the blood. 

Waits Long for Rescue. 

“It seemed a long time before anybody 
came near us. It was so dark thet I could 
not even see the baby’s face. All around me 
I could hear groans and cries. By and by I 
heard a shout. It was not the voice of a 
man who was hurt. Then I knew that they 
were coming to get us out. They worked 
hard and it took them a long time to pry 
away the seat from my back, but at last I 
could see the light of a lantern held down 
close and I heard some one say: ‘Is she 
dead? Then I told them that I was not.” 

Mrs. David Horton of Hawthorne was doz- 
ing when the lights suddenly went out and 
her car careened first to one side, then to 
the other and finally crashed to the cracks. 


Sees Woman Burned to Death. 

J. Kennedy of White Plains, one of the 
passengers on the train, who was thrown 
through a window, but escaped without a 
scratch, described the wreck in this way: 

“I saw the tunnel wreck, but the Harlem 
horror tonight far exceeds that. I shall never 
forget the agonizing cries of the dying and 
the injured who were pinned down in the 
overturned rickety, old coaches like rats in 
a trap, and were unable toescape. I saw one 
woman who had been thrown across the live 
third rail, which had been broken from its 
stanchions, electrocuted. Her body was 
burned to a crisp and the smell of her burn- 
ing flesh made me almost faint. 

“ When the train left the rails and toppled 
over there seemed to be one great cry of 
agony from all the passengers and then the 
lights went out and everything was in dark- 
ness." 


Bad Thing for the Road. 
The wreck could not have occurred at a 


more inopportune time, as the Harlem rail- 
road was to have inaugurated its electric 
service to Mount Vernon tomorrow and had 


the third rail equipment laid to the West 


Mount Vernon station. With the installation 


of this service the old coaches, which have 
been in use for the last generation, were to 


have been taken off and the new steel cars 


put in their places. The disaster probably 
will delay the change of power for some time.

Murder Case. 


Criticism of Jerome by Califor- 
nia Man's Partner Arouses 
Resentment. 


—_—_—_—_——— 


New York, Feb.’ 16.—[Special.]—There ‘s 
more friction among the counsel for Harry 
K. Thaw. It has yet to be decided by the 
Thaw family whether Delphin Michael Del- 
mas of California is to remain in the case. 
It is known that at least four of the other 
Thaw lawyers are in-favor of Mr. Delmas 
being dropped. ‘The final decision will be 
‘made by the Thaw family tomorrow. 

The whole row, it seems, was started by 
an interview given out yesterday by Henry 
C. McPike, who is Lawyer Delmas’s partner. 
McPike has no connection with the Thaw 
defense, but by courtesy he has sat at the 
defense table in the courtroom since the trial 


an. 
Lawyer McPike criticised Jerome for er- 
rors in handling the case. He also said Del- 
mas would prove Jerome’s master before 
the trial was over and that: Delmas didn’t 
come on from San Francisco to learn the 
law, but. to show a few people here what the 
law was. 


Thaw Lawyers Indignant. 

As soon as McPike’s statement appeared in 
print Attorney Hartridge gathered Lawyers 
Dan O’Reilly, A. Russell Peabody, and John 
B. Gleason around h for an indignation 
meeting. Then they went to see Delmas 
about it. The conference with Delmas lasted 
from 4 o’clock till 7. Then Hartridge, Pea- 
body, and O'Reilly held another conference, 
with Delmas left out. 

When it was over Mr. Gleason went up to 
the Lorraine to see Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, 
while Mr. Hartridge went to call on Mrs. 
Wiliam Thaw. Both lawyers told the two 
women what they thought about Mr. Del- 
mas. After this it was decided to hold a con- 
ference of the members of the Thaw family 
tomorrow, when the whole thing will be 
talked over. 

The whole day has been charged with 
electricity in the Thaw camp. Mr. Delmas 
sent for Evelyn Nesbit Thaw this forenoon 
and had a long conversation with her, the 
other Thaw lawyers not being advised az to 
what was taking place. This added to their 
displeasure with Delmas, 


Thaw’s Mother Concerned. 


Mrs. William Thaw is not in a pleasant 
frame of mind. She was much concerned 
over the McPike interview and during the 
Gay wrote out this statement, which she au- 
thorized Mr. Hartridge to make public: 

‘Mrs. William Thaw wishes it understood 
that the lawyers retained as counsel by her 
son are Messrs. Hartridge, Peabody, Glea- 
so”, Delmas, and O'Reilly. Any one else 
sitting by courtesy at the counsel's table and 
making statements in advance of evidence 
does so without warrant, and it must be re- 
garded as a breach of confidence if such state- 
ments are founded on fact. Mrs. Thaw is 
moved to say this because of the publication 
of the methods of the defense, whether as- 
sumed or real.” 


Would Pay Hughes $250,000. 

It came out today that the Thaws wanted 
Charles E. Hughes as chief counsel. This 
was about the time that Mr. Hughes was 
talked of as a candidate for governor. Mr. 
Hughes had been decided upon as the princi- 
pal lawyer for Thaw to take charge-of the 
case when he was nominated for governor. 
Of course that knocked him out. It is said 
that Mrs. William Thaw was ready to pay as 
much as $250,000 to Mr. Hughes to take 
charge of the case. é 


Plans for Monday’s Session. 

Mr. Delmas said today that Dr. Evans 
would be the first witness called Monday 
morning. Then Dr. Wagner will be called. 
After that an effort will be made to get 
Thaw’'s will in evidence. This will be op- 
posed by Mr. Jerome. 

Mr. Jerome spent todey in preparing for 
the cross examining of the defense wit- 
nesses. He took to his home a lot of papers 
and documents to get ready for the cross 
examination of Dr. Evans. 

Mrs. J. J. Caine, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw’s 
intimate friend, now of Boston, declared to- 
day she is ready to swear for the defense of 
Harry Thaw that she heard him offer 
Evelyn's mother $100,000 for her daughter's 
hand in marriage. She is anxious to give 
this evidence, which is much more calcu- 
lated to place Stanford White’s slayer in a 
good light and combat the testimony from 
Howard Nesbit or others whom District At- 
torney Jerome may call to demolish Evelyn's 
story of her treatment by the dead man. 

The name of a new witness who is likely 
to be called to testify for the state is Dr. 
Frank P. McGuire, the Tombs physician. 

Through Dr. McGuire the district attor- 

ney expects to lay the foundation fer the 
opinion of alienists that Thaw was sane on 
the night of June 25, when he killed Stan- 
ford White. The Tombs physician is said 
to be of the opinion that Thaw, when he killed 
White, knew the quality of the act and knew 
the distinction between right and wrong, but 
his value to the state as a witness lies in the 
long observation that he has had of Thaw 
and the data he has given the district attor- 
ney, which will be recorded at the trial in his 
evidence. 
During the eight months that Thaw has 
been in the Tombs, Dr. McGuire has seen him 
many times and always with a view of mak- 
ing an observation of his mental state. The 
physician, it is said, has kept a careful record 
of Thaw’s appearance, words, actions, and 
moods, and is prepared to give every day’s 
details of the prisoner’s life in the Tombs 
since June 26. 


Juror’s Wife Buried. 

The funeral of Mrs. Joseph B. Bolton, wife 
of one of the jurymen in the Thaw trial, was 
held today. Juror Bolton is bearing up well 
under his bereavement and Dr. H. H. Tinker, 
his family physician, telephoned the district 
attorney last evening that Mr. Bolton would 
be able to take his place with the other eleven 
jurors on Monday. All doubt as to whether 
the trial was to continue or was to endina 
mistrial was thus practically dispelled.

Dill was arrested after he is said to have 
attempted twice to kiss Mrs. Crooks Friday 
afternoon, and algo Mrs. A. Graham, 5440 
Champlain avenue earlier in the afternoon 
of the same day. 

Friday when she left the house Mrs. 
Crooks learned that Dill was following her. 
At Sixty-fifth street and Cottage Grove ave- 
nue she boarded a car. A moment later 
Dill is said to have taken a seat beside her. 
She left the car at Sixty-fourth street and 
allowed the man to approach her. Beliey- 
ing his attentions were at last welcome, he 
attempted to kiss Mrs. Crooks’ lips, when 
she seized him and called for help.

DAVIS PLEADS TOMORROW 


MANAGER OF IROQUOIS THEATER 
MUST OUTLINE DEFENSE. 


Attorneys for Prosecutién Concinde 
Preliminary Examination of Wit- 
nesses—Maps and Pians of Burned 
Playhouse Carefully Guarded for 
Use at Trial — Lawyers to Go te 
Danville Prepared for Any ‘Red 
Tape” Unwound by Defense. 


Will J. Davis, manager of the Iroquois the- 
ater at the time of the fire, Dec. 80, 1908, will 
be arraigned tomofrow on the charge of 
manslaughter through criminal negligence 
before Judge Kimbrough of the Circuit court 
in Danville. 

Although the report has gone out that the 
defense will not make a further effort to 
postpone the trial, the state will go prepared 
to cut any legal “‘ ned tape’ that Mr. Davis’ 
attorneys might endeavor to unreel. 

The preliminary hearing of witnesses for 
the state closed yesterday noon. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barbour left for Milwaukee, 
where he interviewed some prospective wit- 
nesses in the afternoon and County Attorney 
Kesslar of Vermilion county and Attorney 
Buckingham of Danville, who have been 
assisting in the hearing, returned to Danville. 

The witnessea examined were those who 
will identify photographs and plans of the 
theater held by the state. The state’s star 
witness in matters pertaining to the structure 
of the theater and ite mechanical devices will 
be Alfred C. Mace. 

After the fire all the plans of the theater, 
even the set held by the building department 
of the city, ‘“‘ mysteriously disappeared.”’ Be- 
cause of this fact the city ordered Mr. Mace 
after the fire to make new plans of the build- 
ing and take photographs of the interior. 
He was in possession of the building nearly 
amonth. The complete set of plans and blue 
prints are being carefully guarded by the 


state. 
Davis’ Plans Guarded. 

The state claims to be ignorant as to what 
move the defense will make tomorrow. At- 
torney Mayer is reticent. 

“I will not give a bit of information to any 
newspaper in the world,”’ said Mr. Mayer, as 
he ceased pondering over the bulky law 
volume in his office yesterday. “ If the law- 
yers for the state want to know what my 
case is they'll have to wait until we get into 
court.”’ 

Assistant State’s Attorney D. A. Kimbark 
will manage the Chicago end of thetrial. Of 
400 witnesses on the state’s list probably 200 
will be subpoenaed to go to Danville. 

The examination by the state has done 
away with several populeag theories that 
have existed in connection with the fire. Mr. 
Barbour said the case has been sifted down 
to the following points, ae a basis for the 
charge: 

* That three city laws were broken: First, 
the absence of fire sprinkling system on 
stage; second, the lack of proper smoke and 
air escapes above the stage; third, lack of 
portable fire extinguishing facilities.” 

A careful investigation of asbestos by ex- 
perts at the instigation of a Chicago man 
who lost two nieces in the fire has shown 
that commercial esbestos is not sufficient to 
withetand flames for more than two minutes 
after thoroughly heated, the heat causing it 
to disintegrate.

Offices Already Leased. 

The offices leased by the government for 
headquarters and laboratories are on the 
sixteenth floor of the Manhattan buiflding, 
where the quarters of the state food com- 
mission are located.

Ice Cream Men Protest. 


This is especially true with reference to 
ice cream, the standard being 14 per cent 
of butter fat, and yet it is on this point that 
the most active opposition to the bill is an- 
ticipated by Mr. Jones. The national and 
state associations of ice cream manufactur- 
ers have declared against it, and have or- 
ganized a lobby to work against the inclu- 
siom of this standard in the law. Only one of 
the eight big ice cream manufacturers in 
Chicago has agreed to assist the state food 
commissioner in his fight, but this one prom- 
ises to be a tower of strength. 

The forces favorable to the bill, which in- 
clude the big dairy interests, most of the 
larger manufacturers, and nearly all the 
wholesale grocers, will hold a meeting to- 
morrow at which a delegation will be select- 
ed to go to Springfield and appear before 
the house committee on manufactures. 
This delegation will lay special stress on 
the poinf that the bill be passed as it stands, 
So far as known no one interested will opem 
ly oppose the bill as a whole. 


Manufacturers Oppose Bill. 

The manufacturers of preservatives will 
ask that the stringent regulations regarding 
the use of these products be modified; the 
ice cream manufacturers will ask that ne 
standard be fixed for that commodity; ané 
the men who make coloring substances will 
plead that the judicious use of these sub- 
stances makes food look more appetizing and 
they should not be legislated against.

Hundreds of Foreign Laborers Draw

traced to its origin, hundreds of foreign la- 
borers yesterday stormed the State Bank of 
Indiana Harbor, demanding return of their 
savings on deposit with thet institution.

 . AREKEPT APART. 
- Charter Convention Finally 


Decides Against Extension 
of Suffrage. 


PARTY CIRCLE DROPPED. 


Delegates Abolish Mark on Ballot 
and Omit Measures Regard- 
ing New City Court. 


Woman suffrage for Chicago was defeat- 
e4 by the narrow margin of one vote yester- 
day afternoon at the charter convention. 

Louis F. Post presented an additional sec- 
tion to the article relative to elections giving 
all éligible women privileges of the elec- 
torate. 

Raymond Robins, another member of the 
reform board of education, talked long and 
earnestly in favor of the section. He said 
* the city would be a much more desirable 
place in which to live if the women had a 
voice in municipal affairs. 5 

Most of the delegates to the convention, 
however, argued against woman suffrage. 
and, seeing that the proposition was about 
to be défeated finally, as it had been before 
during a previous discussion, Dr. Graham 
Taylor, social settlement worker, moved, as 
& compromise, that the woman suffrage 
proposition form the subject of a special bill 
to be presented by the charter convention to 
the state legislature. 

The vote on Mr. Taylor’s motion, which 
Was accepted by Mr. Post, stood 27 to 27. 
whereupon Milton J. Foreman, who, al- 
though a bachelor, does not believe in women 
voting, decided it by casting his ballot against 
the proposition. This definitely settles wom- 
am suffrage in Chicago for a long time. 

Carter H. Harrison, who remained through- 
ott the sescion, voted against woman suf- 
ffage. 


“What the Convention Decided. 


Other matters decided by the convention, 
which mét to pass upon the bill providing for 
the charter, section by section, before it is 
eubmitted to the legislature some time within 
the next few days, were as follows:

DEAD SINGER'S SONGS LIVE 


BRING MANY MESSAGES OF CON- 
DOLENCE AND SYMPATHY. 


Will J. Davis, Who Was Manager of 
the Old Church Choir Company, 
Tells. of- One, *“‘The Want of You,’’ 
Never Published, with Which 
John E. McWade Always Could 
Bring Tears to the Eyes of His 
Hearers. 


The songs that were stune by John E. Mc- 
Wade from behind the footlights of Chicago's 
theaters sptan€ into new life and bore fruit 
yesterday. From every quarter of the United 
States messages of sympathy and condolence 
were received from the friends of the dead 
singer, who were drawn to him first by his 
sympathetic voice, then by his kindly nature. 

Will J. Davis of the Illinois theater and 
manager of the old church choir “ Pinafore ”’ 
company, in which Mr. McWade made his 
professional venture, confessed that a stanza 
of *’ The Want of You,’’ as sung by Mc Wade, 
often had brought the tears to his eyes. 


McWade’s Unpublished Song. 
“The song never was published. It was 
too sacred to John to put it in type and he 
reserved it for the times when he really 
wanted to touch the chords of sympathy of 
his hearers. It never falled,’’ said Mr. Davis. 

Then he hummed over the last stanza: 


The want'of you is like no other thing, 

It fills my soul with sudden sickening, 

It haunts my vision the whole night through— 

This want of you, this wart of you. 

‘Then there were two-‘more lines into 
which John always threw the full power 
of his voice: : 

God has forgotten or he never knew,

PARENTS OF PUPILS ANGRY 
BECAUSE OF BOARD’S ACTION. 


Protest Made Against Favoritism 
Shown in Transfer of Children Who 
Attend City High Schools. 


Following the action of the board of edu- 
cation In voting to rescind its anti-high school 
transfer rule to enable it to grant a favor to 
Democratic Committeeman Peter Foote of 
the Thirty-third ward, a dozenangry parents 
of pupils of the South Chicago High school 
called at the board rooms yesterday and 
chargéd that their children had been dis- 
criminated against because they had been 
unable to muster enough political pull to 
compel the board to violate its rules. 

Some of the parents declared that the two 
boys transferred from the South Chicago 
High school to the Hyde Park High school 
at the request of. Committeeman Foote had 
to walk farther to reach the latter school 
than the former. , 

As a result of the protests a committee 
of principals was named to investigate the 
whole situation in the Hyde Park-South Chi- 
cago district with a view to ascertaining 
whether it would not be possible to change 
the school boundaries so that no children 
will be discriminated against. 

At the meeting of the Chicago Teachers’ 
federation in the Masonic temple in the 
morning, Mrs. Anna G. Baer, a teacher in the 
Crerar school, was nominated for president.

CONVERTS SOUGHT 


Convention Delegates Talk | 
Propaganda While Out See- - 


ing Chicago's Sights. . . 


BIG STORES ARE INVADED. 


Indorsements of the Cause by 
Many Different Organiza- 
tions Are Reported. 


” ‘The delegates to the national woman suf- 
frage convention went out into the highways 
and byways of Chicago yesterday afternoon 
and preached woman suffnage. Theaudiences 
which have attended the convention meet- 
ings thus far have not satisfied those high- 
est in authority in the association. Indeed, 
thefr small size has prevented the visitors 
from giving their Chicago hostesses a full 
measure of appreciation, and a good deal of 
disappointed enthusiasm has gone to waste. 

This being the case the convention went to 
the audience. There being no session at 
Music hall, trips were planned to various 
“ points of interest ’ and the delegates were 
divided into squads, each under the direc- 
tion of a pretty Chicago girl who acted as 
courier. The delegates, however, entered 
into the spirit of the expeditions in a way 
that the couriers had not anticipated. 


Campaigning in Big Stores. 
Two of the groups visited downtown de- 


partment stores. At one of these several of 


the delegates, disregarding the attractions to 
which their attention was called, entered into 
animated conversation with the shopgiris 
in the “ notion” department, seeking infor- 
mation on the attitude of the working girl 
toward “ the cause.’ 

One made the mistake of asking a floor- 
walker where he stood. 

“Tl beg pardon, madam,” he said gently, but: 
firmly. “ We haven't time for this sort of 
thing in business hours, you know. Wouldn't 
you like to see our rest rooms?"’ 

And the delegation, perforce, made its way 
down the aisle in the wake of its courier. 


College Professor Corralled. 

Another squad visited the University of 
Chicago. There the fleld was barren, for it 
was Saturday afternoon and the classrooms 
were deserted, but a stray professor was 
corralled in one of the corridors and argued 
with for half an hour. 

“ We talked him nearly to death,” said one 
of the delegates, who has a sense of humor. 
“T think he saw a new light, though,’’ she 
added, with a twinkle in her eye. 

Other groups went to the Field museum, 
the Art institute, and other points. Miss 
Jane Addams entertained the delegates at 
luncheon at Hull house shortly after noon. 

Reports of the suffrage campaign in Ore- 
gon and of other work done by the associa- 
tion during the year occupied the morning 
session at Music hall.

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Dies Suddenly. 
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“Robert Lindblom. 


Robert Lindblom, 62 years old, former pres- 
ident of the Chicago civil service commission 
and for years a prominent member of the 
board of trade, died suddenly of heart failure 
early yesterday morning at his residence, 
678 La Salle avenue. 

He had been in il] health for several weeks, 
but apparently was stronger on Friday, for 
he left the house and went downtown to 
consult a physician. He retired»at night in 
good spirits, although exhausted from the ex- 
ertion of the day. He was found dead by his 
daughter when she went to his room to call 
him.* 

Mr. Lindblom was one of the men who con- 
tributed $500,000 each to. the $10,000,000 
world’s fair fund in 18938, was one of the di- 
rectors of the exposition, and an indefatiga- 
ble worker for its success. He was appointed 
a member of the civil service commission 
of Chicago by Mayor Harrison in 1898 and 
was president‘of the commission until 1902. 
To him was given much of the credit for 
securing absolute civil service in Chicago. 

He was a native of Sweden. He came to 
America in 19864 and entered the grain busi- 
ness in Milwaukee. He came to Chicago to 
live in 1877. He was chairman of the finance 
committee of the board of education from 
1898 to 1296. He assisted Sweden in its ex- 
hibit at the Chicago world's fair and in re- 
turn for his services was decorated with the 
insignia of the Vasa Order by King Oscar. 

Mr. Lindblom was a member of the Union 
league and Swedish Glee clubs. Two daugh- 
ters, Miss Lenor Lindblom of this city, and 
Mrs. Clasake Pauli, wife of a Swedish noble- 
man of Ystad, Sweden, survive him. Mrs. 
Lindblom died several years ago. Funeral 
arrangements have ndt.been completed.

INTERSTATE COMMISSION TO 


PROBE “SPECIAL” WIRES. 


Investigates Charge That Telegraph 
Companies Are Giving Packers Priv- 
fleges in Business Messages. 


The interstate commerce commission is 
making an investigation of the relations be- 
tween the telegraph companies and the big 
packing firms, which may uncover special 
privileges in telegraph service that the pack- 
ers are said to be enjoying. 

If the facts as presented are substantiated 
it Js said the Chicago packers will be obliged 
to give up their “‘special’’ wire service, 
manned by “ special’ operators furnished 
by the telegraph companies. 

In South Omaha yesterday the Western 
T’nion and Postal companies discontinued 
all “ through” wires running into the pack- 
ing plants there. Only ‘“‘ pony ” wires, run- 
ning from the plants to the main telegraph 
offices, were left. Simultaneously the ** spe- 
cial’’ operators were changed from the pay 
roll of the. telegraph companies to that of 
the packing firms. 

Fear of an investigation did not induce the 
local telegraph managers to cut off the 
‘‘ special ” service, although it was admitted 
that the same conditions exist here as in 
other packing centers. 

‘* We have not heard of the intention of the 
interstate commerce commission,” said R. 
C. MeManus of Swift & Co. ‘It is true that 
special wires and special operators are fur- 
nished us on account of the magnitude of our 
telegraph business.” 

The officials. of the local branches of the 
Western Union and Postal companies denied 
knowledge of, the proposed investigation. It 
was asserted that the packers ‘ pay tolls”’ 
for all service they receive. It was denied 
that any “‘extra’’ service ever was fur- 
nished which the packing firms did not pay 
for. 

E. A. Cudahy, head of the Cudahy Packing 
company, said: 

“The only effect of the new order is that 
we will be compelled to lease our wires. The 
operators will be packing house employés 
instead of telegraph employés.’’

TAKEN AS CHIEF 


Frederick A. Holbrook Is Put | 
- Under Arrest in Advance 
of Indictments. 


CONSPIRACY THE CHARGE. 


Federal Grand Jury Will Con- 
tinue Its Investigation 
; This Week. 


Frederick A. Holbrook, who, the govern- 
ment charges, is chairman of the boardof di- 
rectors of the so*called “ school desk trust,” 
was arrested yesterday morning On an accu- 
sation of conspiring to violate the Sherman 
anti-trust law, and his bond was fixed at 
$7,500. The arrest comes as a result of the 
federal grand jury investigation and is taken 
to be the forerunner of an indictment. 

Named in the warrant with Mr. Holbrook 
is E. H. Stafford of the Stafford Desk com- 
pany, but no effort was made to arrest him. 
The explanation given by District Attorney 
Sims for the use of Mr. Stafford’s name is 
that in a conspiracy charge more than one 
person must be designated. 

The assumption is, however, that evidence 
connecting Mr. Stafford with the “trust ’’ 
has been presented to the grand jury and if 
persons other than Mr. Holbrook are indicted 
Mr. Stafford will be one of them. 


Arrest a Precautionary Measure. 

No reason was given by the government 
authorities for the arrest of Mr. Holbrook, 
but it wags intimated that the arrest was 
merely @ precautionary measure. It was 
feared that some of the witnesses would tell 
the school desk men what they have testified 
to, and ae this is conceded to have been high- 
ly sengational it was thought best to prevent 
a possible exodus. Others whose actions 
have been under Investigation have business 
interests which ‘preclude the possibility of 
their leaving. Mr. Holbrook is said merely 
to represent the manufacturers, and his office 
has no tangible assets save the furniture at 
151 Wabash avenue. 

The warrant for Holbrook’s arrest was 
sworn to by Harry B. Duncan, special agent 
for the department of justice, connected with 
the district attorney's office, who obtained 
most of the evidence against the desk trust. 
The warrant was given to Deputy United 
States Marshal Griffith to serve, And Capt. 
Porter of the secret service detailed a man 
to watch Holbrook’s home, 1328 Hinman ave- 
nue, Evanston. 


Warrant Served at Depot. 


The warrant was served on Holbrook as 
he was stepping on a Northwestern train to 
come to Chicago. He was given time to sum- 
mon his attorney, John J. Symes, by tele- 
phone, and Mr. Symes arranged with the 
American Surety company to furnish the 
bond. 

“I’m sure I can’t see why they are errest- 
ing me,’ said Mr. Holbrook. “ Iam chair-. 
man of a manufacturers’ association which 
is conducting a perfectly legitimate busi- 
ness.”” 

He then was warned by his counsel to say 
nothing further, and refused to give even the 
name of _his association. According to the 
government information this association is

The 
date specified is Aug. 16, 1906.

The arrest of Holbrook was merel# an in- 
cident and in no way affected the grand 
jury investigation. This was continued yes- 
terday and will not be completed until the 
latter part of this week. The witnesses ex- 
amined yesterday were chiefly persons who 
had been connected with the American Seat- 
ing company, the largest concern in the 
school desk business.

HARRY CORBET? IS DEAD. 


HEART FAILURE OARRIES OFF 
WELL KNOWN SPORTING MAN. 


Brother of the Ex-Champion Heavy- 
weight Fighter’ Suddenly Expires 
at His Home in San Francisco— 
Severe Cold and Slight Congestion 
of Lungs Precede Attack—Former 
Pugilist Receives News in Evans- 
ville, Ind, 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 16.—Harry Cor- 
bett, the well known sporting man, and 
brother of James J. Corbett, ex-champlion 
heavyweight pugilist, is dead. 

* Corbett died of heart failure at his home in 
this city. He was at his place of business 
last night in good health and spirits, but dur- 
ing the night. according to statements made 
by his family, he was seized with a@ severe 
cold, accompanied by slight congestion of 
the lungs. This morning he arose and went 
to the bathroom adjoining his sleeping room. 

Shortly afterward his young daughter was 
awakened by the sound of running water 
and went to the bathroom, where she found 
her father lying on the floor in an uncon- 
scious condition. She screamed for help and 
when a special policeman arrived in response 
to her cries he found Corbett dead. 


Jim Corbett Hears Sad News. 

Evansville, Ind., Feb. 16.—When shown a 
dispatch containing the news that his 
brother, Harry Corbett, had been found dead 
at San Francisco, James J. Corbett, ex-cham- 
pion pugilist of the world, was shocked. 

“I can scarcely believe it,’”’ he said. “J 
got a letter from him only last week. He 
was well and in perfect health.’’ 

When informed that the dispatch came 4]- 
rect from San Francisco and was true, he 
answered: 

‘*T will send a wireatonce. Harry wasthe 
finest one of the Corbett family. This is ter- 
rible news to me. This is the second time 
that I have had a dispatch of this kind hand- 
ed to me. My father died suddenly and my 
brother was found dead in bed. 

“Harry was certainly the best one of the 
family. He leaves a blind daughter. The 
news is certainly an awful blow and I hardly 
feel I can appear at the theater.’’ 

Has to Continue Acting. 

Former Champion Corbett said he could 
not account for the sudden death of his 
brother. He was anxious to learn the de- 
tails. He is playing the leading r6éle ifn a 
melodrama, appearing at one of the theaters 
in Evaneville, and was unable to cancel his 
engagement for today’s matinée and the 
night performance.

cago. clubs, both champions, under full gafl 
southward, and before another fortnight all 
sixteen clubs will be at work. 

In this interval, when the Chicago fan ie 
trying to look both ways at once—reluctant- 
ly leaving the glad memories that arise when 
he turns his mental eyes backward, yet. 
eagerly looking forward to the promises of 
another brilliant season for both clubs—there, 
is opportunity for delving into history whieh, 
has been made and some of it forgotten, 


Battles of Thirty-oné Years. 


In the thirty-one years of organized pen- 
nant battles there have been many diamond 
heroes who have helped win championships. 
and more who have not, but the younger gen- 
eration of rooters can go back that far only 
through the .records or mixing up with @, 


other Isbells and Rohes, whose admirers 
never failed to extol their telling two and 
three baggers. There havé been other teams. 
than Chicago’s which have hung up world's 
records for games won and Rave seen their 
record stand for years, appereatly unbeata- 
ble. The history of the national pastime 
would fill a heavy book, but there is much 
that can be told by the mere tabulation of 
the pennant winning teams and their make- 
up. : 
Chicago “Home of Pennants.” 

Chicago has been awarded the title “ the 
home of pennants," with three of them heing 
woven to fly over the two parks here next 
season, and.the only city which can dispute 
Chicago's right to that title is Boston, which 
has captured exactly the same number of 
championship flags in the two existing major 
leagues. Not including world’s pennants, 
Chicago has won @ total of ten league cham- 
pionships—seven in the National and three 
in the American league. Boston has won 
eight in the National and two in the Amer- 
ican league, No other city in the country 
has approached this record, New York, with | 
four,; being nearest to it. 

Chicago won the first National league pen- 
nant in 1876 and the latest one. Chicage 
won the first American league pennant in 
1900 and the latest. “‘Cap” Anson, who ig 
preparing to finance a semi-pro team here 
this year, is the only member of the original 
Chicago pennant winners who even thinks 
he can get out and play baseball today. The 
name of many pennant winning players of 
the ’70s are memories only, some of them 
not even that to the newer fans. 


Lowe the Lone Veteran. 


Not counting Sam Thompson, who played 
a few games with Detroit last season, it is not 
until 1891 that there is found in the list of 
former champions the name of a player whe 
is in the major leagues today. That name. 
is Bob Lowe's. He was an outfielder in the. 
Boston champions of 1891. Keeler was a 
member of the champion Baltimore team of 
1894 and the three following years, but he is 
not considered a veteran as compared with. 
McGuire, the aged backstop of the High- 
landers, who doee not appear in the champion 
clags until 1899, with Brooklyn, FieMer Jones 
was a member of the same team: ~ 

Comparing the champion teams of former 
years it Is odd to find only one regular pitcher 
and catcher, but those were days when sea-

Up to date futurity stakes to the value of 
$80,000 are offered, to be-contested for by 
foals of 1907, and from the already large en- 
try lists of these events it ig plain that colt 
raising is being gone into on a more extensive 
scale than ever. One result of the large num- 
ber of trotting bred colts that are being ¢n- 
gaged in races before they are born is a 
marked increase in the business of training 
colts. This means that the men who from 
now on make a specialty of colt handling will 
earn good chunks of money aside from t 
taken in through the regular channele of 
training aged horses. The death of Marvin 
removed the best colt trainer in the world, 
but there are plenty of men who already have 
shown marked skill in handling youngsters, 
and these will find it to their advantage to 
take up the matter of training colts more 
seriously then they have in the last few years, 


Geers Not Partial to Colts. 


As a rule the high clase reinemen of the 
land, the men whose skill in race driving is 
of ‘the highest order, have not taken kindly 
to the handling of colts. When Geers was 
with Village farm he drove a lot of colts and 
had @ 8 year old champion trotter in Fan- 
tasy, but while he did the work well and 
conseientiously, just as he would any other 
labor he undertook, it is doubtful4f he ever 
was entnuelastic in the matter, and it is no- 
ticeable that since he became @ public trainer 
be has not fussed with colts. 

Ed Benyon is a public trainer who knows 
all about educating colts, and he brought 
out futurity or stake winners at 2 and 8 years 
in Fereno, Wainut Hall, and Mobel. Ben 
Kenney, engaged for the last few years by 
Gen. W. B. Chisholm of Cleveland, ie a crack 
in the colt training line, but the public can- 
not secure his services. McHenry does not 
care for the colts. Charley Dean has a reg- 
ular colt kindergarten out at Palatine, and 
over at Libertyville Levi Turner, who has 
shown a lot of skill with colts, holds forth, 
There is no reason why Dick McMahon 
should not handle a bunca of young things 
every year, for it should be remembered the 
bulk of the work with yearling and 2 year old 
trotters is done in the late falland during the 
spring months, when there is not much doing 


in the racing line. 
Good Field for Trainers. 


The trainer who is preparing 4 string of 
campaigners can fuse along with half a dozen 
colts just as well as not, and itis a sure thing 
that the members of the driving fraternity 
who are firet to take up this branch of their 
business will get the cream of it, As it now 
is, the owner of a well bred yearling or 2 year 
old is®bliged to send the youngster far drom 
home to be trained, or intrust its education 
to some man entirely without credentials as 
a horseman. Any man who | owns & colt 
would sooner have it trained near home than 
anywhere else, and once the men who have 
made reputations as trainers and drivers 
signify their willingness to handle colts and 
show they are going to givé justas much at- 
tention to that branch of their business) as 
they do to working the aged horses, they will 
have plenty of colts sent to them and discover 
a way of making a lot of sure money every 


year. 
Chicago Sale This Week. 
The auction by the Chicago Horee Sale com- 
pany that begins at the stockyards tomor- 
row, and continues during the week, seems 
likely to be the star event of its kind in this 
city, the consignments being of such a char- 
acter that buyers will be attracted from all 
parts of the country. 
One feature of interest to horsemen is the 
dispersal of the Gambetta Wilkes stud of 
Danville, Ky. Gambetta Wilkes has proved 
himself one of the best sons of George Wilkes 
so far as the siring of standard speed is con- 
cerned, albeit an unhappily large proportion 
of his record nags are of the hobbled pacer 
brand. There are some good lookers in the 
family, however, which counts for a good 
deal with buyers, and another point that will 
not be overlooked is that the sale is an ab- 
solute one, Mr. Cecil, who owns the estab- 
lishment, being a man of his word and free 
from the tricks-that in the past have made 
some breeders notorious for buying in the 
horses that did not sell for all it was thought 
they should. 
Another feature of the sale will be the pass- 
ine of the stallion Highwood to a new own- 
ership. This horse, a good sire, by reason 
of the death of several of his owners has been 
shifted about considerably in the last five 
years, but he has “made good"’ wherever 
placed, and there will be some bidding on him. 
Golden Slope, a son of Electioneer, that came 
into momentary fame a dogen years ago 
when one of his early colts beat 2:25 as a 2 
year old, is among the offerings, not much 
having been heard of him in late years. Ax- 
ford, a son of Axtell, that has performed in 
the Chicago horse show, also goes to the 
block, and there is a lot of young stuff from 
Kentucky that looks good on paper and has 
the right sort of blood lines. 


Pacer Coney for Sale. 

Down at Indianapolis the coming big auc- 
tion has for one of its headliners the old time 
pacer Coney, 2:02. He was put through the 
mill at one of the Splan’s auctions a couple of 
years ago and at that time looked good, al- 4 
though about $400 was the public’s price on 
him. Coney is of the type of horse that makes 
a good front even when too old to have much 
speed left and somebody will buy him to jog 
on the road on account of his bygone great- 
ness. It is claimed that California will send 
some nags to the Indianapolis sale, but the 
chances are the best of the Pacific coast con- 
signments will head for the Cleveland sale 
next April, as that is their usual place of 
vendue. Jimmy Tranter of the Fasig-Tipton 
company went west the other day to look up 
some nags for the Cleveland sale. 

There is a pretty good sale mart at Wash- 
ington Courthouse, O., and the people that 
have it In charge know the game. This year 
they are featuring a daily concert by Weber's 
band from Cincinnati, with Blanche Mehaf- 
fey, soprano soloist, doing things between 
times, and a troupe of equestrians giving half 
a dozen acts daily.

Want Tour to End in Chicago. 

It is up to the touring committee of the 
A. A. A. to finally select the route for the next 
tour, and as that body is not bound to accept 
the recommendation of the executive com- 
mittee, it is felt the Caicagoans may be able 
to offer enough inducements for the commit- 
tee to have the tour start in New York and 
end in Chicago. 

Those who went on last year’s Glidden, 
which led through the wilds of Canada, were 
thoroughly disgusted with the hoteles they en- 
countered and objected strenuously to rough- 
ing it the way they did. That's where Chi- 
cago expects to win, for It is pointed out that 
going to Jamestown, as proposed by some, 
would cause the tourists to travel through 
bits of country where the hotel accommoda- 
tions would not be of the best. Coming west 
from New York to Chicago, the well beaten 
path connecting the two cities cou'd be fol- 
lowed and the tour lead through the big cities, 
which could furnish accommodations for the 
hundreds that would meke the trip. 


Activity on Signboard Movement. 

Another bit of activity during the week 
was the call issued by Joseph F. Gunther, 
chairman of the runs and tours committee 
of the Chicago Automobile club, for a meet- 
ing of thdse interested in the signboard 
movement.

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Thieves, after ten days of hard labor bor- 
ing through stone walls of a vacant building 
entered the store of the West End Loan bank, 
514 West Madison street, last night and es- 
caped with goods valued at $8,000. Although 
detectives from the Lake street station were 
notified a few minutes after the robbery, no 
arrests were made. 

A note was left by the men explaining that 
necessity prompted them to commit the rob- 
bery. It was writtem on a card of the firm 
in a scrawled hand and was unsigned. 

It read: 

We needed the money. You can standit. We 
hope you will not give us much trouble as we 
had enough getting in. We began a week ago 
Wednesday, but came near being caught several 
times and had to stop. Good luck. 

Investigation showed the men had forced 
a door at the rear of the basement of the 
building next door east, 512 West Madison 
street. To reach the basement underneath 
the stor: which they intended to rob they 
had to bore through the walls of both build- 
ings and break down an iron sheeting inside 
the inner wall. 

When this work was finished the men bored 
upwards through the sidewalk by mistake 
and they were forced to begin again, forcing 
an opening nearer the building. Then they 
climbed to the first floor by a rope ladder. 


HOW TO WIN 
HOLD HEARTS 


A small army of decorators and finishers 
were turned loose in the New Illinois Athletic 
association building yesterday armed with 
plans and designs under which, in the be- 
lief of the officers of the new organization, 
this is to be made one of the handsomest and 
best appointed athletic clubs-in the world. 

It is hoped that these workmen will be able 
to complete the elaborate decorating scheme 
and turn the rough interior of the new build- 
ing in Michigan avenue into a fit home for the 
organization by Aprill. George Lytton, the 
new secretary of the club, said there was 
every likelihood that the club would be com- 
pleted by that time. 

The feature over which the club members 
are most elated, however, is the favorable 
condition of the organization’s exchequer. 
Although the building is to cost but $500,000, 
more than $570,000 already has been raised 
by Secretary Lytton. It is expected that the 
furniture, in addition to this, will cost §100,- 
000 and the decorations $30,000, thus leaving 
but a small sum to be @rawn from the mem- 
bership fees, which will be paid when the 
doors of the club open for the first time in 
April. 

Novelty in Dining Rooms. 

One of the original features of the build- 
ing is the location of all of the dining rooms 
upon the first and second floors and the base- 
ment, which makes it possible to seat 1,200 
persons. The grillroom ig to be in the base- 
ment on a gallery above and surrounding a 
broad swimming tank, The entire gallery 
will be walled in by glass, making it pos- 
sible to get a full view of the tank without 
hearing the noise of the swimmers. 

The second floor dining hall will have a 
seating capacity greater than any other in 
Chicago, tables being arranged go as to make 
it possible to banquet 864 guests at the same 
board. The decorations will be of the Ital- 
jan renaissance. The gray of the marble 
pillars and walls will be relieved only by the 
dark red curtains. 

Almost the entire front wall of the room 
will consist of windows overlooking the lake. 
A balcony extends along the front of the 
bullding and in the summer it will be possl- 
ble to place tables in the windows. The 
room is 171 feet long and 70 feet wide and 
the ceiling 20 feet high. 

The lounging and smoking room is to be 
decorated with a unique set of furniture 
which was a part of the exhibit of the Ger- 
man government at the St. Louis exposition, 
The billiard room, which algo is on the third 
floor, will be finished in Flemish oak with 
dark green drapery. 


Quarters for Many Members. 


The building includes 150 sleeping rooms, 
which are being finished in white enamel. 


Denouncing the system of herding bad 
boys together in one building. Judge Julian 
W. Mack of the Juvenile court in an address 
before the Iroquois club yesterday advocated 
the abolishment of the John Worthy school, 

He declared all schools for delinquents in 
which the boys are housed under the same 
roof have seen their day and urged his hear- 
ers to work for the erection of a large and 
thoroughly modern farm school for delin- 
quents, far removed from the city. Judge 
Meck said that a huge school for delinquents, 
built in the country on the cottage plan, would 
come nearer to solving the problem of mak- 
ing citizens of incorrigible lads than anything 
else. 

He advocated the erection of such a school 
by the city, at an estimated cost of $500,000, 
saying the movement in this dffection should 
be begun at once in order that the abandon- 
ment of the John Worthy school may be 
brought about as soon as possible. He said 
there is absolute need in Chicago for a 
school of this type, sufficient to accommo- 
date. in cottages, from 300 to 400 boys. He 
said the expenditure of the money needed 
would prove to be economy in the end, as it 
would result in the making of useful citizens 
out of scores of boys who never can be 
“reformed” in institutions of the John 
Worthy school type. 


Arraigns Plan, Not School. 


In his arraignment of the John Worthy 
school Judge Mack held the officials of the 
school entirely blameless for conditions ex- 
izting there. 
’ “The John Worthy school,”’ he said, “is 

totally inadequate for the care of the large 
number of boys who must be sent toa school 
for delinquents. The school is overcrowded. 
The boys are housed in one building. The 
younger boys are compelled to associate with 
the older ones. The Worthy school should 
be abandoned, and the city should build in 
the country a large school on the cottage 
plan for delinquents. 

“An institution of this type comes as near 
, as possible to giving the boy home life. The 
lads of, different ages are housed in small 
groups in simply constructed, simply fur- 
nished cottages in charge of a matron. The 
St. Charles school is of this type, but its ca- 
pacity is not great enough. Cook county 
needs a school for 300 or 400 boys.”’ 


Others Urge School Farm. 


Chief Probation Officer Henry W. Thurston 
also advocated the plan urged by Judge 
Mack. 


Serious complications between the United 
States and Turkey were predicted for the 
near future by the Rev. F. BE. Hoskins, a 
Presbyterian missionary and journalist re- 
siding in Beirui, Syria, in an address yester- 
day at a luncheon at the Palmer house. 

The iuncheon was given by Presbyterian 
ministers ané laymen of the city in honor 
of several missionaries who are on their way 
to the Presbyterian intersynodical mission- 
ary convention, which meets this week in 
Omaha. 

** Fortunately—or unfortunately,” said Dr, 
Hoskins, ‘‘the American missionaries in 
Turkey and Syria have come into close con- 
tact with the government at Constantinople. 
They are many sided men and they consti- 
tute the one class which is not suspected; 
consequently they have come into the con- 
fidence of the sultan, 

“Through this relation they have come to 
see that the United States of America is 
going to have a great deal more responsel- 
bility’ in settling this great problem of the 
Turk than any man here dreams of. 


Trouble Over Naturalization. 

“One great difficulty is continually bob- 
bing up. It originates in the doubtful posi- 
tion in Turkey of Turks naturalized as Amer- 
ican citizens who return to their native land. 
The sultan, you know, maintaing that no 
man can renounce his allegiance; the United 
States holds that a man must do it to be 
naturalized. 

** The resulting clashes are continual. You 
remember the case of the man who threw the 
bomb atthe sultan. The United States wig- 
gled out of that on a technicality, but that is 
not always possible. 

** Moreover, the step from the Turk who has 
become an American citizen to the native 
American in Turkey is an easy one, and the 
resulting situation has reached a grave and 
acute stage. I tell you, if the present state of 
affairs continues this matter of citizenship is 
going to bring these nations sharply into con- 
flict.”’ 

The Rev. E. M. Wherry of Lodina, India, 
said the Christians now have large and in- 
fluential churches in every city and mission 
stations throughout the rural sections. 

Dr. H. L. Weber of Efulen, Africa, a medi- 
cal missionary, eaid: ‘* Millions of heathen 
natives of Africa are patiently waiting for the 
word of God, and the responsibility of giving 
them that word rests on us. Money, men, 
and work are needed to solve the problem 
in Africa.”’

Springfield, Ill.. Feb. 16.—[Special.J—In a 
cautiously worded bulletin the Legislative 
Voters’ league, through its Springfield pub- 
licity bureau, directs attention to the early 
activity of legislators with ‘ regulators.”’ 
Attorney William Otis Wilson, who signs the 
report, is careful not to pass judgment on 
any of these measures, but he provides cir- 
cumstantial evidence sufficient to convict 
most of them. He shows that many of them 
have been introduced session after session for 
the last eighteen years and that they die la- 
mented deaths in committee. There have 
been no coroners’ inquests and no cause of 
death is assigned. 

Attorney Wilson's report is “‘ to the public.” 
In it he says: 

“ * Regulators’ are measures almed at the 
regulation or control of professions, trades, 
and industries of all kinds. Some are good 
in purpose and effect and many are not. At- 
tention is called here to only a few samples 
of scores of ‘ regulators,’ so that by empha- 
sizing the fact of their introduction the peo- 
ple may cause such a public sentiment as will 
result in a speedy and at the same time proper 
disposition of such measures. 


“Regulators” Impede Legislation. 

“ An unworthy regulator is an impediment 
to legislation, interfering with the proper 
disposition of real and meritorious measures 
before the assembly. The examples we de- 
sire to give, concerning which we express no 
opinion, are as follows:

Our Meat Needed There. 

What is of vastly more importance to the 
American producers is the prospect that Ger- 
many will let down the bars with regard 
to American meats. The meat famine in Ger- 
many has reached a stage where something 
must be done to put an end to it. Prices 
have gone upward steadily. The farmers 
have not been the beneficiaries of thie up- 
ward movement, because they are obliged 
to buy cattle for feeding purposes and the 
price of the young cattle is practically pro- 
hibitive. 

In a series of proposals recently made to 
the minstry of commerce and industry by the 
chamber of commerce of Berlin it was sug- 
gested that the government should agree on 
two reforms in regard to the importation of 
cattle and meat as follows: | 

‘1. The removal of the prohibition against 
admitting cattle while retaining such con- 
trol as may be required on sanitary grounds 
and the setting aside of the unnecessary dif- 
ficulties which now exist in the admission of 
cattle at certain admitted points, 

“2. The removal of the prohibition against 
the importation of freeh meat and the abol- 
ishing of the restrictive regulation for the in- 
spection of meats intended for import.” — 


_ Excuse for Prohibition Gone. 

It has been learned that the meat inspection 
law of last summer has had an excellent 
effect upon the German authorities. It has 
largely taken away the excuse for the pro- 
hibition of American meats and it may be 
made the means of a deched concession to 
the American cattle growers and packers. 

The suggestion has been made in Germany 
that if' the farmer is to be benefited he will 
gain more by the removal of the duty on feed 
than he possibly could by the exclusion of 
American cattle. At the same time, the 
butchers have been the greatest sufferers 
throughout Germany from the meat famine. 
Their profits have been no larger then be- 
fore and the high prices have resulted in 
largely decreased consumption, so that their 
net profits have been growing less and less 
and many of them have actually been forced 
out of business. 

In a recent conference of the chamber of 
commerce for the Pfalz the statement was 
made that in.Hungary, Italy, and various 
other nearby states the cattle disease pre- 
valled, 
into Germany from: those distriets might 
result in immeasurable injury to the local 
live stock industry. At this conference it 
was freely admitted that Germany cannot 
supply its present demand for meat, and for 
this reason the admission of American 
canned meats was recommended on the ex- 
press ground that the meat industry in the 
United States had been substantially im- 
proved and was now as good as anything 
that Germany itself could provide.

BLOOMINGTON GIRL FORGER, 
TOO, GRAND JURY CHARGES. 


New Turn Given to Troubles of Church 
Worker by Bank’s Accusation—Six 
True Bills Are Returned. 


Bloomington, 01, Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
Forgery was added by the grand jury today 
to the charges against Helen Dixon, treas- 
urer of the Gleaners’ society of the Secohd 
Christian church, who is declared $1,300 short 
in her accounts. Six indictments were re- 
turned against her charging, besides embez- 
zlement and larceny as bailee, that she se- 
cured $250 on a fraudulent note from’ the 
Corn Belt bank. 

According to bank officials Miss Dixon 
some time ago borrowed $250 on. the repre- 
sentation that she was the beneficiary of the 
$7,000 life insurance of her brother, who, she 
declared, had been killed. When the draft 
failed to arrive Miss Dixon gave as collat- 
eral a $350 note signed by Minnie Lemme and 
indorsed by John and Margaret Lemme.

Atrocious Murder of Child in Paris 
Causes Revulsion Against Abolition 
of Capital Punishment.

PARIS, Feb. 16.—The pectiliarly atrocious 
murder of a girl 12 years old has given rise 
this week to a strong protest against the 
bill abolishing the death penalty, which al- 
ready has been favorably reported by the 
committee on judiciary reform in parliament. 

The crime has stirred Paris to its depths. 
Fifty thousand persons attended the child’s 
funeral. 

Deputy Chavoied, a member of the com- 
mittee on judiciary reform, has written to 
the minister of justice saying when he voted 
for the abolition of the death penalty he and 
his confreres never contemplated the possi- 
bility of such an atrocious crime as this one.

Says Roosevelt Misstates. 


In opposing the passport clause Senator 
Culberson referred to the California-Jap- 
anese situation. 

“Thia situation has become acute,” he 
said, ‘‘ because the president of the United 
States in his message to this congress has 
seen fit to misstate the situation in California 
in the interest of the Japanese. And the 
Japanese, taking their cue from the presi- 
dent, aseert a claim that great injustice has 
been done to them by the people of the Pa- 
cific coast. 

“In each of his messages to congress the 
president has misstated the situation to the 
effect that the Japanese had been denied the 
privilege of education, when the truth is 
that they had only been denied the right to 
attend the schools the white children of 
California attend.’’ Pi 

The situation that will result from the 
adoption of the provision, Mr. Culberson 
said, would be this: ‘ The president will 
have authority to exclude Japanese laborers 
and coolies and he will hold that authority 
and the exercise of it in abeyance and over 
the heads of the Californie authorities and 
will keep out the laborers and coolies, pro- 
vided the civil authorities of California will 
admit their children indiscriminately to the 
public schoola of San Francisco.”’

The Supreme court refused Mayor McClel- 
lan’s petition for a permanent injunction 
restraining Attorney General Jackson from 
reopening the recount proceedings instituted 
by Mr. Hearst. It vacated the temporary 
injunction issued on Jan. 5. The court also 
refused to hold Attorney General Jackson in 
contempt for violating the temporary injunc- 
tion. 

After summarizing the history of the 
Hearst-McClellan litigation Justice Fitts 
says: 

“The attorney general of this state can 
maintain an action upon his own information 
or upon the complaint of a private person. 
The authority and power thus exercised by 
him is, in ite nature, official and executive, 
and not judicial in the sense of finally settling 
and determining the rights of individuals 
with reference to the matters in controversy: 

“The process of this court cannot be used 
to control the actions of the attorney gen- 
eral in the exercise of his prerogatives.” 


EASTERN SCHOOLS IN GRASP 
OF SCARLET FEVER EPIDEMIC. 


Williams and Harvard Colleges in 
Danger of Quarantine — Wheaton 
Seminary Closed for Indefinite Time. 


Williamston, Mases., Feb. 16.—[Special.]— 
Willlams college is facing a serious scariet 
fever epidemic, and in the event of further 
spread it is probable the college authorities 
will consider it better to close the institution 
until the danger is past. 

There are thirteen known cases and five 
more supposed cases that are being carefully 
watched. Many of the afflicted students room 
in the Phi Delta Theta fraternity house, and 
that building has been quarantined. 

The cases among the students have been 
traced to one milk dealer, whose business has 
been stopped. 

Harvard College Is Hit. 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 16.—[Special.}]— 
Harvard college is the latest institution to be 
hit by the epidemic of scarlet fever, three 
cases being reported there today. 

Seminary Is Closed. 

Norton, Mass., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Whea- 
ton seminary has been closed for an indefinite 
time owing to a serious epidemic of scarlet 
fever among the students. Thirty have been 
afflicted.

England Will Ask Powers to 
Consent to Reduction in 
Cost of Armament. 


POINTS IN THE PROGRAM. 


Coming Conference to Consider 
New Rules Governing Naval 
Warfare. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—Despite the opposition 
ef the continental powers Great Britain will 
continue to press for the inclusion in the pro- 
gram of The Hague peace conference the 
question of the reduction in the expendi- 
tures on the armies and navies of the world. 

The time to ask the powers to include the 
question In the program has not yet arrived. 
This will be done after Russia and Holland 
have issued the formal invitations to the 
eonference, to which will be attached, the 
program drawn up as 4 result of Prof. De 
Martin’s visits to the European capitals.

KAULBARS CALLS KUROPATKIN 
FALSIFIER CONCERNING WAR. 


Declares General Was Lured Into Jap 
Trap and Points Out How His Forces 


Were Mismanaged. 


ODESSA, Feb. 16.—Gen. Kaulbars, gov- 
ernor general of Odessa, interviewed today 
on the charges brought against him by Gen, 
Kuropatkin in him book on the Russo-Japan~- 
ese war, said: 

“ Although the book has not been handed 
to me, I have had correspondence with Kuro- 
patkin on the subject in which I tepudiate 
the charges and prove by documentary evi- 
dence that they }entirely false. 

“On the eve of the Battle of Feb. 22, 1904, 
the Russians were camped between the Sha 
and Hun rivers. I submitted to Kuropatkin 
a plan, subsequently rejected, to attack the 
Japanese jointly from our strong intrench- 
ments, the Japanese haying none. , 

“The defeat wae chiefly due to Kuropat- 
kim removing my reserves to reinforce our 
left, and thus running Into a trap of the 
Japanese, whose successful demonstrative 
advance of their right effected the desired 
concentration of our troops on our left. 

‘My forces consequently were inadequate 
to repulee the flanking movements of Nogi’s 
Port Arthur army. 

“ Moreover, my army was intrenched with 
180 guns for an attack on Sandepu, when. 
Kuropatkin, instead, ordered me to oppose 
Nogi, whom, with his reserves, he easily 
could have beaten. 

**On Feb. 27 my army effectively covered 
the retreat of the other armies. It was hu- 
manly impossible to do more to save the 
battle, in which I lost 36,000 men.”’ 

In conclusion Gen. Kaulbars pointed out 
that the real causes of the Russian defeat 
were the lack of patriotism, the revolutionary 
ideas with which the reserves were imbued, 


‘and the activity of Chinese bandits in ob- 


structing the railroad.

the king, and it acted as a court of justice. 
That was years ago, and it is a strange 
fact that the modern English parliament does 
but little more. It controls taxes, gives con- 
sent to laws, and acts as a court of justice. 
The one vital modification of the scheme is 
that the parliament of today gives consent to 
laws proposed by the government—i. ¢.: by 
the cabinet which represents the party in 
power, instead of by the crown. 


Lasted Two Hundred Years. 
Thie form of parliament served the Eng- 
land of ten centuries ago well for 200 years. 
But in these 200 years the barons were grow- 
ing more powerful. In 1215 they were #0 pow- 
erful that by combining they were strong 
enough to compel King John to sign the 


‘famous Magna Charta—the besis of Png- 


land’s constitutional liberty—the only written 
constitution England has. 

The barons were not alone im compelling « 
reluctant king to sign his name to the charter 
of their liberties. They had received im- 
portant aid from the merchants and other cit- 
izens of London, and as a result the barons 
obtained for the citizens certain privileges, 
personal and commercial. 

This was the first time in English history 
that the nobles and the people—the lords and 
the commons—united against the crown. 


Commons Always Pressing. 
From that time forward in the march of 
England’s constitutional history the com- 
mons who had been admitted through the 
intercession of the lords to a voice in the gov- 
ernment, insisted on more and more power, 


and gradually encroached upon the privileges. 


of the lords, until there came a time when 
the lerds were thrown out of parliament. 
Tt was the old fable of the camel and the 
peasant. The peasant permitted the camel 
to warm ite nose in his hut, and the camel 
ended by driving the owner out and wreck- 
ing the hut 

Now see how the commons’ came! got its 
nose into the hut of the house of lords. The 
magna charta provided that the scutage, a 
form of feudal taxation exacted at the pleas- 
ure of the king, should no longer be levied 
without the consent of the great council, 
which was to be summoned forty days before 
the appointed date for meeting. The char- 
ter took no notice of the representative prin- 
ciple, but curiously enough King John, when 
he summoned the next great council, sent 
writs to the reeve and four men from each 
vill on the royal demesne. 


Three Estates Represented. 

Thus for the first time all three estates, 
the clergy, the nobles, and the commons, 
sat together in a great council. Thus King 
John, who gave the Magna Charta to the 
barons upon their asking, unwittingly gave 
to the people representation in the great 
council without their asking. -It was a clear 
case of the lords getting more than they had 
asked for. It was the king who opened the 
door of the lords, but for the emtrance of the 
commons’ camel and the camel begen to grow 
from that moment. 

In 1254 Queen Eleanor and Ear! Richard of 
Cornwall, regents during the absence of 
Henry MI. in Gascony, called a great coun- 
cil to meet at Westminster, at which were 
present two knights chosen from each shire. 
This element was to be of great importance 
in the development of parliament, since the 
knights of the shire henceforth furnished 
leaders for the commons, and many of these 
knights of the shire being related to the 
nobles they enabled the two estates, the 
nobles and the commons, to unite in opposi- 
tion to the crown. This was a most impor- 
tant effect of the rule of primogeniture, 
which was even then In strict force in Eng- 
lend. The younger sons of the nobility were 
usually country gentlemen and thus served as 
a connecting link between the nobles and the 
commons. 

The principle applies to thie day. In the 
house of commons some of the best equipped 
members are sons of the peers who sit in the 
house of lords. Lerd Hugh Cecil was a 
power in the house of commons when his 
father, econ Salisbury, was prime minister.

of Leicester, summoned his historic parlia- 
ment. To this assembly were summoned not 
only two knights from each shire, but also 
two burgesses or citizens from twenty-one 
boroughs or cities mentioned by name in 
the writ. Thus for the first time the third 
estate, or the commons, made up of county 
freeholders and burgesses, was fully repre- 
sented in a national assembly. 

To King Edward I. belongs the honor of 
completing the foundation of the English 
parliamemt as it hase existed, with one or 
two brief interruptions, for 600 years. Dur- 
ing the first twenty years of his reign, though 
he made no important advances in the prin- 
ciple of representative government, he sum- 
moned representative assemblies occasional- 
ly. He seemed to be experimenting with 
the people in these twenty years, to ascertain 
their capacity for a more representative 
government, for at the end of the period he 
summoned what has ever since been known 
as the “‘ model parilament.”” It met at West- 
minster, in November, 1205. To it came, 
aside from the bishops and the abbots, the 
earls and the barons, two knights from each 
of thirty-seven shires, and representatives 
of 110 cities and boroughs, 


Meet in Separate Houses. 

Lords and commons still met in a single 
bodily in all these years, from 1215 to 1295. It 
wae not till the reign of Edward III. that the 
definite separation into two houses took 
place." The knights at first vacillated be- 
tween the lords and the commons, but in 1332 
ls found the first clear reference fo the ar- 
rangement which after 1839 was permanent, 
the lords forming the upper house and the 
knights and burgesses the lower house. 

The historic struggle began with that year. 
Laws were still made by the king, parliament 
merely assenting. When parliament assem- 
bled the king told it what he wanted done. 
That was ali there was to it. 

Gradually, however, the commons began 
to encroach upon the powers of the crown 
and of the house of lords. In 1862 the com- 
mons won from the crown the rule that par- 
Hament should be assembled every year. 
After 1870 taxation without the consent of 
both houses was illegal. 

It was not until 1407 that the commons 
gained a preponderating voice in voting 
money grants. At first the lords held this as 
their exclusive privilege. Then they were 
compelled to share the privilege with the 
commons. Finally the commons assumed 
it all. 

The house of commons declined under the 
reign of the Tudor kings, but with the acces- 
sion of James I., the first of the house of 
Stuart, parliament began to reassert its 
power. 

Then came Oliver Cromwell, the Puritans, 
and the reactipn against royalty, in which 
parliamentary rule became supreme and 
anarchy resulted. 


Commons Abolishes Lords. 

The first Cromwellian pariiament saw the 
eclipse of the house of lords and the complete 
triumph of the commons, The “roundheads” 
controlled the house of commons, while the 
remnants of the house of lords stil] clung to 
the rapidly weakening fortunes of the crown. 

On Jan. 4, 1648, the house of commons 
adopted a resolution declaring: 

“ That the people are, under God, the origin 
of all Just power and that whatever is enacted 
or declared for law by the commons hath 
the force of law, and all the people of this 
nation are concluded thereby, although the 
current and concurrence of the king and 
House of peers be not had thereto.” 

The peers were in no position to reply to this 
ingult. The commons was the parliament 
from that day until the execution of Charles 
I, A week after the king’s head had fallen 
upon the block the house of commons for- 
mally abolished the house of lords by unani- 
mous vote. The peers, mitred archbishops, 
lordly dukes, belted earls, and all the rest 
were driven out of Westminster and the 
commons exulted over their downfall. 

Thenceforth, for four years the commons 
was parliament and pariiament was the 
commons. At first it was Cromwell's idea 
that the commone should be the sole law 
making, law executing, and law interpreting 
body—legislative, executive, and judicial— 
all in one. But with a growing appreciation 
of the weakness of the system of govern- 


plans. It was decreed that the “commons 
and one man’’ should rule England. The 
“one man,”’ of course, was Cromwell. But 
even this expedient did not save Cromwell's 
experiment from failure. His commons be- 
came so intractible that he was compelled to 
dissolve it in 1658 and summon a new one. 

So low had the fortunes of the triumphant 
commons fallen that only 189 members re- 
sponded to the summons. Thissecond Crom- 
wellian assembly was known as the “ -Bare- 
bones parMament.”’ It was short lived; in 
six months after calling it Cromwell sent it 
home. 

Then Cromwell drew up the famous “ in- 
strument of government” providing for a 
house of commons of 400 members. - This 
parliament assembled on Sept. 8, 1654, and 
lasted only until Jan. 22, 1655. 


Interval of Anarchy. 

More than a year elapsed before another 
roundhead parliament assembled. Meantime 
England existed under an arbitrary govern- 
ment, in which the army wa$ supreme. The 
England of the present day, it may be hazard- 
ed, would not live under such a government 
a single day. Money was raised without 
authority, taxes were imposed without a 
vote, and men were executed or sent to 
prison by illegal tribunes. The whole coun- 
try was divided into eleven districts, each 
district being ruled by a major general of 
the army, just as Russta rules the prov- 
inces it has wrested from the barbarians of 
Asia north of the Oxus today. 

The government was drifting rapidly into 
anarchy. The eommons, eager to rule with- 
out check or interference of a house of lords, 
had tried the experiment and failed. 


Lords Are Brought Back. 

Reluctantly Cromwell summoned another 
partiament—that is, another commons. The 
tide was turning, and in the election he failed 
to get a majority. He unseated ninety ob- 
streperous commoners, and thus controlled 
thecommons. Buteven his control could not 
prevent the commons from petitioning for a 
creation of a house of lords. Cromwell 
yielded, and the upper house of the English 
parliament was restored. 

Then, after another interval of chaotic ad- 
ministration, Gen. Monk marched his army 
into London, and the restoration of the Stuart 
dynasty followed. 

Charles LI. iavinitnee his accession to the 
throne by the creation of a large number of 
peers. The house of lords returned to its 
own again, unchastened by the lessons taught 
it by a roundhead commone. Its first act 
was to enact a law to raise the national 
revenues from excise taxes, thus relieving 
the land of an ehormous burden. The house 
of commons swung to the other extreme, 
and, instead of preventing this outrage upon 
the people, meekly acquiesced in ft, 


Conflict Is Renewed, 

The conflict between the lords and com- 
mons, however, was soon to be renewed. The 
commons, after the first dazzling effects of 
the return of royalty to power, gradually 
plucked up its courage and began to resist the 
lords. 

But while the lords were overbearing in 
their demeanor towards the commons, they 
were disposed to be equally deficient in their 
reverence for the crown. 

Various ministries, finding that the peers 
were unwilling to pass their proposed bills. 
have resorted to the threat to create enough 
new peers to swamp the house of lords. These 
néw peers would, of course, have been pledged 
beforehand to vote for the ministry creating 
them. 

In 1711 the prime minister of the day, the 
daring and unscrupulous Viscount Boling- 
broke, was anxious to terminate the desolat- 
ing and ruinous war with France, which had 
been raging on and off for twenty years. 

To effect this purpose he had drawn up the 
treaty of Utrecht. It was neceseary at that 
time that lords and commons should agree 
to a treaty before it would beceme valid. 
The commons assented to the treaty, but 
the lords declared that they would have none 
of it and that the war must goon. Where- 
upon Bolingbroke coolly but firmly Informed 
them that, rather than see himself defied by 
them, he would create a whole army of new 
peers to vote for the treaty, 

The story goes that he had a ree of 


, completely remodeled the 


of the house of lords and threatened to make 
every trooper into a noble lord if driven to 
it. He did make twelve new peers and then 
the lords gave in. 

In 1719 the house of lords, realizing that 
it had not kept up with the advance of con- 
stitutional liberty in England, made an hon- 
est endeavor to reform itself. But its efforts 
were thwarted by some of its own reactionary 
members. 

The house of lords practically ruled par- 
liament during all the years between 1719 
and 1801. The lords ruled by thé rotten 
borough. system. A peer would own one or 
more boroughs and then dictate absolutely 
the choice of the man to be elected to the 
commons from that borough. The duke of 
Norfolk alone controlled eleven of these 
* rotten boroughs.” In other words, he had 
one vote in the house of lords and eleven in 
the house of commons. The crown encour- 
aged this system and between 1761 and 1801 
no fewer than 140 peers were createil, every 
one of whom owned one or more rotten 
boroughs, 


Reform Comes in 1832. 


But In all these years the people had not 
been content to rest under the injustice of 
the rotten borough system, and finally in 
1882 the commons rose in its strength and 
peaseed the great reform bill. Thie measure 
English parliia- 
ment. In England 143 votes were taken from 
the boroughs controlled by members of the 
house of lorde and redistributed among the 
counties and large towns. The county fran- 
chise was given to freeholders to the value 
of $50 a year, to leaseholders whose annual 
rent was $250, and to tenants at will who 
paid $250 a year. Similar changes were meade 
in Scotland and Ireland. 

The lorde fought this bill with all their 
strength. It deprived them of their power 
of controlling the house of commons. But 
the lords did not dare veto the reform bill, 
and it became a law. 

Since then the Engilieh parliament has 
changed but little in form. It still possesses 
the power of vetoing any bill passed by the 
commons. Needless to say, however, the 
hiouse of lorde exercises the veto power only 
upon rare occasiongm 


Education Renews Struggle. 


The last bill passed by the commons to be 
rejected by the house of lords was the edu- 
cation bill at the last session. This bill prac- 
tically reorganizes the whole public educa- 
tional system of England. The house of 
lords made certain amendmems to the bill 
which the commons refused to accept. The 
lords refused to yield and the bill, upon which 
the Hberal ministry had spent a year of hard 
work, fell to the ground. 

It is not known what measure the premier, 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, intends 
to take in his propored attack upon the house 
of lords. It is freely predicted im London 
that the struggle will result in the dissolu- 
tion of parliament and an appeal te the 
voters. ;

Sir John Ellerman, President of ..s- 
sociated Chambers of Shipping, 
Warns That Unless Harassing Leg- 
islation Is Stepped Great Industry 
May Go to Wall—German Competi- 
tion im Every Quarter of the Globe 
Becomes a Serious Factor,

LONDON, Feb. 16.—Sir John Ellerman, fhe 

new president of the chambers of shipping 
of the united kingdom, in an inaugural ad- 
dregs before *‘ the parliament of shipping,” 
yesterday made some disquieting remarks 
on the condition of the British mercantile 


marine. , 

It often has been sald that the house of 
commons hoks upon British shipping ee a 
prosperous monopoly which can alwafe 
stand the brunt of exceptional legislation and 
increased taxation, but Ellerman, who until 
he became a ship owner fifteen years ago, 
was regarded asa genius in finance, his pro- 
fession being that of an accountamt, meade the 
astounding statement that the British ship- 
ping industry wae earning but a bare sub- 
aistence. 

He pointed to a danger which “ enlight- 
5° statesmen could eee looming in the not 

r distant, future '’—namely: that i@ the 
meager profits of shipping, with ell its at- 
tendant exceptional risks, be still further 
curtailed by harrassing restrictive legisila- 
tion, there was real danger of capital being 
withdrawn from the industry, which is ceas- 
ing to be remunerative. 


Operating Cost Increased. 

The effect of the workmen's compensation 
act and other new legisiation which comes 
into force July next will largely increase the 
cost of building steamers, and etill more the 
cost of existing ships. Ellerman, in his ca- 
pacity as accountant, hes analyzed the fig- 
ures of all the shipping companies which aré 
included In Rhode’s steamship guide or 
quoted in the London and Liverpool stock 
exchanges, excluding those where informa- 
tiom is unobtainable. He reported to “ the 
parliament of shipping” that the ordinary 
paid up capital, including reserve and insur- 
ance funds, which of course is capital used 
in the busimesses, amounts to a total of $166,- 
000.000, and that om $111,000,000 of this divi- 
dends each year amounting to an average 
of $9,967,705 per annum are paid, giving a 
return of 3 1-8 per cent. , On the remaining 
$65,000,000 of such capital and reserves no 
dividends have been paid for one or more of 
thé last three years, and in many inetanoces 
the compentes fatied to earn the full deprecia- 
tion om their value of their ships. 


Can’t Meet Competition. 

Figures are as a rule dull reading, but great 
interest is taken in Ellerman'’s carefully 
studied statistics. The moral he drew from 
the figures was that interest on investments 
in shipping are abnormally low and not the 
commercial rate of interest. He complained 
that British shipowners were by the new 
legislation placed at a considerable @isad- 
vantage with many countries in foreign com- 
petition, as British working expenses will 
be heavier. 

He referred to the competition of America 
and Germany, and said the latter “* was most 
severe in every quarter of the world, and that 
the competition was materially aided directly 
and indirectly by the German government.” 

He gloomily added: “ Not only do British 
shipowners obtain no corresponding assist 
ance from thetr government, but In conge- 
quence of special burdens and responsibiit- 
ties cast upon us by parliamentary interfer- 
ence with our industry we are most serious- 
ly handicapped.”

TELLS OF CURE OF CANCER 
‘BY USE OF HERB REMEDIES. 


Representative of London Paper Seeie- 
tigates Reports of Remarkable Re- 
sults by Two Brothers at Cardigan.

LONDON, Feb. 16:—Of late the Welsh pa- 

pers have been telling tales of wonderful 
cures of cancer effected by two brothers 
named Evans by means of herbs at Cardigan. 
Occasionally one or two of these stories were 
quoted in London papers, but nobody paid 
much heed, considering them mere tales of 
the country quakery, but there seems to be 
some truth tn them, after all. 

Dr. Hugh Riddle was commissioned by the 
Daily Mail to investigate, and this is what 
he reports: 

“For more than twenty years these humble 
practitioners have been treating all kinds of 
external diseases with olntment and salves 
made entirely from herbs, but only lately 
has their fame ‘spread abroad. By trade 
ship carpenters, they originally used their 
simple remedies as a side issue only, but 
for some years now they have been kept busy 
visiting their patients. 

“The pathology of cancer interests them 
but little. Their method is to apply herbal 
ointment to cancer, which, according to them, 
causes the roots on all sides to withdraw into 
the original growth, which then falle off 
after this skin heals over the wound. They 
claim they never turn cases away and have 
had only one or two failures in many years. 
Patients have come to them from all aver 
Wales and Scotland, and even a few ffom 
London. The brothers live unpretentiously 
on their farm about two miles from Cardigan. 
Every morning they walk into town with 
their pockets filled with leaves and prepara- 
tions of their secret remedy. They have a 
small surgery where there are a few beds 
for the worst cases. 

“At present there are about forty-five per- 
sons in Cardigan under treatment. Every- 
where there seems to be the utmost con- 
fidence im these simple physicians, far from 
being adivertising quacks with a desire for 
notoriety. They are deeply religious men

been a public benefit. It has enabled a 
number of public nuisances to make them- 
selves a little more conspicuous than they 
could otherwise. It has swelled the elec- 
tion printing bills, which has been a good 
thing for the printers, but not for the tax-. 
payers. It costs something to print sev- 
eral hundred thonsand “ little ballots.”- 

It is easier to enact a silly law than it 
is to repeal it. Although fifteen years of 
trial have proved that the “ public policy ” 
law is worthless for purposes of good, the 
legislature hardly can be induced to repeal 
it. The men who are possessed by the 
initiative, referendum, and recall fada 
wohld say that popalar liberty was in 
danger and that the people were to be de- 
prived of the right to express their senti- 
ments, and would make other statements 
which, though extremely silly, would have 
some effect on ill informed members of 
the legislature. But if the measure can- 
not be ended it can at least be amended 
in such a manner as to put a stop to the 
wretched frauds which have attended its 
operation. 

The law has led to the manufacture of 
bogus petitions on a grand scale. When 
it has seemed advisable to the cranks to 
feel the pulse of the Chicago voters as to 
the election of the school board by popu 
lar vote, or as to some other question of no 
value and of no public interest, they have 
plunged headlong into the manufacture of 
fraudulent petitions. They have hired 
men to get names, and the men, by copy- 
ing the poll lists or by other devices, have 
got up their quotas. These lawless meth- 
ods can and should be stopped. The gen- 
uineness of every petition should be estab- 
lished beyond doubt. 

This is the aim of a bill drafted by Ald. 
Snow which has been introduced at 
Springfield. There should be no opposi- 
tion to it. If there shal] be any it will 
come from men who have been getting up 
dishonest petitions in the past and who 
wish to be able to continue doing so. It 
is quite enough that 25 per cent of the 
registered voters—if that number can be 
scared up—should be allowed to put some 
stupid academic proposition on the “little 
ballot” if they sincerely want to, but 
there should be no more spurious petitions. 

The new charter provides that wherever 
it shall require a petition of voters for the 
purpose of having some measure submit- 
ted to popular vote, certain formalities, 
calculated to insure the honesty of the 
petition, shall be observed. The require- 
ments are not so rigid in Ald. Snow's bill, 
and they might properly be made so. The 
ease with which fraudulent petitions can 
be got up has been demonstrated again 
and again. The examination of a petition 
of portentous size is a slow and costly 
matter.

CHICAGO’S GROWTH. 

Without any adequate machinery of col- 
lecting statistics any statement about the 
population of Chicago is mere guesswork, 
and no matter how much thought has been 
given to the subject, nor how many con- 
siderations have been taken into account, 
the guess has little value except as the 
expression of individual opinion. A school 
census affords a sort of basis for estimate, 
so does the showing of the city directory, 
but the multiple used is often too large 
and the conclusions drawn are faulty. 

There is plenty of evidence, however, 
that Chicago is having a substantial 
growth. The inadequacy of the car serv- 
ice tells its story. The building operations 
add their testimony, new houses and flats 
being erected all over the city. A steady 
demand for homes is brought to atten- 
tion every day through the want columns 
of the papers or through the bits of con- 
versation overheard on trains or in street 
ears. The business houses, likewise, seem 
to be feeling the growth of the population, 
if the enlargement of their facilities may 
be counted as evidence: The downtown 
streets are crowded all the time with rest- 
less moving throngs. ; 

The sources of supply of this increasing 
population are three. There is the in- 
crement which comes from the excess of 
births over deaths. This is quite material, 
so large a part of the citizenship being of 
those who are in the prime of life, and 
the general condition of things being so 
healthful that the natural increase is 
steady and far in excess of the death 
losses. The exact figures are not neces- 
sary to show this element of gain. 

A second source of population is found 
in the steady stream of native born Amer- 
icans which pours ito this metropolis of 
the central west. ‘here is no way in 
which this element of gain can be meas- 
ured. But individual knowledge is elo- 
quent of the facts, even the most casual 
observer realizing in the field of his own 
comparatively limited experience that 
there is no change except in volume in 
the movement of people toward this city. 
The graduates of the many schools of Chi- 
cago who decide to locate here and try 
their fortunes alone make up no inconsid- 
erable number. 

The immigrants are coming by the thou- 
sands. Some of them make this a halting 
place before moving on to other communi- 
ties, but many of them set up their house- 
hold gods here. No reliable figures are 
available, but the evidence of the eyes is 
all that is needed to convince. The city is 
having a steady and healthful growth. 
The census of 1910 will tell a certain tale 
of Chicago’s increasing greatness. 


TAXIMETERS NEEDED HERE, TOO. 

Taximeters, which have come into gen- 
eral use on the HWuropean continent and 
have met with general approval, are to be 
legalized in London. Motor cabs must 
be equipped with taximeters, but their 
use by horse cabs remains optional for 
the present. A motor cab will charge for 
a journey not exceeding one mile or a 


whichever limit is reached first, 16 cents, 
and for each succeeding distance of one- 
quarter mile or two and one-half minutes, 
4 cents additional. A horse cab with taxi- 
meter, will charge 12 cents for every mile 
and 6 cents for every succeeding: half 
mile or period of six minutes. 

The London cabmen need something 
done for them to help them resist the com- 
petition of the motor busses and new un- 
derground electric railways. As the cab 
drivers who have sense enough to realize 
that their only effective course of action 
is to lower the rates for short rides can- 
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e in Hamburg the introduction of 
‘taximeters has given new life, to the de- 
caying busmess of cab drivers. §. = = 
_ Chicago cannot hope for as low rates 
cost of equipment, stabling, and feed, and 
the American standard of living all com- 
bine to keep rates higher than abroad. 
But the adoption of the half mile\or the 
ten minute period as a standard with a 
corresponding proportionate reduction of 
fare would create almost immediately such 
a large use of cabs in the downtown dis- 
trict as would swell the revenues of cab 
drivers to a point never reached here in 
the day time and at the same time be of 
great value to the business world. No one 
with business to transact in different parts 
of the business center of the city can save 
time by using street cars. The expense of 
cabs and the difficulty of finding one when 
wanted have prevented the development 
of the use of cabs. The busines world 
walks. The»telephone has prevented the 
situation from becoming acute before this, 
but the telephone cannot always take the 
place of personal interviews. If rates are 
lowered, and at the same time the taxi- 
meter is introduced to prevent dispute over 
distance or time, no one will lose but all 
will gain. Chicago is not so perfect as to 
be beyond learning from the experience of 
Paris, Berlin, Hamburg, and London. 


ELECTRIC CAR ACCIDENTS. 

Explosions, fires, and kindred catas- 
trophes on electric cars are occurring with 
too much frequency to be dismissed, how- 
ever plously, as special decrees of provi- 
dence. They seem to invite a little more 
attention on the part of electrical engi- 
neers than apparently has been thus far 
bestowed, and to the end that travel sha!l 
be less hazardous and casualties less nu- 
merous. In the old days the horse cars 
had their inconveniences, and the cable 
trains were given occasionally to displays 
of freakishness, but it~seems to have re- 
mained for the development of the electric 
car system to bring the: perils of city 
transit to the highest degree of pro- 
ficiency. 

Taking into consideration the number 
of accidents noted fithin the last year, 
the man who enters an electric car is not 
altogether certain that he will not be 
lown from the car or have his clothes 
burned off his back before he reaches his 
journey’s end. As he is not an employé 
of the company, he cannot undérstand 
why, when the car catches fire, the motor- 
man puts on all speed in his anxiety to 
reach the barns and the fire extinguishing 
apparatus, while the unlucky passengers 
are jumping from the platform or precipi- 
tating themselves through the car win- 
dows. He may have a friendly feeling 
for the company, and he may charitably 
wish that its property may not be ruth- 
lessly destroyed, but he reflects that he, 
too, is in imminent danger, and that a 
score of human lives should outweigh in 
consideration the saving of a made over 
cable car. 

So, in view of these augmented perils 
and the increasing number of accidents 
through the freaks of electricity, it may 
be suggested to electricians in the service 
of the corporations that they shall bend 
their energies toward preventing such. ac- 
cidents, looking into the causes of the 
trouble and ascertaining to\what careless- 
ness, or oversight, or defect in mechanism 
such an accident as that on West Adams 
street day before yesterday is attributa- 
ble. This is a matter requiring the expe- 
rience of the expert. The public is con- 
cerned only for its own safety and for the 
assurance ye such dangers are merely 
remote possibilities. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that, although electricity is not yet 
so harmless as a safety match, it has not 
been harnessed so successfully as, with 
proper care, to prevent a majority of the 
disasters thus far reported. 


A PROFITABLE BUSINESS. 

As a pleasant illustration of the value 
of the expert trade, attention may be 
called to the suit instituted in New York 
by a distinguished alienist for payment 
of $6,500 balance of a $23,500 bill for ex- 
pert testimony. The defendant, a wealthy 
widow, demurs on the ground that the 
services were not worth the price. 

In view of all circumstances the wonder 
grows that so féw men engage in the 
profitable business of what may be called 
experting. Why should a man toi] and 
drudge for a mere livelihood when, with 
a fine appearance, a modicum of practical 
experience, and the acquisition of impres- 
sive technical terms, be can reap a much 
richer harvest? If a will involving the 
distribution of a large estate is to be 
broken on the ground that the maker was 
feeble minded, the expert appears ready 
to throw the weight of his testimony in 
the direction desired. If a rich man or a 
rich man’s son is in danger of the law 
through reason of a serious infraction of 
the statutes, along comes the expert to 
prove conclusively that the shape of his 
head, the wildness ef his eye, or some 
eccentricities of conduct demonstrate de- 
rangement of his mental faculties. The 
amount of compensation depends, of 
course, on the wealth of the parties inter- 
ested. ’ 

But, inasmuch as such expert testimony 
is sought chiefly by those who have the 
willingness and the wealth to pay, the 
compensaiion is usually of the most gener- 
ous nature. The learned gentleman who 
receives $17,000 for a deposition, or even 
for an hour agreeably spent on the wit- 
ness stand, has excellent reason to be in 
love with his profession and to recommend 
it to those who are discontented with 
their humbler pursuits. Why he should 
go to law for the paltry sum of 
when he could more profitably improve 
his time in seeking another client ig not 
so clear. 


UNCERTAINTIES OF WILL MAKING. 

The ease with which the generous in- 
tentions of a testator may be frustrated 
and the uncertainty which attends the 
making of a will even by an experienced 
lawyer are illustrated iu the case ef the 
late Judge Edward M. Paxson of Phila- 
delphia. Judge Paxson died in 1905 and 
among his bequests was a large tract of 
land. and a sum of money, the whole 
amounting in value to nearly a million 
dollars, which he intended should be ap- 
plied to the founding and maintenance 
of a home for boys, where farming and 
gardening were to be taught them. This 
will was set aside the other day, the 
courts affirming that the judge died in- 
testate because his wil] does net con- 
form to the provisiona of the law. 

Judge Paxson .was on the Supreme 
bench of Pennsylvania for fifteen years. 
For a considerable part of that time he 
in lower courts and his entire active life 
had been devoted to the practice, enforce- 
ment, and interpretation of law. |

whom probably he had many times in- 
structed in points of law, have succeeded 
in showing that he either did not know 
how to make a will which would resist 
breaking or else that he was thoughtless 
in the making. His will was/invalidated, 
as it did not. have the names of two wit- 
nesses, and the large property which was 
to have been devoted to a most beneficent 
and useful charity will be divided among 
the heirs. . 

Of course it is most extraordinary that 
a man like Judge Paxson, of unusual 
legal attainments and ef unusually large 
experience in practice and upon the 
bench, should have made such an error 
in his last testament, but so have other 
great lawyers, like Samuel J. Tilden, for 
instance, all of which goes to show that 
@ man may reach the highest station in 
his profession and yet ‘n the simple per- 
formance of a duty which he has done 
over’ and over make a mistake of the 


fallible where he should have been the 
contrary. It also demonstrates that a 
learned judge may decide wisely and in 
accordance with the forms of law for 
others and act most unwisely and un- 
judicially in the direction of his own af- 
fairs, The moral, perhaps, is that mis- 
takes might be avoided and legal tech- 
nicalities escaped by carrying out one’s 
wishes while living, which will also en- 
able one not only to carry out the wish 
but to see that it is carried out properly. 


THE TRAINED NURSE BILL. 

There should be no objections in the 
legislature to the passage of the bill for 
the state licensing and registration of 
trained nurses. The trained nurse is as 
essential a part of the modern treatment 
of the sick as the physician. In many 
cases a good trained nurse is more neces- 
sary than a good prescription. The de- 
mand for trained nurses is so large and 
the pay is so good that many young 
women have rushed into the profession 
with inadequate training and persons em- 
ploying them have had no legal! protection 
against ignorance and incompetence. 

The risk to which patients are exposed 
in the hands of inexperienced nurses is 
diminished by the watchfulness of the at- 
tending physician, but there are many 
cases where the physician finds it impos- 
sible to exercise such close supervision 
over the sickroom as to relieve the nurse 
of the responsibility. In the meantime 
the family of the patient assume that the 
nurse is competent and are lulled by a 
false feeling of security. Even where no 
serious harm is done it is a fraud upon 
the public to charge the high rates which 
are paid for the best service when the 
supposedly trained nurse is really getting 
her training at the expense of the family 
in which she is placed. Sometimes there 
can be no objection to a beginner, when 
the sickness requires the presence of some 
one rather than specia! skill, but in that 
case the pay should be rated accordingly. 

The two phases of the question, the 
medical one and the financial one, both 
demand the solution afforded by this bill. 
A physician or an invalid has the right 
to know whether the young woman in 
uniform who offers her services as trained 
nurse has been tested adequately. The 
man who pays the bills has a right to 
know that he is getting what he is paying 
for. ‘The mother who relinquishes the 
care of her sick ones to a woman who 
professes to know better than she how 
to take care of them should have a suffi- 
cient guarantee that the nurse does know 
her busimess. 


MARK TAPLEY DUNNE. 

If Charles Dickens could come back to 
America and visit Chicago he would find his 
old friend, Mark Tapley. He would find 
him in the city hall. The happy go lucky, 
cheerful, careless, irresponsible, optimistic 
rainbow chaser whom Fate has placed in 
the mayor’s chair is as near like Mark Tap- 
ley as two creatures of life or fiction casfid 
well be, except that Mark Tapley was loyal 
to his friends. Dickens could have made 
him untrue to them if he had pleased, but 
he was too good an artist to spoll a lovable 
character by doing so. He left it to Mayor 
Dunne to introduce to the public a marred 
and defaced Mark Tapley. 

On the night the election returns showed 
that Dunne had defeated John M. Harlan 
for mayor and the traction companies would 
have to deal with him, he wired to his 
sponsor, Judge Tuley, ‘“‘Gen. Nogi begs 
leave to report to Gen. Oyama the capitula- 
tion of Port Arthur.” Thereupon he went 
to the Iroquois club, and, being called upon 
by his enthusiastic and convivial friends for 
a speech, heeaid that * when he died aanonu- 
ment would be erected over his grave record- 
ing that he was the father of municipal own- 
ership and thirteen children, but that he 
died a pauper.”’. After a night of rejoicing 
he went home to bed, and the next morning 
came down and sent a cablegram to the 
“lord mayor of Glasgow '’—a city which has 
no lord mayor—asking him at once te send 
over a man to show him how to run municipal 
street cars In Chicago. A few days later Mr. 
Dalirymple arrived. 

Before taking physical possession of the 
cars and the office Mayor Dunne took time 
to rum down to New York in answer to the 
call of Mr. Hearst in order to tell the people 
of that city how he had got municipal owner- 
ship in Chicago. On his way back from 
New York he rode on the train with John 
J. Mitchell and incidentally they discussed 
traction to while away the time. The dis- 
cussion was so satisfactory that the mayor 
at once announced that he had talked the 
matter all over with Mr. Mitchell and he 
was sure the companies would turn the prop- 
erties over on fair terms and without delay. 
As a mere matter of precaution and to carry 
out a few details and incidentally to pay off 
some political debts:he appointed Clarence 
8. Darrow special traction counsel. Mr. Dar- 
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r row was never famous for his conservatism, 


but in a short time even he grew weary in 
trying to keep up with Mayor Dunne and 
left his post and salary in such disgust that 
he has never been heard of since. 

After turning over the traction business 
to Mr. Darrow and his then “ kitchen cabi- 
net,” the, mayor started off to Boston, Den- 
ver, Cleveland, Milwaukee, and other places 
to make speeches, telling how he had ob- 
tained municipal ownership for Chicago. 

It was many months before Mayor Dunne 
could be made to understand that even the 
formality of a voté of the city counci}) was 
needed to get municipal ownership, but when 
he found it out he wae equal to the occasion 
and promptly called on the council formally 
to ratify his plans.

Such a transac 
tion involves a number of systems—the mail, transportation, the bank, 
and kindred institutions. ‘These systems have developed to such a 
magnitude that the individual easily forgets that they are not of any 
importance in themselves but only as constitwents of a vast number 
of systems the value of which consists only “in their ability to carry 
out successfully what is intrusted to them. 

Those who concern themselves with the natural sclences occupy 
just such a position as exponents of a system, especially the medical 
with all its allied branches. These are only a part in the great ma- 
chinery. Viewed from this standpoint we at once“can define mors 
clearly the position of the general population to those whom they hold 
responsible for their welfare in health and disease. We cannot fail to 
see that the general population is entitled to expect what it demands 
from the medical profession—the prevention of disease, the cure of 
affections, when possible, and all those contributions which are neces- 
sary for the best attainable life of the race, for otherwise the object 
of life more or less is missed. The correct interpretation of the nat- 
ural phenemena for thé benefit of the human race requires a detailed, 
prolonged, and painstaking effort by people prepared to be able ‘to 
undertake these studies. It involves practical application of the prin- 
ciples found and places well fitted out for that purpose. A five thou- 
sand horse powér engine cannot be constructed by the village black- 
smith in his shop. The proper working place and mer are needed ‘to 


twenty years or so, for authority, reputation, and an income sufficient 
only for simple habits and plain living. The whole professional world 
we At the one you have a man to 
whom his profession is only a means of making himself and his fami'y 
comfortable and prosperous; at the othe- you have the man who sacri- 
fices everything and everybody, himself included, to fhe perfection of 
his work—to the passion for efficiency, which is always the master 
passion of the artist.

In viewing the attitude of the population in genera! to matters 
pertaining to their welfare and health we still are confronted, how- 
ever, with a sad proof of lack of knowledge and its only exceptional 
appreciation of its duty. The well meant confributions of*individuais 
t> institutions of genera] usefulness sometimes create in me a little 
feeling of regret. I admit that we should appreciate the private gifts 
to the proper medical and kindred instifutions inasmuch as the spirit 
of the contributor is concerned and the purpose achieved. The almoat 
innumerable benefits to the population as @ whole and to its single 
constituents which accrue from the proper action toward medical in- 
stitutions are so obvious that I need not dwell upon them. Each 
locality should have the best possible accommodations for the study 
and practice of medicine, and each state should insist upon the best 
possible training of physicians. It should see to it that the principles 
of correct living are made known to every individual in the state 
so far as this can be done.. One of the demands of modern times, 
proper hospital accommodations, even a smal] community can afford 
to enjoy.

institutions are not contributions to luxury but destined to strengthen 
the organism of the nation; furthermore, that the public must not

I remember once asking a little boy of some 7 summers if he en- 
joyed going to the theater, where I knew his parents used to take him 
fairly often. ‘“‘I hate it,” he replied with conviction; “tt is a hormd 
old place.”

I persuaded his parents 
a short time afterward to take him to a light musica] piece; and the 
little fellow, when I next spoke to him, had changed his mind about the 
theater being “a horrid old place.”

What is the matter. with the American small] boy? 

Manifest something IS wrong with the average schoolboy today, 
especially in the great cities. To observe it one needs only to enter 
street car or pass along a city street where a considerable number of 
these youths are congregated. While proverbially the fact is ac- 
cepted that “ boys will be boys,” the impartial resident in almost any 
quarter of the modern city looks upon any considerable group of 
schoolboys anywhere in a public place as a potential factor for pro- 
ducing anything from annoying disorder to an incipjent riot. 

In some of the cities—notably in Chitago—the public schools 
point out as the first cause for the condition the secret Greek letter 
fraternity ‘in the high schools; educators are frowning upon it 2s 
giving a license-liberty which students eligible to such fraternities 
are not old*enough to appreciate and keep within bounds. Certain 
sociologists are looking to the home environment as an instigating 
cause. Juvenile courts have been dealing with concrete results of the 
condition in varied manifestations. Perhaps more concernedly than 
any of these in his selfishness, the employer that is to be is asking 
himself in: the language of the street, “‘ Where do 1 get off?” 

In this day of the higher education an enormous percentage. of 
young men pass from grammar grades and the high schools to their 
place in the ranks of the workers. They are inexperienced in the 
sober activities of a material world. The business man who may look 
on indulgently, even, at the boisterousness of a group of university 
men celebrating a football victory in the evening may be the harshest 


A cehild never should be taken to a theater with the idea of 
instructing him. Any attempt to do so from the stage is bound to be 
a failure. The object in taking children to see a theatrical enter- 
tainment should simply be to give them a few hours’ thorough en- 
joyment. Grown-up people sometimes forget, I think, that a piece that 
may appear trivial and absurd to them may afford a great deal of en- 
joyment to a child. A child has little, if any, sense of humor, but as 
a rule a considerable sense of fun; and it always is the fun of a piece 
that delights him. And the piece always should be bright-——bright 
dresses, bright scenery, and bright songs. A child sees in such an 
entertainment not merely a theatrical entertainment but a real live 
world full of people and things he has dreamed of, and the seeming 
reality of it gives him the sort of pleasure which grown-up people 
who have forgotten the days of their childhood find it difficult to 
sympathize with. It isa mistake to take the child to the theater to In- 
struct him, but it is not e mistake to take him there for his amusement. 

It is becoming, I am glad to say, every day more generally 
recognized that a dul! childhood is a bad thing for a child. It is un-

eritic of the same spirit evidencing itself in a group of young men 
next morning in his place of business. 

There is something of the precocious and affected in the city 
schoolboy—something suggestive of anything other than the Innocence 
that belongs to his years.

Feeling that false note, too, there is nothing 
reassuring in it. Boldness enters markedly into it. There fs lack of 
anything approaching reverence for anything.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

“The scarcity of cars here and at eastern 
lake ports is costing the farmers of the coun- 
try at least 2 cente per bu og their wheat, 
corn, and oate,” said a prominent cash grain 
man. “ The situation its absolutely stifling 
and I do not see how matters will be reme- 
died much by the opening of navigation. 
BDastern lake ports are stil! full of all kinds 
of grain which cannot be shipped for lack 
of cars. There are cargoes of wheat and 
corn still in Buffalo harbor that were shipped 
last fall and stil] unloaded’ With stocks at 
Buffalo and Erie still tied up by car conges- 
tion the absence of buying orders for open- 
ing of navigation shipment, which Is one of 
the unusual features of the situation here, is 
explained. Normally there is usually a large 
amount of grain sold here for spring lake 
shipment, at this season, but this year there 
is little There is a profit in selling both 
corn and oats right now of 144@2c per bu if 
cars could be hah The eastern demand is 
good, but until the congestion at Buffalo is 
cleared not much can be done. I am offered 
88 lb white clipped oate c i. f. Buffalo at 20 
over May at opening of navigation, and 
northwestern No. 3 white oats at 14¢c over 
our May.”’ 

Stocks of grain afloat at Buffalo are esti- 
mated at 8,253,000 bu wheat, 1,450,000 bu 
corm, 145,000 bu rye, and 358,000 bu barley. 

Local cash grain markets were dull, with 
wheat relatively unchanged and corn and 
oat@ lower. Little was done in cash wheat 
aside from the sale of a few car lots.

Then came the night 
Tuileries, when the king and queen were 
prisoners, a carriage waited at midnight, 
while the city of Paris went bedward. 
Midnight clangs from all the steeples; one 
precious hour the carriage waits, Count 
Persen on the box. At length the queen 
comes, safe after many perils. 

Person @id his part nobly and bravely, 
thanked ecstatically by the king, but when 
his part ef the teil was finished, and when 
he was far away, toiling for the salvation 
of the French monarctiy, the scheme mis- 
earried, the king and queen were captured, 
and brought beck ignominiously to Paris.

But his 
success was the death warrant of the queen. Look- 
ing back now it seems that heaven arranged this 
terrible drama as an eternal memorial for humanity, 
where men shall ever see the dreadful punishment 
ef sin, however justified, however forgivable, how- 
ever human, ff it be sin. 

The menace of foreign intervention brought about 
by Fersen’s frantic efforts infuriated the proud peo- 
ple of Paris. Louis was dragged away to the guillo- 
tine and his head shorn from his shoulders before 
the eyes of the world. Fersen, who began to tremble 
for the first time, still strove to save the queen. But 
it was too late: She was driven to the Conciergerie 
in a coach filled with blood, her hair was cutvoff, she 
was flung into a foul prison where gendarmes slept 
and never left her at any moment. night and day, 
not even at her toilet, and where the food given to 
her was of so gross a nature that she refused to eat. 
But, weak and ailing, she yet had strength to save 
her dignity to the last, and walked to the scaffold 
with a firm step, her head erect, and wpon her face 
that magnificent scorn for the howling, reviling mob 
which one sculptor at least has preserved for us in 
deathiess bronze. Her last message to Fersen was 
not to grieve for her. 

And seventeen years tater “the handsome Fer- 
sen” was torn out of his coach in Stockholm and 
trampled under the feet of a people he had offended. 
So perished, violently and horribly, the beautiful boy 
and the lovely girl who had fallen in love, like two 
ehiidren, in a Paris ballroom. Never has poet imag- 
ined a more desperate tragedy!

Ice Cutter Freezes for Poor Pay; 
Faces Chill Winds on Slim Diet. 


EW people realize the hardships and 
privations suffered by the men of the 
ice gangs in order that city people may 
have ice to use. 

The ice gangs are recruited by the 
employment and labor agencies, and shipped 
out to the ice camps on the lakes of Wiscon- 
sin and northern Illinois to harvest the wait- 
ing crop. There are men of all classes and 
nationalities in the ice camps, but the ma- 
jority of the ice cutters are made up of the 
hobo class. 

Most of these men are not well adapted 
to stand the rigorous work and weather 
which they encounter on the ice fields. In 


many cases they have no overcoats, their 
- shoes are so worn that their bare feet show 
through the Holes; their clothing is - thin. 


Not one man in,@ dosen has a change of 
clothing .with-fitm When: he leaves the city, 
and few even have an extra shirt or pair of 
shoes. It is no wonder, then, that men in 
this condition, going up against the rough 
work of the ice flelde, are Hable to quit work 
after being at it for a day or two and look 
for something easier. 
n * 


Paid from $1.25 to $2 a Day. 

The wages at best are small enough, rang- 
ing from $1.25 to $2 per day. The regular 
men get the highest scale, while the extra 
gangs get an average of $1.75 per day, if 
they stick to the finish. These figures are 
for one day’s work, anda day’s work in the 
ice camp means ten full hours, from 7 a. m. 
to 6 p. m., with the regulation hour for din- 
ner. 

Most of the companies maintain living and 
eating quarters for their men, and it le the 
accommodations afforded at these places that 
determine the standing of the companies in 
the eyes of the ice gangs. The average charge 
which the companies make the men for 
board is $4 per week; this leaves the men little 
enough to show for their work, even if they 
work every day, which is not likely to hap- 
pen, for they usually are kept idle one or two 
days a week. The weathér may be too mild 
or too stormy, and the men are obliged to re- 
main indoors, and for-these idle days they

get no pay, and in most cases they are 
charged for their board whether they work 
or not. : 

The dining room is a long hall like space, 
with several rows of long tables reaching the 
length of the room. On each side of the 
tables are benches and chairs. The tables 
already are set with great platters of meat 
and potatoes. Huge pots of coffee are sta- 
tioned here and there. The chief cook and 
head waiter casts a hurried glance over the

Sleeping Rooms Are Bad. 


Above the kitchen and dining room are lo- 
cated the sleeping’ rooms of the men. The 
conditions which prevail in these sleeping 
rooms cannot be other than bad, for few of 
the men have a change of clothes and few of 
them undress from the time they strike the 
camp until they leave it. 

One of the large companies which has ite 
camp about eighty miles from Chicago treats 
its men in the best of style... They are well fed 
and well sheltered, and are governed by con- 
siderate bosses. 

This company maintains its own boarding 
house, and the meals which it gives its men 
are fit for any one to eat. Pie and cake are 
added three or four times a week, and the 
men as aruleare well satisfied with the treat- 
ment which they receive. This concern 
works about 150 men, and they have few de- 
sertions during the season. The men are 
hired in Chicago and shipped out to the camp. 
They receive no pay until the work is over, 
when they are given an order which only can 
be cashed at the Chicago office of the con- 
cern. If the men stay to the finish of the 
cutting they are shipped back in a special car, 
paid off at the Chicago office, and then turned 


loose to shift for themselves’. If an employé 
of this company quits before the work is fin- 
ished he is given his order on the Chicago 
office and forced to get to Chicago as best 
he can, 

Other companies do not take these precau- 
tions. If a man quits he is given a pay check 
which he can cash at any store or saloon in 
the heighborhood. It is usually the saloon 
which gets the check to cash and also gets 
the majority of the money before the ice 
cutter leaves the place. Dozens of men quit 
the various camps every day, and in most 
cases it is on account of the meals which they 
are asked to eat. 


s * 
Impossible to Eat the Meals. 

In one of the boarding houses of a well 
known ice company, the men sat down to 
dinner @te noon and were served with beef 
which’ tt’ Was impossible to chew. A large 
heating stove stood in the dining hall; the 
day being warm the tire had gone out and the 
stové door was open. One by one the men 
emptied the contents of their plates into the 
ashes. After the men had left the table, the 
woman in charge of the boarding house 
picked the meat out of the ashes and bolledit 
over for supper. That night every bureau 
drawer in the house was rified Themen got 
their revenge. 

“Treat a gang of men like cattle and you 
have cattle to deal with,” is what one fore- 
man says: “ You can’t expect a man to get 
out here on the ice in zero weather and work 
unless he is well fed.” 

Few of the ice laborers return to Chicago 
with any money azd few of them reach the 
city on a passenger train. The vast majority 
“bum” their way back and reach their old 
haunts “dead broke” after three or four 
weeks’ hardships in the ice camps of the big 
corporations. 

Those whose shoes are the worse for wear 
have their feet swathed in pieces of old rags 
and carpet. Old rags are tied about the ears 
of those who are not fortunate enough to 
have.caps which turn down. Some have on 
overcoats, some have not; some wear heavy 
sweaters, some thin outing shirts. 


Railway Men Learn Road’s Small Jobs. 


T is easy enough to find men who 
can do the really big things that 
are to be done in the world. But 
the quest for men who know all about the 
little things seems to have no ending. 

Every time that there has been work of 
tremendous importance to be done in the 
world the man has soméhow been found to 
do it.

Employers do not expect-—nor yet wish— 
their employés to be as smart as themselves, and 
they steer clear of the applicant who shows an 
appreciation of value down to the fraction of @ 
sentence. Well and good if: the letter fs repre- 
sentative of the man’s character—in other words, 
natural. At times there are employers who, for 
special positions, are looking for just such a man; 
but my advice would be not tobe unnatural, Let 
the employer be the judge The lengthy letter 
might not appeal to one eaployer, but to another 
it would show at least mat the applicant is not 
afraid of work—and esrecially of putting in a lit- 
tle extra time. And I should certainly not con- 
demn in an applic«nt such expressions as ‘‘ You 
will find me wil*ng and obliging,’’ etc. And the 
sime rule hold? g00d with the employer's ad, I 
think employes will bear me out that on a choice 
between tie “ penurious’’ and the “ liberal” 
ad—speakng now of copy matter only—the liberal 
ad wilt catch the majority.

Carnegie Finds Good Men 

Carnegie’s faculty of picking out and pro- 
moting good men was phenomenal and the 
list of millionaires that have been made in 
his employ is longer than that of any other 
corporation. Books have been written show- 
ing how the best of his work has been done 
by those around him and he himself gives this 
as the secret of his own success, and presses 
the theory upon others in his advice ar- 
ticles. “‘ Partnership requires not duplicates 
but opposites,”’ said he in making an analy- 
sis of this question. He who proves indis- 
pensable as an aid to ene man might be whol- 
ly useless or even injurious to another. 
Grant and Sherman needed entirely differ- 
ent chiefs of staff. One secret of Napo- 
leon’s success arose from his being free to 
make his own appointments, choosing the 
men who had the qualities which supple- 
mented his, and cured his shortcomings, for 
every man has shortcomings. The universal 
genius who can manage all himself has yet 
to appear.”’

The Making of 
Lecture Shows Great Work. 
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Newspaper; 


By John A. Howland. 


LECTURE that has attracted un- 
usual attention during the present lec- 
ture season is one called ‘‘ The Mak- 
ing of a Great Newspaper,” @ sub- 
ject which is most entertainingly and 
comprehensively covered by Richard H. Lit- 
tle. All of the views and motion pictures 
illustrating the interior of a newspaper plant 
were taken in the office of Tum CHICAGO 
Trinune. The new TRIBUNE plant is con- 
ceded to be the most complete newspaper 
establishment in the world, and a visit to 
this plant through the mediumship of the 
lecture gives one a thorough understanding 
not only of how a modern newspaper is 
made but of the latest inventions of miracle 
working machinery, whose use still is re- 
stricted to a few of the greatest newspapers 
of the world. 


Pictares of Newspaper Rush Hours. 

One of the attractive features of the lec- 
ture fs the series of motion pictures of sub- 
jects that never before have been photo- 
graphed in this manner. A newspaper plant 
is such a busy, crowded place that it has 
been impossible to put in the great number 
of arc electric lights necessary to take mo- 
tion pictures. Over 100 arc lights would 
be necessary to take the motion pictures of 
the great presses, and there is not that much 
room around the presses to install them. 
The new meroury vapor lamps, which diffuse 
a green light peculiarly adapted to photog- 
raphy, solved’this preblem, as it was dis- 
covered after several experiments that thirty 
mercury vapor lamps gave Pully enough light 
to enable good motion pictures of the presses 
and all of the other machines employed in 
a great newspaper plant to be taken. By 
means of these lights motion pictures were 
taken of the machinery not only at work 
but at work at the busiest time of the news- 
paper day. None of the motion pictures are 
“‘dummies,”’ merely imitating the life of 
@ newspaper office. The vacuum lights were 
installed, the motion picture machines set 
in place, and the opérators waited until each 
department was hard at work in its busiest 
hour and then pictures of the real scene were 
made, ' 


Typesetting Machines at Work. 

These motion pictures show the printers at 
work at their cases setting up type by hand 
for the display advertisements. This is the 
only part ofa big newspaper that now Is set 
in this way, all the other matter that goes 
into the paper being set by machinery. A 
battery of fifty of these machines, called 
“* Line of Type ” machines, are shown in full 
operation. A close view of two of these ma- 
chines at work also is shown, so that the 
apectators can appreciate how it is possible 
for a “ Line of Type’ machine to do the 
work of five hand compositors. 

For three minutes the audience watches the 
machine operators and the compositors in 
the composing room putting matter that has 
been set into type into the galleys and then 
into the forms. After that the audience is 
given a view into the stereotype room and 
shown the stereotypers making the matrix 
from the form and sending it down to the 
autoplate, where the stereotype plates are 
made. A few years ago printing was neces- 
earily slow because the papers were printed 
directly from the form. But this form now Is 
used only long enough t6 permit the making 
of a matrix, which is nothing more than a 
mold of the face ofthe form. This mold, or 
matrix, is put into the autaplate machine 
and hot metal ts poured into it, and a plate 
cast called the stereotype; which ig a dupli- 
cate Of the face,of the form. By means of 
these marvelous autoplate machines, which 
the spectators watch for several minutes a 
stereotype, or exact duplicate of the face of 
the form, can be made at the rate of six a 
minute, so that, Instead of having one form 
from which to print, the modern newspaper 
has any number desired. 

* . 
Presses Fold, Paste, and Count. 

The great double sextuple.press that prints 
96,000 twelve page papers an hour is shown 
in full operation with the webs of paper 
twisting about through the press, passing 
under the various cylinders containing the 
stereotype plates, and finally coming out a 
complete newspaper, not only folded but 
even counted by machinery. There is also 
a motion pictufe of the color press where the 
white paper comes out printed in nine differ- 


ent colors and with the pages not only prop- 
erly folded together but even pasted or wite 
stitched. 

The single pictures, many of which are 
beautifully colored by clever artists, show 
the other departments and processes of a 
newspaper office. There are pictures of the 
city editor’s room at 11 o’clock at night, the 
busiest hour; the artists at work, the library, 
the “ graveyard,”’ the exchange editor “in 
his lair,” the etchers’ room, the photograph- 
ers’ dark room, the Sunday room, the com 
posing room, the business office, the night 
telegraph editor’s room, the proofroom, the 
great pressroom with its six mammoth double 
sextuple presses, with a capacity of 860,000 
twelve page papers.an hour, and the big color 
press, the mailing room, and a view taken 
at 1:30 o'clock in the morning of Dearborn 
and Madison streets with eighty mall wagons, 
fully loaded and about to begin their dash 
to catch the mail trains. The last motion 
picture shows how the mail wagons are 
loaded and sent away and a galloping pro- 
cession returning from the depote.

How News Reaches City. 

Besides the pictures taken in the news- 
paper plant itself, Mr. Little, who was war 
correspondent of -Tue Trisuns in Cuba, 
Porto Rico, the Philippines, and China, and 
who also made a trip around the world for 
THE TRIBUNE, has added to the lecture many 
photographs taken by himeelf to illustrate 
how the newe from foreign lands gets home 
to the papers. Mr. Little’s experience as a 
war correspondent for one year in the fleld 
with the Russian army, during which he was 
in the battles of Liaoyang, Mukden, the 
Sha Ho, San Ja Pu, An Ping, and Tashichiau, 
makes him peculiarly adapted to speak on 
this part of the lecture, as his fifteen years’ 
service as a newspaper man entitles him to 
speak with authority on the general subject, 
“The Making of a Great Newspaper.”’ 

One of the most popular features of the 
lecture are the ten cartoons selected from the 
most popular of the pictures made for Tus 
TRIBUNE by John T. McCutcheon. Among 
them are a series of **‘ Bird Center "’ pictures, 
‘‘A Boy in Summer Time,” “ Waiting at the 
Church,” amd ‘“ Dee-lighted,”’ the cartoon 
which is as popular with President Roosevelt, 
whom it depicts, as it is with the public.

Save on Family Supplies; 


Buy When Market Is Right. 


By E. C. Hendrickson. 


HE matter of the purchase of food and 
the other necessities of life for the 
home and the body is not given suffi- 
cient attention in a great many cases, 
at least. While it is not necessary to 

exercise as much care in this asa purchas- 
ing agent would when buying for a large 
house, at the same time a great deal may be 
saved in the course of a year or & lifetime 
if this matter is given some special thought. 

At least one-half of the worker’s income 
is spent for food for himself and family, and 
this money should be wisely expended. The 
other day I-was standing in a grocery store 
in our part of town and the daughter of one 
of our neighbors, who is in moderate cir- 
cumstances, came in to leave an order for 
the day's supply of food. It consisted, 
among other things, of a measure of pota- 
toes, 10 cents; a pound of lard, 12% cents; 
a pound of sugar, 5% cents, and a small meas- 
ure of apples, 10 cents. 

* “ 
Lost on Small Purchases. 

If these articles had been purchased in large 
quantities a great deal would have been 
saved. The price charged for potatoes would 
equal’$1.50 per bushel and.for apples about 
the same. At this time. potatoes can be pur- 
chased from street venders and farmers at 70 
cents per bushel and apples at 20 cents 4 
peck, or about one-fourth of what the young 
woman had to pay. Lard, at certain seasons 
of the year, can be purchased at 9 or 10 cents 
a pound by the can, while sugar can be had 
in dollar lots at 5 cents, and a cent would 
have been saved had two pounds been ordered 
instead of one in the above order. 

In families of large sige, where a quantity 
of anything is used, such articles should be 
purchased in large lots. Enough potatoes 
should be laid in in the fall, when they are 
cheapest, to last until spring, or at least po- 
tatoes should be purchased by the bushel. A 
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or winter, when it is cheapest. Baking pow- 
der, cocoa, and other similar articles should 
be purchased in the large cans, thereby ef- 
fecting a saving. Of course, where the value 
ef anything deteriorates with age, such as 
coffee, it should only be ordered as required.

Ordering Groceries by Phone. 


I live in the suburb of a thriving town in 
the middle west. A syndicate concern con- 
ducts about fifteen grocery stores in our town, 
but none is located in our section of the city. 
Therefore, I have, to a certain degree, to de- 
pend upon our local groceryman for certain 
things, but by making up and phoning to one 
of these syndicate stores an order once a week 
I am enabled to effect a saving over what I 
would have to pay our local storekeeper. 

Bargains in food and raiment often can be 
secured by watching the papers for special 
sales. It is useless to state that a prudent 
person will not buy anything simply because 
it is cheap unless it is required for present 
or future use.

The point may be raised that the goods 
bought at special sales and “ cheap ” stores 
are inferior—and it must be admitted that 
a great many of them are—but when you can 
buy standard brands of foodstuffs at reduced.

ed my assistant to procure some sticks of the 
chemical from the laboratory, make a solu- 
tion quickly, and bring it to me.

But it is not safe 
to taste the subtle and deadly cyanide,

Steam from. the earth is the steam for to- 
morrow. It is proved beyond peradventure 
that the heat of the crust of 
the earth grows gradually The Earth 
greater from the surface in- a Steam 
ward. This varies with dif- Boiler. 
ferent localities. A thermom- 
eter lowered into the wells near Pittsburg 
‘an@ Wheeling showed an increase for every 
fifty feet. The temperature at the bottom of 
the Pittsburg well was 129 degrees. Suppose 
two holes were bored directly into the earth’s 
urface 12,000 feet deep and fifty feet apart. 
According to the measurements made in the 
Pitteburg well, at the bottom there would be 
@ temperature of more than 240 degrees, 
far above the boiling point of water. If heavy 
charges of dynamite or some other heavy ex- 
plosive were to be lowered to the bottom of 
each hole and exploded simultaneously, and 
the process repeated many times, the two 
holes might have a sufficient connection es- 
tablished. The rocks will be cracked and 
esured in all directions, as in deep oil wells 
when they are shot. If only one avenue were 
ed between the holes it would be enough. 
ee caattacing of the rocks around the base 
of the holes would turn the surrounding area 
4 an immense hot w aterheater. The water 
poured down one hole in the earth would cir- 
¢ulate through the cracks and fissures, the 
temperature of which would be more than 
B40 degrees, and in its passage it would 
be heated and turned to steam, which would 
pass to the earth’s surface through 
the second hole. The pressure of such a 
column of steam would be enormous. Aside 
from the initial velocity of the steam, the 
Gescending column of cold water would 
» exert a pressure of at least 5,000 pounds the 
square inch, which would drive up through 
the second hole everything movable. 
This done, the water heater would oper- 
ate itself and a source of power thereby 
be éstablished which would surpass anything 
now in use. It is estimated that the plan 
— would be carried out near Pittsburg for $50,- 
000. The Yellowstone valley probably would 
yield commercial temperature at shallow 
‘fiepths.

N this mechanical age, when the labor 
saving device is invading every field of 
human endeavor, a quality of special 
salesmanship is coming into demand 
which twenty years ago haé@ not devel- 


oped into being. 


Twenty years ago the world knew the 
drummer. Smartly .dressed, equipped with 
the latest slang and the rawest stories, pre- 
pared to smoke or drink his customer into a 
purchase, he appealed noisily to the public 
at large as one of the elemental things in 


business. 


Today the old type of salesman, represent- 


ing a line of goods selling as a proved neces- 
sity on the strength of the name of a house, 
is scarcely more than an “ ordertaker."’ He 


calls upon the old customer of the house— 


or a new one, potentially—and, unless a com- 
peting salesman just has left the house after 
a successful sale of the standard thing needed 
in the business, he is there to quote a price 
and list the order. 

. * 


New Development for New Product. 
But the specialty salesman belongs to an- 
other distinct school which has come into ex- 
istence along with the other specialties in 
occupations. A new product has come upon 
the market. It may be something radically 
different from anything the trade ever has 
thought to anticipate. It may be designed 
to replace something already on the market, 
or it may be a novelty which shall have need 
of making ite own field.- Not 1 per cent of 
the possible Consumers of the thing ever 
heard of the idea. Under these conditions 
the consumer never has thought of wanting 
such a thing; in fact he may be opposed in 
principle to any such innovation. He may 
pe set in that old rut of believing things 

‘are good enough.”’ 

Here at once is the demand for the special- 
ist salesman. Manifestly the man of the 
drummer type—who with his business cards, 
the correspondence of the house and its repu- 
tation behind him, and the certainty that the 
article he is selling hag its standard place 
in the consumer's line of business—gets off 
at this place. There is no house old enough 
to have earned a name behind him; the prod- 
uct is unheard of; the consumer never has 
had come to him the thought of the possibile 
necessity of such a thing. 


* * 
Sells UnKnown Goods for New Firm 

At once the specialist has in front of him 
the task of approaching a man représenting 
a house the customer never has heard of, in 
the attempt to sell something which the cus- 
tomer may not want or which he knows lit- 
tle about. 

Give the ordinary dry goods and grocery 
salesman such a proposition and he is likely 
to go te pieces within a week. 

For myself, I am a.representative of a 
special school of salesmanship. Five years 
ago the idea that such a machine as my 
house is turning out could do the work 
claimed for it would have been received with 
derision. Qne year ago fewer machines were 
sold in twelve months than were sold in the 
month of last December. With a capital of 
$5,000,000 the manufactory today employs 
250 salesmen in the United States, and in a 
recent ninety day contest for the best show- 
ing of salesmanship I was awarded the irst 
of two prizes for work in the great city class 
and T. W. White received the second prize 
at San Francisco as head of his class in tae 
smaller cities and towns. 

In the collecting of this force of salesmen 
the company has been canvassing the whole 
field of salesmanship for its special men, 
Men who have attained to the fullest possi- 
bilities of salesmanship have been sought, 
but the conditions under which these men 
have to work—wholly in self-feliance and 
each man according to the best knowledge 
of men and things—allow many dropping out 
every week.

Hard te Reach Buyers. 

Taking up the specialty as the product of 
@ special field of industry, the specia) sales- 
man who feels that he can master the work 
may feel in general that the comparative 
lack of competition in the manufacture and 
the economic value of the product promise 
him a reward for successful salesmanship. 
His work in a way may be easy, for the reason 
that there is small chance of his entering an 
office just im time to see another successful 
salesman leaving. But if the specialist sales- 
men ali his life has been trained to the 
routine of calling, handing his customers a 
bunch of cigars, and settling back in a chair 
for an order, he will need to overcome and 
lose a good many things which haye proved 
valuable to him. 

This specialist salesman in the first place 
must reconcile himself to the fact that he 
is an individual, working as an enthusiast to 
prove to his customer that the customer cap 
afford to listen to him, irrespective of the 
means by which the salesman secured en- 
trance to the office. 

This getting into the office itself may be an 
art. Trying toseli an article which perhaps 
never will have been thought of until he 
speaks the first word for it, one will realize 
that the salesman needs to see the man inthe 
position of saying the final “ yes’’ or “no”’ 
fortheestablishment. These men, naturally, 
are the hardest to see. 

. . 
How Offices Are Entered. 

I never carry a card. I have scarcely a 
thing about me that could serve to identify 
me with my house. I meet the man at the 
railing or at the window in. the outer office, 
refusing always to state what my business is. 
I often need to see the presidents of rail- 
roads, general managers of great counting 
house businesses—always the heads who can 
do business. 

Here at the doorways of the private offices 
I meet an iceberg atmosphere that would be 
freezing to the average man carrying a sam- 
ple case for some well known house market- 
ing a standard commodity. In these outer 
offices one always finds a sterner disposition 
to hold the caller up than is found in the inner 
offices themselves. Here the special salesman 
must prove his specialty. 

“ The president is busy—can’t some one else 
talk with you?’ . 

‘Not unless he is the man who can sign 
checks,”’ is my reply. ‘I am looking for 
the man who can do the big business for the 
company—for the man who can give mean 
answer for the company. But I rather would 
see the president—will you tell him that Mr. 
Whitcomb would like to see him?” 4 

I have the president’s name, naturally, 
though I may never have seen the man. The 
president or the general manager finds it not 
an unusual circumstance to have a caller 
whose name hé cannot recall. But with this 
element at the general entrances to the 
office, the specialist salestian must have his 
self-possession ‘and his singleness of thought 
and purpose always before him if he expects 
to pass the barriers. :

’ Needs Nerve and Selling Ability. 

Once past the guards to the private office 
the salesman must have still greater com- 
posure and certainty of his position. It is a 
trying moment when the president or the gen- 
eral manager of a great business looks up in 
surprise at the‘ intrusion,” takes out his 
watch, and holds it there in his ‘hand as a 
show of protés{ against'the taking of hie 
time. But that man who knows his business 
to a degree, causing the Watch holder to for- 
get his watch is in line for'the distinction of 
“ specialist salesman.” * * 

It is not even desirable that the salesman 
for an intricate mechanism shall know how 
the machine is made, huw many parts it has, 
whether the top uncrews or is bolted on. That 
is*the machinist’s business. One might as

Don't Take Neighbors’ Advice. 
’ The first ‘thing to remember is that you 
@est not pay any attention to what the peo- 


ple in the neighborhood advise. What will 
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fatten one infant will kill another. Person- 
ally, I know of one baby which, when 3 
months old, thrived on a strange treatment. 
Its mother, a negress, was extremely inven- 
tive and practical]. She tied a piece of string 
around the infant's great toe and at the 
other end of the string she tied a nice piece 
of fat pork. The infant sucked away con- 
tentedly at the pork, extracting the nutri- 
ment, while the mother washed. The idea 
Was doubly effective because, when the child 
sucked the pork down its throat and started 
to choke, its convulsive kick jerked the pork 
out again. 

I do not recommend this system of feeding 
to young fathers, but it worked well in that 
case. It might do to try it, taking the child 
into the basement for the experiment or 
somewhere beyond the sight of its grand- 
parents, who have old-fashioned ideas. 

The basis of the best foods, of course, is 
cows’ milk. In this should be placed a little 
lime water, much distilled, or pure water, @ 
little milk sugar. How much of each to 
place in an eight ounce nursing bottle can- 
not be learned from any source. I have read 
fourteen different baby books, and each ad- 
vocated a different amount. If the parents 
of 34,700,000 infants in the world each were 
to write a book there probably would be ex- 
actly that many formulas. The only way to 
discover the correct one is to take the fig- 
ures of any one of the authorities on the 
subject as a basis and begin experimenting. 
Keep trying until thé mixture no longer pro- 
duces colic and until the baby begins to act 
as if tt enjoyed the joke its parents played 
upon it, and stop right there.

Sterilization of Everything Impossible. 

The books also’ give all necessary (and 
unnecessary) instructions as to the sterlliza- 
-tion of bottles, nipples,-etc. Clean {(s not 
clean enough to suit them, everything must 
be cleaner. 

I have seen fathers before now, who care- 
fully washed and boiled nipples, bottles, 
brushes, etc., who sterilized the milk, washed 
the baby’s gums in sterilized water, sterilized 
its hands and their own and fed it, and 
then sat and grinned with idiotic delight 
when the 2 licked the blacking off his 
shoes. 

Bathing is the next important item. The 
way to do this is to lay the child upon the 
left arm with the hand gripping it under 
its left arm pit, so that it cannot slip. There 
is but one thing slipperier than a squirming, 
wet infant, and that is an eel that has fallen 
into a bucket of castor oil. If necessary to 
hold the child, sandpaper. At any rate, get 
the infant bathed twice a day in luke warm 
water, and, after each bath, fill the creases 
with powder—rice powder preferred. To 
take it from the water place a rough bath 
towel over the knees, grasp the child by the 
back of the neck and both feet and lift it 
on to the towel, wrapping the towel around 
it immediately. Don’t try to shirk bathing 
the baby or you will lose by it both in time 
and patience, for some babies are good and 
contented for almost half an hour after a 
bath.

Child Knows How to Grow. 

The worst blunder a young and fond papa 
makes is playing with the baby. Nature did 
not intend a child as a plaything.~They are 
amusing and afford lots of fun—but that 
stage passes and as soon as the novelty 
wears off you realize that you have spoiled 
it. 

Sleeping, eating, and bathing are the prin- 
cipal..points.- Let: the child.eat anything 
that agrees with it and al it wants. It 


~“ has more instinctive “sense than most par- 


ents poseess and if treated right will regu- 
late its own foo@ supply. Bathe it often 
and regularly, keep it warm and it will 
thrive. | 

Remember that the more you do for a 
child the worse will-be its health. Don’t give 
it medicines, don’t give it drugs, don’t play 
with it. Let it alone as much as possible. 

Above all, don’t talk baby talk toit. Many 
fond fathers have made their offspring ridic- 
ylous and shamed them in later life by teach- 
ing them baby talk and teaching them to 
say “cute’’ things that are remembered by 
tactlese relatives and repeated. 

Worse than that is the habit of keeping 
a “baby book.” Some fond fathers do that. 
Tt is detestable and a mean trick to play on 
a helpless child. 

These few vital points will prove of value 
to those upon whom fatherhood is thrust.

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Why Office Help Is Cheap; 


Clerk Has ManyCompetitors. 
By C. A. Patterson. 


HILE others are investigating the 
trusts, life insurance companies, and 
unions, it is well to investigate the 
conditions of the man in the office. 
Statistics show that 90 per cent 
of the clerical help in Chicago make $12 and 
less per week. This fact seems amazing 
when one to consider that a large 
per cent of these are married men struggling 
along with such a pittance. 

The causes of this condition are numerous. 
Ten or twenty years ago a country lad was 
satisfied and even proud to grow up and fill 
a father’s shoes. He stuck to the plow and 
grew up a contented man in the community. 
Time hae chenged this. Ambittous mothers 
expect to make doctors, lawyers, and cap- 
tains of industry of their sonsand urge them 
to leave the old homstead and make their 
mark.in the city. With their meager train- 
ing along commercial! lines, this clase is com- 
pelled to accept modest wages. 

* | ; 
Urged On by Ambitious Mothers. 

Then too, the ten and twelve dollars they 
earn look large to them, as their ideas of the 
value of money: are measured by: the village 
standard. These same ambitious mothers 
help them to keep at it, by an occasional draft 
when they fall behind. These young fellows, 
as a rule, gauge success by dollars and cents, 
and wherever they can make the most, re- 
gardless of the future, they: go. Im the end 
they obtain a variety of experience, but small 
wages. 

The college man cheapens clerical labor in 
this way, these thousands who are now work- 
ing their way through school will accept any- 
thing that offere employment at their odd 
hours. Many employers are having book- 
keeping and other clerical work done of even- 
ings simply because it can be done cheaper 
by these students. Not only is this the case 
when the student ig going through school, 
but when the universities pour out their 
hundreds of graduates each year, these men 
rush to the large cities in droves. They are 
after experience. Practical commercial 
training is their need and many will even 
work for nothing to obtain it. 

. . 
Women Compete with Clerks. 

Women keep down the wages of the clerk. 
The women have the moral mght to work in 
offices if they desire and many do so, not from 
choice but necessity, yet those who work 
simply to keep from doing domestic duties 
and those who, though well provided for, only 
work selfishly to earn a few dollars to spend 
in extravagance, should be criticised. Women 
sibilities are to be praised, but the other class 
who work from necessity and have respon- 
of young women who have homes, have pros- 
perous fathers, and a comfortable living, but 
accept positions at ridiculously low salaries, 
not only make it harder for those who need 
work but they set an unfair price on labor. 

Another cause of the small wages of the 
office clerk is the fact that in most large cor- 
porations the manager is on a salary, too, and 
is compelled to make the books show a big 
profit or he loses his position. As aninstance 
of this, one of the largest corporations here 
at a recent meeting of the stockholders de- 
cided that the profits were too small. A new 
manager was put in charge who, to feather 
his own nest, naturally started to cut ex- 
penses.. To make this record and advance his 
own interests with the stockholders, the new 
manager cut the wages of every employé in 
the office, except those whose services he 
could not duplicate by cheaper men.

Office Men Are Helpless. 

A cut of this sort only could be madein the 
office, as labor troubles would not permit it 
anywhere else. This reduction was not due 
to hard times nor lack of orders, but termed

The man who works from necessity and ex- 
pects to stay at his work is discouraged. The 
clerk knows, as does his employer, that he 
merely is a link in the chain, and if he desires 
to quit he inconveniences no one. There are 
hundreds ready to take his place who can do 
the work with little training. Realizing this, 
he cannot develop, as he fears originality and 
ideas will cause him to lose his place. The 
small pay he receives holds,him in a class 
where he unconsciously pla himself. His 
idea of his own ability is underestimated and 
thus at a discount. Hetherefore cannot gain 
larger ideas than his position calls for, and 
in this way fails to advance. 
o * 


Remedy Lies with Clerks. 

The remedy for this condition rests chiefly 
with the employé. This is ithe age of spe- 
clalists. Present conditions demand men not 
with a general knowledge of a business, but 
employés who know one department or one 
division of work thoroughly. The manager 
of a department of a large Chicago concern 
admitted that he had been with the house 
fifteen years, but never had even entered 
many of the other departments. However, 
this man does know every detail in his own 
section and thus is an invaluable man. 

General ideas and a smattering of the 
whole business might be worth while to the 
young man, but facts bear out the assertion 
that concentration pays his salary.

Ghicago Justice’s Plan to Reform Husbands. 


UNICIPAL COURT JUDGE M’KENZIB 

CLELAND has a plan to reform husbands. 

With -several thousand Chicago women 

Judge Cleland believes the genus husband 

generally is in a bad state of repair and 

regarding a number of husbands who have 

their homes in the district centering 

around the Maxwell street police court he 

knows this to be the case. Hundreds of representative 

business and professional men on the west side hold the 

same view and now that Judge Cleland has promulgated 

his reform ideas they have volunteered their hearty co- 
operation in the effort to make them effective. 

While Judge Cleland believes that nearly all Hus- 
bands are in need of reform his scheme can be applied 
only to those who find their way into the Maxwell street 
branch of the Municipal court. Of these at least 100 
already have been benefited by the scheme and the re- 
form treatment will be applied to others as fast as they 
are brought into court. In only a few instances has the 
plan failed to work and then only because the hus- 
bands on Which it was tried were so far gone that no 
treatment could bring them back into the paths of do- 
mestic rectitude. 


= 
Bad Husbands Relegsed on Parole. 


The plan as outlined by Judge Cleland, and which is 
subject to modifications, is to arrest, fine, and with the 
fine suspended over their heads parole those husbands 
who show themselves in need of reform. Husbands 
thus arrested and paroled are watched closely by the 
judge and the committee of business men who have 
volunteered to assist in the scheme and everything pos- 
sible is done to encourage them in their effort to live 
up to the requirements of their parole. The paroled men 
are visited at least once a week at the home by one of 


_ the committee of business men and notes are taken as to 


the progress they are making. Every two weeks Judge 
(teland holds a might session of his court at which all 
the paroled husbands are required to report and where 
eyidence is heard regarding their conduct while on 
parole. If these reports are satisfactory the case against 
them is not removed from the books, but is continued 


shows signs of permanent reform, when the suspended 
fine is removed and he is restored to his family a differ- 
ent, and, in most cases, a completely reformed man. 
Occasionally a husband has been found who took ad- 
vantage of the parole system started by Judge Cleland, 
whom he regarded as an " easy mark,” and once released 
without having been sent to the bridewell the husband 
in these instances drifted back to the old paths of the 
unreformed. One man Who did this promptly Was re- 
arrested, and on his failure to promise better behavior 
was sent to the bridewel) to work out a maximum fine 
of $85 and the costs of prosecuting the ense against 
him.

In his letter Justice Pollard said 
he had tried a scheme Similar to the one adopted by 
the west side magistrate and that he had found it suc- 
cessful. Justice Poliard said he simply continued the 
cases Of husbands brought before his court for a hearing 
in order te give them a chance to change their ways. 
The i@éa of having business men interested in the 
scheme never had occurred to him, he said, and as his 
pian to reform husbands is similar to Judge Cleland’s 
he is atixious to Know hOW much success is apt to at- 
tend the efforte of the business men’s committee in their 
plan of visiting and encouraging the paroled husbands 
to }ead better lives.

Miss De Marion was born in Madrid, June 1, 1833, 
Shortly after her mother had completed an engagement 
at the Royal Italian opera house. For nearly a year 
after her birth she remained in the Spanish capital “in 
the care of a governess. In August of that year her 
father, made ill by excessive application to his pro- 
fession in Paris, passed away, and as the mother still 
was under contract to appear in a number of Buropean 
Musical centers, it was decided to s@nd the little girl 
to the home of her grandparents in. Berlin. 

There she remained until her mother, fearing she 
would forget the land and customs of her forefathers, 
decided to have her sent to a convent near Paris, and 
there she received her early education. During the 
Summer months Miss De Marion traveled with her 
mother, and in these trips they visited practically all 
of the more important ‘European cities. When she was 
12 years old the daughter ~was sent to Berlin again, 
and there, after a course in a preparatory school, she 
attended the University of Berlin. Following her grad- 
uation, Miss Dé Marion began ‘the study of music, and 
this she vigorously has prosecuted ever since.

Policies Changed Within Two Y cars. 

Two years ago in an awakening of Presbyterianism 
in Chicago it was voiced and accepted as vital to the 
foundations of thé church that, “without the miracles 
we have nothing,” and, further, “unless the young 
person is convinced and brought to Christ before he 
is 16 year’ old we fiever get him!” 

But within the last year no other one tenet in the 
beliefs of the Christian church has been so studiously 
attacked and defied from within the church than is the 
literal aceeptance of the miraculous birth of Christ 
ané the further belief that he rose in the flesh from 
the dead. 

In letters, sermons, books, men clothed with the au- 
thority of the cloth have passed from the criticism 
of the Old Testament of a few years ago to the chal- 
lenging of the infallibility of either bible. The Bpis- 
eopal church, perhaps, has led ali other denominations, 
but in every other of the Bvangelical religions there 
have been defiections from the bible or from the creeds 
until Christianity throughout the country is shaken 
and disturbed as never before in its history, 

The Rev. Dr. Burns of the. Methodist chutch in 
Chicago stands for orthodoxy in its old sense. Por 
thirty years he has been a figure in Illinois Methodism 
and was one of. the first of the protestants against the 
disposition to apply the higher eriticism to the Old: 


Testament. 
“When I spoke first against this attitude toward 


the bible six years ago I was told, ‘O, but this is con- 


fined to the Old Testament, merely; it concegns that 
book more as a Jewish history than anything else!’ 

“But do you intend to stop with this Old Testa- 
ment?’ was the persistent query of Dr, Burns. *“ You 
are attacking the bible, and if it is countenanced and 
accepted it will be only a little while before the New 
Testament, too, will be assailed.”

Church on Defensive Againsi lis Own. 

That predicted time is now, in the opinion of Dr. 
Burns—now is the Evangelical chureh more on the de 
fensive against her own than Dr. Burns believes could 
have been thought possible by those first higher oritics 
and the indulgent church which listened to them. 

“at the sam@ time I believe that the higher criti- 
ciem has about reached the end of its rope,” said Dr. 
Burns. “It has attacked about all there is to be at- 
tacked in the bible. It has about exhausted ite argu- 
ments. Never was the Christian church in America 
more in need of an evangelistic awakening than now, 
and when that awakening comes I look for a reaction 
in the direction of the old orthodoxy.” 

Dr. Burns has been in protest always against any 
eriticigm of the bible as the direet word of God, coming 
through his divinely inspired human agents, and through 
the personality of Christ as the Deity. He sees today 
in the purpose of the higher critics the fixed pilaf and 
purpose to substitute for salvation of the individual 
in the lifting up of mankind a wider and more whole- 
sale effort in the uplifting of whole communities,

and he jeft Mrs. Hammer in possession of such worldly » 


goods as were left mutually to them—approximately 
$2,000 worth of furniture—and went out into the world. 
The woman, probably breathing a sigh of relief, 
watched him go without a tremor and turned away to 
make her own way in life.

Believed Blind Man Could Not Provide for Her. 


And Hammer, the dlind man, the helpless one, the 
castoff of a wife, the homeless, went into the insurance 
is. The woman knew, but she knew also that a 

blind man is helpless. But Hanimer’s case it happened, 
through some strange reasons, was an exceptional one. 
He did not fail. Instead, he prospered. His business 
grew; his reputation. grew; and with the story of his 
misfortune and domestic troubles to help him he be- 
gan to get more and more insurance business to handle. 
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Now, two 

years and 

a half after 

the divorce he is 

making an income which, while not as generous as the 
one he had when his eyesight was whole, would be 
sufficient to provide for his ex-wife in the manner to 
which she had been accustomed. He is prospering 
despite his blindness, and the woman is not—at least, 
not in like proportion. Tgken all in all, the stony ts of 
heroic proportions and full of a stern and: solemn and 
uplifting lesson. 

The marriage which eventually led to thé events of 
this chronicle took place in Cleveland in 1886.

Sober, steady, firmly established in his vocation, 
and rapidly growing in importance, Hammer was just 
the kind of a man to attract the kind of a young 
woman that became his wife.

Then- followed 
sixteen years of married life, the ayerage married life 
of the average American couple. Hammer provided 
well.

and find her wanting and he paid little attention to it 
at first.

Leading Points of Attack by Churchmen. 


Within the last year only one notable move against 
the literal interpretation of the old bible has been 
made. This was when the report of a Roman Catholic 
commission was made wpon the finding that Moses per- 
sonally did not write the Pentateuch. All the other 
noteworthy criticiems were directed against the New 
Testament. In the list of New Testament criticisms of 
the year the points of attack by churchmen may be 
listed as: 

Denial of the miraculous birth of Christ. 

Assertion that he was the son of the carpenter, 
Joseph, : 

Disbelief in the resurrection as meaning that he 
returned to physical life after death. 

Statement that the bible is not to be taken as 
“Gous word,” 

Assertion that the bible for the most part is a col- 
lection of myths and folklore. 

Assertion that the infallibility of the seriptures 
no longer can be conceded in an enlightened age. 

Assertion that the bible has lost ite authority as 
in the day of Jonathan Edwards. 

Disbelief in the doctripe of “ original sin.” 

Attack on the Westminster confession of faith. 

in substance most of these atacks have been against 
a& too lfheral acceptance of the New Testament, both 
as a literal word of God and—in point of the story of 
the miracles—as meaning to convey to men in this en- 
lightenea age anything more than a figurative meaning.

of. George Burnham Foster of the University of 
thas made one of the most sweeping utterances 
of¢the year regarding ‘the history of the Christian re- 
ligion and the authenticity of the bible.

ligion’ is superficially true but fundamentally false.

Hammer Has Succeeded as Insurance Brober. 


He had looked over the field and had found that as 
an insurance broker his lost faculty would be less 
hindrance to him than in any other sphere of activity 
that held forth promise of profit. He bécdme an indec- 
pendent insifance broker; joining forces with a well 
knd@wn firm of insurance agents. Too blind to be able 
to see his way and too poor to Hire a boy to Jead him, 
his first months were dubious ones. But old friends 
came to his assistance. They gave him their insurance 
and told others of him: Soon hé was able to hire a boy, 
and the boy has been with him ever since, sérving as a 
guide and assistant. He became Known, partly throuch 
the novelty of his entérprise and partly through his 
business persistence, and little by little his business 
grew until his income is now $1,500 a year and upwards. 
Ané@ it still is growing. 

Despite his blindness Hammer is a capable insurance 
man. He is in touch with hundréds of businéss men in 
the downtown district, With instranée affairs, and with 
all matters that appertain to his buBiness. ‘Bhe office 
force of the firm with which he Is affiliated keeps sis 
records, does his clerical wosk, and this practicamy is 
all of his work that he cannot do himself.

Routine of a Blind Man's Business Day. 

His business day begins at 8:80. Then the boy, Joe 
FitzgeraM, calls for him. At 9:30 he is at the office. A 
clerk reads his mail to him, a stenographer writes his 
letters, if he has any to write, and this done he goes 
out for his day’s soliciting. Little Joe pilats him 
around, eats luncheon with him, returns ta the office 
with him, and takes Him home in the evening. It ‘s 
simple after it is explained. Joe supplies the eyes, and 
that is ail that the blind man lacks. His sense of touch 
is so acutely developed that he can find letters, policies, 
and othe? papers by feeling of them. Likewise his 
hearing is developed extraordinarily, the slightest noise 
attracting him and having for him instant significance. 
He would get along fairly well alone, were if not for the 
crossings downtown. As it is, with the assistance of a 
boy, he gets alomg well indeed, and is more than satisfied 
with the Way in which the world has used him in his 
affliction. 

In the meantime, fortune has not been so kind with 
the one time Mrs. Hammer. She has le@t the city. But 
she hears of her ex-husband’s success regularly. She 
Successful. She knows that 
he ig able to care for her—and she left him for fear 
that he was not. 

It is alleged that there is such a thing as “poetic 
justice.”

“We must learn from the scriptures how to read 
the scriptures. Some of us use it as the heathen uses 
his fetieh or -his amulet.” : 

Dr. Lyman Abbott, whom orthodox clergymen de- 
clare orders closely upon all the “isms” within .a 
certain given period constituting his doctrinal rota- 
tions, declares that “The bible today lacks: authority 
that it claimed in the time of Jonathan BDdwards.” Of 
the subject of a personal God he has made a striking 
statement -against such a possible conception: 

“ How do I know there is a God? How do you know 
you had a mother? You haven't seen her. Her eyes 
and brow you have seen, but it is love, patience, and 
tenderness that make a mother. These things you do 
not see—you feel them. We cannot define God. When 
we offer you a definition of God we are offering you an 
idol and you do well to reject that idol.” 

The Rev. Dr. Samuel T. Carter, for thirty years in 
the Presbyterian church, addressed a letter to the Prea- 
byterian general assembly in Des Moines, la., last May, 
attacking the Westminster confession of faith: 

“Many years ago when I was ordained to the min- 
istry of the gospel I declared in the most solemn man- 
ner that I believed the Westminster confession of faith 
to be the truth of God. I now in an equally solemn 
manner declare that I do not believe it to be the truth 
of God; that I utterly reject it as a setting forth of the 
character of the heavenly father!’ 

The defection of Dr. Algernon Sydney Crapsey of St. 
Anthony's BEXpiscopal church at Rochester, N. Y., and 
his dismissal from the church are recent incidents. 
Dr. Crapsey regarded the prediction of a miraculous 
birth for Christ “as one of the greatest misfortunes 
that ever has befallen mankind.”

Dr. Crapsey, in the opinion of the Rev. Dr. Burns, is 
not more than an incident. It is more from the ortho. 
dox point of view that within the year an international 
commission, appointed at the request of Pope Pius X.. 
should have made the report it did upon the authorship 
of the Pentateuch: 

“With due regard being paid to the judgment of the 
church,” reads this report in part, “it may be admitted 
in the long course of the ages some modifications have 
been introduced into the Pentateuch, such as additions 


" after the death of Moses, either inserted by an inspired 


author or attached to the text in glosses or interpreta- 
tions; words and forms translated from a foreign lani- 
guage to a more recent language; and finally the faulty 


reading may be ascribed to errors of amanuenses con- 


cerning which it is lawful to investigate and judge ac- 
cording to the laws of criticism.” ee 

In effect the report of this commission is that no one 
need believe that Moses with his own hand wrote the 
Pentateuch; that while inspired to the work -himself 
the task fel] to others under his direétion. 

As the author of the work, “The Higher Critic's 
Bible” of a few years ago, the Rev. Dr. Burns speaks 
with the authority of his church, to the extent that the 
late Bishop McCabe of New York wrote the introduction 
to Dr. Burns’ work.

Plea for Literal Acceptation. 


“Today,” said Dr. Burns, “no man can tell where 
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subtie influences of these attacks from within the chureh 
are to end. They have been of unmeasured harm, for 
the reason that they have not allowed the inquiring 
soul even to institute his inquiry. ‘What is this bible 
they talk about?’ is a not uncommon dismissal of the 
whole subject by men and women who never have 

much as attempted to read a chapter in it. : 


“The trouble today is that the bible no longer is 
taken as history. It is being denied as the word of 
God, instead of being taken as the message of the 
Creator to man, containing an unfailing record of fart, 
truth, and all that is necessary for man to know. i is 
the only standard for the Christian church—the only 
supernatural record of the divine being ever given to 
any people. 

“This criticism, however, has reached close to its 
natural limits. There is little further for any one to 
go. Its greatest damage has been in the suggestion 
of doubt on all sides. This higher criticism never qill 
destroy the bible. It will prove destructive of men. 

‘Some of eur denominational bodies, actuated by the 
influences of ‘higher criticism, seém to be losing their 
old time vigor and enthusiasm. They are not aggressive 
enough against forms of unbelief and have adopted a 
peace at any price’ policy, priding themselves wpon 


the large liberty they allow, forgetting that treth 


never is tolerant of error and that a good cause gains 
nothing by compromise. If there is anything for which 
men should contend today it is the living and eternal 
truth of God.” 
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BEFORM work in the slums and the levée 
district, especially the Twenty-second 
Street red light section, is to be under 
taken along systematic lines by a com- 
‘mittee of 100 club\ women, church work- 
ers, and representatives of»reform or- 
ganizations.

Commitiee Will Strike at Dance Halls. 

« With thie thought in view the committee will en- 
deavor to strike at the root of the evil by regulating, 
if not entirely eliminating, the dance halls. It has 
secured eminent legal advice and believes that it has a 
plan which will do much toward reducing the evil in- 
fluence of the dance halle and the concert saloons. 

The committee, which for the present is- holding its 
preliminary sessions in suite 1119 of the Woman's tem- 
ple, when completed, will be composed of the following 
membership:

Committee Must Be Persons of Creat Courage. 

It is not the easiest thing in the world to secure 
the proper sort of persone to serve on this committee. 
They must be men and women who mean business and 
who are not afraid to undertake things that ought to be 
done. In the case of the men it is essential that they 
shall not use liquor or tobacco, for it is believed that 
otherwise they would not serve as good examples to the 
“brands from the burning" they sare expected to save. 
In other words, they are expected to be pure minded, 
noble souled men and women, with no evil habits. 

This committee of 100 will be the active force in 
the initiation and. carrying out of any reform move- 
ment that is not now being effected by other organized 
agencies. It will: have an active executive committee, 
which will work out moral and social reform along 
broad lines. In order'to make the work practical, detec- 
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will be established. 

In the words of one of* the committee, “We shall 
be in the field for work, not for ornament. We shall 
strike a blow in the near future that will count.”

Striking at Foundations of Social Evil. 

What this blow, which is to create consternation in 
the hearts of the denigens of the levee, would be was 
not disclosed, but it was admitted that the first work 
of the crusade would be in the direction of the dance 
hails. » 

Following the visit of the club women to the levee 
district of Twenty-second street and the statement made 
by one of the women there that to strike at the root 
of the social evil they. should abolish dance halls, the 
women took another trip a few nights after through the 
dance halls of the west side. Fresh in their minds was 
the circumstance of Miss Maude Taylor, an 18 year 
old girl, who had beer dragged in a Jirugged condition 
to the Williams resort at Twenty-first street and Ar- 


‘mour avenue. It was said she had been drugged at a 


dance hall.' The women especially were interested is 
the case from the fact that the girl was a member of a 
Baptist. church in Bnglew 
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S it possible to reclaim the women who 
are forced by. circumstances and en- 
vironment to lead lives of shame in the 
levee district of Twenty-second street 
and its vicinity? ; 

Is it possible to rescue the young 
men—some of them mere boys-—who 
patronize these places? Can anything 


- i? “be done to bring back the married men who have 


wandered from their homes and left broken hearted 
but loving wives? Is it worth while? Or is it a 
useless, thankless task—a movement that will be 


misundefstood? Is there any use to fight against con- © 


ditions? Are we passively to consent to the segrega- 
tion of vice, to the flaunting palaces devoted to the 
social evil, without lifting a hand or our voices te 
bring about a better, purer social atmosphere in our 
city?. 

’\ These are the questions that Chicago club women 
are asking. They have been asking these questions 
ever since a party of them, with myself as guide—un- 
less you wish to call the detective from Twenty-sec- 
ond atreet, who accompanied us, our guide—visited 
some of the most infamous resorts in that section 
known as the Red Light district. 

Personally, I truly ‘believe that it is worth while 
to at least make the effort to reclaim these young 
women who have strayed like lost sheep. As for the 
men, I d0 not know-—time will tell; but the women 
havé my sympathy. May it net be possible that mere- 
ly the knowledge that Christian women are sincerely 
striving to lead them back to virtuous and happy 
lives will cause a ray of hope. to ‘enter their hearts? 
If the good seed is sown broadcast surely it will not 
all fall on the rocks.

Practical Plans for Rescue W ork. 


But I don’t wish te preach. Nothing will be gained 
in this proposed work of reform by mere preaching. 
It Must be by heart to heart talks—by personal visits. 
We must take these fallen sisters by the hands—not 
condescendingly, not with the “I am holler than 
thou” spirit-—but as real sisters. Yes, and we must 
be willing to take some of them into our homes. 

Tae Trisuns has asked me to write an account 
of my recent trip through the levee-——all sorte of mis- 
taken and distorted accounts of which have been 
ciroulated. I have reflected before complying with 
the request. If what I write, I concluded, will give 
the public food for thought rather than pander to a 
morbid craving for sensationalism, then it will be 
proper to tell what our party saw and to give some of 
our eonclusions. It is in this spirit, then, that I shall 
endeavor to give a picture of our “slumming expe- 
dition.” 

“Slumming expedition,” I said. It scarcely was 
that. We did not go out of idle, morbid curiosity. 
We went there for investigation, so that we should 
be in a position to make a report to the clubs inter- 
ested. We wished-to satisfy ourselves as to condi- 
tions. There are many slumming parties composed 
of respectable men and women, I have no doubt, who 
visit the levee districts. Many go there from curi- 
osity. Such visits do no good. They often do much 
harm, 


* * 
Visit First the Pacifie Garden Mission. 

There were six in our party, and we met at the 
Pacific Garden mission at 100 Van Buren street. I! 
think we must have been blessed with the proper 
spiritual frame of mind at that earnest meeting, with 
its crowd of lodging house habitués, ite dusty palms, 
the scriptural texts on the walls, its forceful evan- 
gelist, and the sweet woman who went about in that 
crowd of—soclal outcasts, shall I say?-——-well, some 
would call them that—exhorting them to come to the 
mercy seat, | 

We waited in a drug store on the corner scross 
the street from the Twenty-second street police sta~ 
tion for a plain clothes officer, Personally, I did not 
care for the presence of the officer. I have done mis- 
Sionary work in thet @ietrict and rarely, if ever, have 
needed a policeman’s protection. Only once that. 1 Fe- 
call. It was when I was distributing tracts, ang the 
bouncer, or manager, or whatever you would call him 
—a big, coarse person who looked like a prize. fighter 
—took me rudely by the arm and told me to desist, 
“Have I the right to pass around these circulars?’ 
I asked the policeman in plain clothes who was with 
me. Of course, we never go entirely alone. “You 


certainly have, ma’am,” he replied. After that there 
was no more trouble. 


There were, as I have said, six in our party on 
this tour of investigation. Mrs. Arnold Heap, wife 
of one of our Municipal judges; Mrs. Flonence Rich- 
ards of Leipsic, O., prominent in club and rescue work 
in her state, and the others prefer for the present 
to remain unknown. We walked east a block or two 
to Dearborn etreet, and we were in the heart of the 
Twenty-second street district. 

Glaring electric signe were seen on every side. 
Carriages and automobiles were drawn up to the 
curbs. There was no mistaking the character of the 
district. There were no women on the streets, but’ 
the houses bore the names of infamous women—one 
of them, indeed, in electric letters two feet high, the 
name of a courtesan of classic history, better remem- 
bered, Berhaps, among patrons of the district as the 
leading character of a French novel that has been 
presented on the stage. There are some fine build- 
ings in that street 0? infamy but perhaps the most of 
them. are old fashioned structures, survivals of a 
more respectable if less prosperous past. Any de- 
ficiencies in architecture were covered with glaring 
red paint.

Type of the More Fashionable Resort. 

The first place we visited may be accepted as a 
type of the most fashionable resorts—I cannot truth- 
fully speak of it as of the better class or least ob- 
jectionable. .It is kept by two sisters, whose names 
are well Known among certain’ classes in this city. 
They are natives of Virginia and are wealthy, al- 
though they have no peace of mind. They are pos- 
sessed by the demon ef unrest. 

The officer knocked at the door. It was some 
moments before the negro maid answered. Perhaps 
the sisters were preparing for our reception, We 
saw no men when we finally gained entrance. The 
younger sister met us at the door. She wore an ex- 
pensive evening gown and diamonds enough to keep 
a hundred poor families for several years. I don't 
wish. to say anything against diamonds, although I 
don't wear them myself. I like to see them on a 
beautiful woman. But this woman had so many of 
them! If I am any judge of jewels she had $10,000 
worth of rings alone. She wore them in her hair 
and at her neck, and her corsage was sprinkled with 
brooches in the form ef crescents, butterfiles, stars, 
and’ other fanciful patterns. Really, you know, it 
was just dassling. I never saw so many diamonds 
on one person in my life. 

Both these sisters are well educated, you under- 
stand, have been business women, and doubtless, in 
another walk of life. would be social leaders, 

She greeted me effusively, for all the world like 
a well bred hostess. The club women looked at her 
curiously. 

“Come right in, ladies,” she said. “Will you step 
into the parler, or shall I take you into the Moorish 
room? I can’t show you all over the place, I regret 
to say. because there are other parties here and they 
do not like to meet each other.”

Wanted to Play Trick on the Clubwomen. 

Meet us, indeed! I think not. We went into the 
parier, a room with some pretensions to magnificence. 
I believe they call it the ‘silver room. We had 
geen no woman except the bediamonded one I have 
described and the maid, but now there entered an- 
other one. She was a younger woman, fiher, and 
perhaps was a country girl. Her rosy cheeks and 
her big black eyes indicated that she had not been 
long in the city. She was not'made up like the others 
we saw later. Her form was that of 4 mature woman, 
but her face was that of an ignorant child. Perhaps 
she 414 not relise her moral condition. Later I 
learned that she wanted to play some trick on our 
party, but her mistress had told her it would not do. 

We saw not a single man—not even a man servant 
—but the paslor door was kept closed while we were 
inside. Other inmates of the place came in. They 
looked at us with Interest but were respectful. A 
young thing of 18 or 18—a wonderfully pretty girl, 
petite in figure and wearing’a blue frock modest 
enough for a débutante—curled herself up like a kit- 
fen on an onyx table in the center of the room. We 
were objects of curiosity to her, no doubt, as she 
was to us. She had a decidedly pretty face, with slice 


black eyes, and her hair—the blackest I ever saw, I 
think, and luxuriant—was worn in a braided coiffure 
around the top of her head, like a crown. Massive 
gold braceletsswere on her bare arms, reminding me 
of the descriptions I:had read of an odalisque. 

Now, there was the sort of a girl I would like to 
reform. Could anything be done to redeem her? Ah 
me! who knows? Clearly she was fond of fine clothes 
and luxurious living. She had them at the price of 
her soul. Had she any self-respect? Deep down in 
her heart, perhaps. They all hate the life. You may 
be sure of that.

Doris, the Girl Philosopher. 

This girl was perhaps a prize beauty, sent out to 
impress us. The mistress of the place put her arm 
‘round the girl's neck. 

“TI am good to my girls, am I not, Doris?” she

The women visited enough of the dance halls and 
concert saloons to learn, as one of them expressed it, 
that they were “recruiting stations for lower dens of 
infamy.” 

Although the committee has not been organised 
fully, it already has engaged in rescue work. Miss 
Lucy A. Hall, a deaconesa, connected with the Wabash 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal church, has taken the lead 
in this work. She has an office at the church and she 
has advertised it through the south side levee district 
that she will help any woman who desires to break from

she repeated, “wha ever is satisfied: Are all you 
women satisfied? .Who is contented?

I live at the ” 
and she mentioned the name of one of eChicago’s 
finest Michigan avenue hotels. It isn’t such a bad life. 
What have you clubwomen to offer in exdhange for 
it?” : 

We looked at each other. We "'t much. Just 
peace of mind—a quiet conscience, 

“Every one who takes up this of life,” the 
girl continued, “is driven to it by of circum- 
stances. Perhaps if I had been bro t up as you 
have I'd be different. I don’t know. ou don’t know. 
I never was able to work. I never was ght to 
work. I was married to a man in California, He— 
well, it wasn't a happy marriage. I came to Chicago 
to go on the stage. | couldn't make a success of it. 
Why? Perhaps because I hadn't enough staying’ qual- 
ities. Perhaps I had no talent. Anyway, here I am, and 
here I'll have to stay.” 

“But your people?” I asked, for I had been told 
this girl had left a luxurious home. “Do they know?" 

“No, indeed,” she answered, and her face grew 
sober. “They think I'm on the stage.” 

To another clubwoman she confided that her in- 
come averaged $1,000 a month—“ half of what she 
made!" :

Never Drinks Wine or Smokes Cigarets. 

“De you smoke cigarets?” I asked, for the subject 
of cigarets always is uppermost in my mind, 

“*] never have,” she answered. “and I never drink 
wine.” So much in her favor. 

The mistress of the house was talking all the time. 

**Miss Gaston,” she said, “you're a good fellow. 
You can come down here and bring your clubwomen 
whenever you want. If you ean get one of my girls 
to leave mie or if you can keep any from coming here 
I want you to do it. But you'll never succeed, Miss 
Gaston, never as long as the girls are young and 
pretty and fond of fine feathers. We're not so bad, 
either. I never let a girl come who is under age, and 
an innocent young girl never is allowed to enter the 
doors. Most of them are bad before they come here. 
It is not these places that win the giris, Miss Gaston. 
It is the hotels, the dance halls, and the stage and 
wine rooms. It is the evil minded men—often mar- 
ried men.” 

Other girls came in from time to time. They were 
rouged, Some were reckless looking. They alb wore 
expensive evening clothes—not more conspicuous than 
you would see at the charity ball, but showing some 
signs of wear. 

All this was the bright side of the picture. The 
other side was exposed to us by the mistress of the 
house. She talked to us long and earnestly. “ How 
long.” asked one of our party, who wished to present 
the information to her club, “ How long does a woman 
last who is forced into this kind of a life?” 

“About seven years,” was the prompt reply-— 
“seven years if she takes good care of herself and 
does not dissipate.” 

What was the end then of the butterfly existence 
of Doris and the rest? After seven years, what? The 


gutter or the grave.

Sermon Preached by Mistress of the House. 


“We keep no women here who are not fresh, 
young, and beautiful.” the mistress of the place con- 
tinued. That was the sermon she preached to us club- 
women. I wish every girl in the land could have 
heard it. “No faded women are wanted. When their 
charm has gone this is no place for them. A Man 
may have affection for some dear good woman who 
is his wife when her youth end beauty has departed, 
but when he comes here he buys beauty, 

“So to these women who have passed the attrac- 
tive stage I say as gently as I can: ‘¥ou would do 
better to leave zhere and go to some place where you 
will not suffer by comparison. And they go. After 
that? O, down the social s for we of the half world 
have a social scale. They $o to some cheaper resort 
and sink lower and lower unfil they die in the gutter 
from disease or dissipation. Many of them commit 
suicide. I don’t know what the percentage of suicide 


the. chains that bind her to the life behind the glarins 
facades that corrupt the youth of the land. ; 

Some of these girls have been given employment 49s 
domestics. In one or two instances opportunity has 
been afforded them of learning stenography. Others 
have been furnished with employment suitable to their 
capabilities—usually of light character, and Miss Hall 
exacts a weekly report from them and their employers. 
In most cases, however, Miss Hall has sent these girls 
back to their homes, it frequently happening that they 
have loving fathers.and mothers. ; 
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is. It’s a short Nfe usually, and not always a merry 
one. Bome of the women marry—usgally ~¢ommon- 
place men—for. What other class of men wouN) marry 


‘them? They rarely are Happy. They are not used to 


the drudgery of housework. They miss their fine 
clothes and their extravagant manner of life. They are 
not always to be trusted by their husbands, for just 
ao long as they have any beauty left they ‘ will use it 
to attract men.” 

I had been talking ‘with one of the girls who'said 
she had $7,000 in the bank. And the girl sent home 
$160 every month to her mother! So I asked this 
brutally frank women: “Bo yot these girls ever 
think of the time when their youth and beauty. will 
be faded? Don’t they provide against that time when 
they will cease to be attractive?” 

“If they ever do,” she answered, “I gever have 
found it ent. O, dear me!' I've preached to them 
often enough that they should save some money and 
provide for the years of famine out of the years of 
plenty, but it's no use. They think they know more 
than I do. ‘O, well, I'm not getting old/yet,’ they 
say, and they squander their money a, on their 
men friends or on dress or jewels or living at ex- 
pensive hotels or taking long trips.”

Gloom and Shadow of the Picture. 


There was the lesson—the moral. It wae the pic- 
ture of the other side. Without money or friends or 
beauty, slipping ever downward to.the lowest resorts 
of the slums, finally to seek oblivion im a suicide's 
death! If these women ever are to be rescued it is 
by impressing upon them the ephemera! nature of 
their butterfly existence. 

Then we went—the club women and our detective 
and myself—to the resort with the Greek. name It

abbreviated skirts, dridiiimmepeer at the little’ geund 
café tables, and their “SHER companions—all yeung 
men, they were—listene@ respectfully. Perhaps some 
of them were impressed. I do not see how they eould 
fail to be impressed. Surely it was doing geaed to 
bring into their lives some of the cheerful tidings that 
there is joy for the repentent sinner—that n@ one 
has sunk so low or become so degraded as to he be- 
yond redemption. If we can but get, here and there. 
even one of these habitués of the levee to think— 
just to refiect—I feel that our work for the most 
hopeless class will not be in vain. 

I do not know the social status of the next resort 
to which our friend the detective escorted us. It 
must have been an exceedingly low place. It was 
more of a saloon—a vicious dance hall, I think-—than 
anything else. It was on the ground floor, as easy 
of access from the street as a saloon. No meed of 
ringing to gain admission. One simply opened the 
door and walked in. A large electric sign over the 
entrance bore the name of a state.

Lew Place Patronized by Boys. 


The women of this place evidently were far down 
in the social scale even in the levee district. They 
were objects of great pity. They were dressed lke 
the soubrettes at a theater except that their costumes 
were less modest. They sat at the tables with men 
and plied their arts to charm. It was heart sicken- 
ing. the club women thought. These women were 
more to be pitied, I thought, than those we had seen 
at the aristocratic resort. They wore no fine clothes, 
no diamonds. It was a squalid, unattractive place— 
a place where the boys are enmeshed. And they were 
boys we saw there—beardless, callow Soys. They 
were cigaret smokers. They looked unheslthy. 

This is part of the work in which I am especially 
interested—saving young boys, achoolboys, some of 
them. No matter what their home influence ig, no 
matter how good, and Kind, and religious their fathers 
and mothers are, there always are the attractions of 
the levee to win them from the path of. virtue. 

It is the girls and boys,/then, that our committee 
of 100 should seek primarily to save. And to save 
them we should first tarn our attention to the dance 
halls, the low saloons, afd similar resorts, where they 
take the first steps in vice.

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FILMY EFFECTS IN WASH GOWNS. 


OW lace and embroidery is used is the one 
“new thing in the tale of the this summer's 
wash gown. This means, of course, the 
dressy gown which, by the way, is of filmier 
quality than it ever has been. It is made 
almost without exception with a medipm 
AJength round skirt, and is endlessly and hopelessly cov- 
éred with elaboration. I say hopelessly, for the “ simple 
little gown” looks hopeless to think of trying to make 
Shywhere but in the skilled dressmaking shop. After 
all, with the exception of new ways of elaboration, it !s 
the Princess model upon which everything is based and 
With one foundation waist reaching to the hips in the 
Material, well cut and we]! fitted, it is from this on 
but a matter of pins and embroideries and laces. 

The Princess gowns, like the shirtwaist, mean com-~ 
fort, especially in wash materials, and women will wear 
them. The mere emancipation from the belt slavery is 
enough to predict that they will be stable, and the wom-~ 
an who wants to evolve pretty things cannot do better 
than put her efforts into mastering the art of putting 
together her laces and insertions in this graceful fash- 

n. 
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x ** 

One of the new varieties to be worn this year is in 
the thick linen slipover frock, elaborately trailed with 
@mbroidery and having its surface broken up with 
lengthwise laces. Given one of the natural tinted white 
laces and heavy Irish crochet insertion, this form of 
Slipover, worn with a sheer guimpe, makes one of the 
Most ideal summer dresses. One of the prettiest of 
these models is absolutely sleeveless, strips of the lace 
being set back of the armsize with square turnings at 
Whe bottom and with simply a narrow linen binding at 
the edge. The waist of this gown is in lengthwise 
_Dlaits, divided and fitted by means of a belt let in, and 
“hen the strips of lace are laid over, running up and 
down to the shoulders, and the backing cut away. 

Deep embroidery flounces are worked into fiber and 
foundation of everything. For instance, a deep piece 
Of embroidery is turned Spints downward about the 
middie of the skirt, the plain part reaching above the 
Waist. The fullness is disposed of by tiny tucks and by 
cutting the goods out from under tiny upright strips of 
lace insertion. In this way it is fitted to hips and waist 
to a little above the high belt line. where Jt is finished 
with a Val. insertion edge. Into the top of it the full 
Waist is gathered. This waist again starts in a shallow 
“mbroidery yoke that turns downward ‘in a point from 
the top. Another embroidery flounce, fuller than the 
frst, is set around the bottom of this gown, and below 
this is a soft trimmed fiounce. 

x ** 

One dress made entirely of deep flounces jn eyelet 
patterned embroidery is illustrated with its draped waist 
Grafted into a Princess gown. Another of the same 


combination has the embroidery laid in a straight bre- 
telle over the shoulder. A long, narrow V shaped front 
of the lace insertion is entered down the center. The 
outside edge of the flounce is left loose and eigei with 
first a tiny, delicate insertion,and on thata bit of the. lace. 
At the back it is carried down and finished off with 
square ends about the depth of a yoke. The sleeves are 
one suecession of the narrow lace frills, mounted each 
on its row of matching insertion, and these are so set 
on as to bring all the lace in a horizontal position, each 
strip being joined and meeting in a seam up the outer 
part of the arm. 

It is possible to get a yellow ready made gown this 
year, especially in the realms of linens, and one lovely 
pale yellow is braided in white, laid on in the form of 
deep, solid bands around the skirt. It is the old fash- 
foned soutache that is used and the pattern is stamped 
and sewed on by hand. This pretty old fashioned braid- 
ing recalls the days when the same thing was done in 
black on white linens and pique gowns. With thie skirt 
goes a little pony jacket, with the braid around the 
edge. This is the same queer little sacque looking thing 
that was worn in the braid epoch before. Little half 
moon pockets of solid braidwork are attached to it and 
fastened down with braided buttons. ’ 

Another pale yellow coat suit, with Irish crochet 
braid, has a solid embroidery intermixed with great 
starry flowers with open work petals. A crochet edge 
quite open, something like the old bead work, is set in 
lengthwise lines in this gown and attractively mingled 
with embroidery. All the reefers are lined with a soft, 
smooth cotton lining this year, a fashion which probably 
has been evolved because of the unsightly backs left 
by braiding. These linings are put in smooth and blind- 
stitched exactly as are those of silk. 

% * 

Khaki shade is popular, and pretty little suits of it 
are to be had as low as $25. These have plain skirts 
and the jackets almost all are of lace dyed in matching 
shades. A Dresden ribbon belt attached to the skirts ‘of 
pale colored linen coat suits is a pretty. new touch this 
year, especially as it is seen on pale pink linen of the 
old shades. In among the gowns that cost a small for- 
tune are others modeled after as pretty designs with 
simple materials. One pretty, fresh looking gown taken 
away by a southern tourist is a pink chambray or ging- 
ham slipover gown, to which flat bands are added in 
shoulder bretelles and the up~ and down lengths seen 
in the linen and lace gown. Other simple solid colored 
linens in pretty old rose, dull blue, and the like are edged 
around the sleeves and neck with buttonholing and are 
decorated in some embroideries in exactly matching 
shade. These are so like the little Dorothy and Gretchen 
dresses that the first summer fashions brought a few 
years ago that one is reminded that this whole guimpe 
craze ts borrowed from little girl wardrobes. 


Effective New Hair Styles. 


OUFFING or massing the hair in large roils 

which seem to merge into the waves has 

taken the place of the tight and crisp mar- 

cel. This needs, however, to be carefully 

done, which means not to be overdone. The 

Parisians are now using an extremely wide 
pouffing of the hair, and yet avoid the heaviness we so 
often see here. They do not allow the hair to get too 
far over the forehead, however massive it may be. 
Some faces heavy looking hair suits, but to most it is 
unbecoming, especially to those with smaller type of 
features and less decided coloring. 

* * 

In the Marie Antoinette days, when it seemed the 
fashion for features to be small and the coiffure to be 
high and puffed, the hair never was heavy on the fore- 
head, but was raised from it with many fluffy curls. 
Hairdressers do not grasp these differences and treat 
the more decided and delicate type of features with 
the same prescription as they do large faces. 

A massing of the hair in high effect is continued 
upward in front from the soft roll of the pompadour 
to look like a succession of puffs. At the back it is 
combed up straight to the top of the head, as it is worn 
when braced with a stiff Spanish comb, but instead 
a knot of the hair is built upward behind the puffs, 
The trimming for this coiffure is a twist of gauze rib- 
bon made into two pretty gauze roses at the ends. 
These press in each side of the puffs in front, the 
twist simply passing around the knot. It gives the wide 
effect desired and yet does not cut out the graceful 
line of the hair piled narrow and high from the fore- 
head. Gauze ribbon is a happy finish to these elaborate 
coiffures because it widens without making them mas- 
sive. 


cA Hint Worth Taking. 


NOVELTY seen only as yet in exclu- 

sive French houses is a padded lace 

scarf. The foundation of these is none 

other than the Irish and Spanish lace 

scarfs, the duplicate of which many peo- 
ple have in their possession. They are mounted 
first on a lightly padded silk, and these are lined 
again with silk or satin and edged with fox fur in 
either black or white, to suit the lace. Or they 
may be edged with caracul. These scarfs are 
cozy and much in demand for evening wear. 


PRETTY NEW 


N PARTY dresses, as in wash dresses, princess 

gowns predominate. Marquisette is a popular 

material this year and has noticeable sim- 

jlarity to grenadine veiling. In the making 

of this and chiffons, rows of deep lace, laid 

around horizontally and stitched to the ma- 
terial like insertions, form the trimming. Mixed with 
parallel rows of upright tucks and with narrow inser- 
tions between, these cover the skirts,

A satin striped messaline, made -with deep, horizontal 
tucks all the way up the skirt, had a most attractive 
waist, made of rows and rows of val edging about an 
inch and a half deep. This was laid over a thin bluse 
silk lining, and the lace which formed the waist was 
stitched together in overlapping rows, flat and ungath- 
ered, although the whole arrangement is filled as if it 
was a piece of all lace. The sleeves, on the contrary, are 
made in frills tacked together ever so lightly and fin- 
ished off with a little pointed lace cuff, turning down 
over the arm. A deep folded belt of the material holds 
the waist and skirt together, and over the shoulders is 
a cobwebby bretelle of the lace, set between the strips 
of the filmy chiffon. This runs down into the belt at 
both back and front and has a lovely effect over the 
lace waist. As in the case of even elaborate dresses, 
this is joined together at waist and skirt.

One variation from the princess model is of brownish 
yellow net. It has a long, plain skirt with a tunic of 
the same, this being incrusted with a heavy lace and 
floral application cut out In shaded rose and green ‘af- 
feta.

The best way to procure economically a 
piece of sirloin is to get acut of beef of about 
fifteen pounds in the porterhouse steak part, 
which will give a piece of sirloin of about 
six pounds. Reserve the end to make beef 
broth. Detach the tenderloin from the bone, 
also the sirloin. Keep the tenderloin for 
roasting. Roll up the sirloin and keep it in 
shape by skewere placed in the under part. 
Put in a braisiére two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter. When this is meited add two onions, 
two carrots, two branches of celery, four 
sprigs of parsley, four cloves, and two bay 
leaves cut in small pieces. Cook these veg- 
etables for ten or twelve ' minutes slowly, 
then add the meat, brown it for fifteen min- 
utes, and pour over it one quart of warm 
beef broth and one pint of ordinary white 
wine. Season with one teaspoonful of salt, 
one saltspoonful of pepper, and add one 
ealf’s foot which has been blanched by boil- 
ing for fifteen minutes in water; cover the 
saucepan and cook slowly for one and a half 
hours. 

A sherrygilassful of brandy added tén min- 
utes before it is done will improve the flavor. 
Select medium sized peppers, and cut a 
small slice from the side of each. Scoop out 
core and seeds, and put in the oven for five 
minutes.

Asa rule are fond of sweet potatoes, but not 
all youthful digestions can assimilate them, 
baked or boiled. A sweet pof&to purée is a 
good way to serve the tubers for children’s 
eating, and is a hearty. enough dtsh occa- 
sionally to take the place of meat at their 
early dinner. Boil until cooked through and 
mash thoroughly while hot. Season well with 
salt, pepper, and a little butter, adding 
enough hot milk to moisten. Put in a pud- 
ding dish, brush the top with @gg, and brown 
in the oven. A tomato sauce is often served 
with this purée, but judiciously may be omit- 
ted for the young folks. 


Cook this for three minutes; add a half- 
pound of rice. Cook five minutes, mix, and 
add one quart of consommé. Place the 
saucepan in the oven and let the rice cook 
for half an hour uncovered. Add a quarter- 
pound of grated Swiss cheese and three ta- 
blespoonfuls of Parmesan, pepper, and one 
pinch of red pepper and one tablespoonful 
of butter. Cover the saucepan for five min- 
utes, mix the contents gently, fill the pep- 
pers full, cover the top with bread crumbs 
mixed with cheese, add a few bits of butter, 
and cook in the oven for ten minutes. Strain 
and skim the fat from the gravy and gerve 
the latter with the meat.

BROWN BROTH.—Put two tablespoonfuls 
of butter in a frying pan; add two table- 
spoonfuls of chopped onions, two of chopped 
carrots, and cook until a golden brown. Put 
these in a kettle with a quart of boiling 
water and a bay leaf and simmer fifteen 
minutes; press through a sieve. While the 
soup is simmering put about a tablespoon- 
ful of sugar into an iron saucepan and when 
it browns and burns add two tablespoonfuls 
of chopped onions, them two or three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Add this to the soup; 
add a teaspoonful of salt and a saltspoonful 
of pepper. Strain the soup, return it and 
settle: add half a pint of blocks of bread 
that have been stirred up with beaten eggs; 
bring to a boil and serve with grated cheese. 

TOMATO BOUILLON.—Use one can of to- 
matoes, add a pint of water, a slice of onion, 
a bay leaf, a little celery seed, and boil rap- 
idly for tem minutes. Press through a col- 
ander as much of the flesh as possible. Add 
the well beaten whites of two eggs, bring 
quickly to the boiling point, boil five minutes, 
strain through cheesecloth. The fleshy por- 
tion of the tomato that remains in the cheese- 
cloth may be put aside for flaVoring sauces. 
Reheat the bouillon, add a cup of whipped 
cream, and serve at once with strips of toast- 
ed bread. 

EAST INDIAN SOUP.—Put into a kettle 
a tablespoonful of butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of finely chopped onions, two tablespoon- 
fuls of grated carrots. the same of grated 
turnips; stir carefully for about two min- 
utes, add: a quart of water or stock, a dash 
of red pepper, a little black pepper, a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley, a sliced apple, 
and simmer gently for fifteen minutes. Add 
a teaspoonful of curry and four or five ta- 
blespoonfuls of boiled rice, which should be 
bolled while you are making the soup 

QUICK TURKISH SOUP.—Stir a_ tea- 
spoonful of beef extract into one quart of 
boiling water; add a tablespoontful of grated 
onion anda saltspoonful of celery seed. When 
this reaches the boiling point pour it slowly 
over the well beaten yolks of twoegg:s. Have 
ready drained four tablespoonfuls of boiled 
rice, add, and serve at once. 

CREAM OF POTATO SOUP.—Pare four 
small potatoes, cover with boiling water, 
boll rapidly for five minutes. Throw the 
water away and cover with a pint anda 
half of boiling water. Add a slice of onion, 
a bay leaf, and a few celery tops chopped fine 
—the green leayes of the celery will answer 
the purpose; COverand boil fifteen minutes, or 
until the potatoes are soft. While these are 
boiling put a pint of milk in the double boiler, 
add a tablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour rubbed together; press the potatoes 
through a fine sieve, using the water in 
which they were boiled; add this mixture to 
the hot milk in the double boiler. Stir until 
thoroughly heated and serve.

Unhappy the bed which does not He open 
its full length in the sun at least an hour 
a day. Have the sheets big, and cover 
the mattress thoroughly with the lower 
sheet, or with a cheesecloth kept for the pur-~ 
pose, and place your bed in full sunlight ite 
entire length. | 

In a west room open the bed in the after- 
noon. Meantime, fold the sheets with the 
inside inside and not outside, so that the 
part which comes next you at night will 
not be exposed to dust. 

There is one custom in connection with 
bedrooms that is fast passing away, an’ 
that is the fashion of using bedrooms during 
receptions, and allowing all kinds of wraps 
that have been journeying in street cars, and 
have tarried in badly ventilated shops, to be 
placed on our beds.

If Plaster Walls— 


Have become cracked it is a good plan to 
cover them with something stronger than 
ordinary paper, and various kinds of burlap 
may be chosen for this purpose. 

Unfinished burlap may be applied even to 
rough plaster by the use of a thin coat of 
giue sizing on the plaster, to which the buriap 
may be applied with stiff flour paste. The 
edges should butt or overlap. 

The applied burlap may then be painted 
any preferred color, or even calsomined, and 
excellent decorative effects may be produced 
by choosing a simple stencil pattern, a scroll 
or Greek key which the house decorators 
may apply in a darker tint around the door 
and windew casings, beneath the cornice 
moldings, and down each side of the angles

The Sheives— 

Of the linen closet should be washed occa- 
sionally with a solution of bichloride. If 
liked, sachets are made of cheesecloth and 
filled with dry sprays of lavender to lie 
among the piles of linen; but these are more 
easily replenished im the fall with the sum- 
mer’s growth of the herb. 

The shelves, washed and covered with white 
papers, are made ready for use. If they have 
been built in compartments, so much the 
better. If not it will be found convenient to 
assign places for each set of bedding, des- 
ignated by name or number, -on a written 
slip of paper and pasted at the back of the 
shelf. 

As freshly laundered linen is brought up 
it should be laid at the bottom of the pile to 
assure an even distribution of wear and tear. 
It is said that the yearly purchase of one 
sheet and a pair of pillow cases for each bed 
will offset the destruction by wear and insure 
a constant supply of linen in good repair; 
provided, of course, the linen is cotton, as 
it is in most households. 

Of towels, six of each sort should be bought 
yearly. In the more lavishly conducted 
households, where guests are frequent or 
continuous, the supply will vary much, some- 
times running numerically well up into the 
hundreds. A few reserve sets, it goes with- 
out saying, should be kept on hand in every 
house. 

It will be found convenient to store bedding 
in constant use on open shelves inclosed by 
doors, drawers being used for the reserve 
supply. A high shelf in the closet may be 
regerved for a small supply of emergency 
medicines, absorbent cotton, cheesecloth, 
rolls of clean old linen, steriiized by an hour's 
boiling, and kept free from dust. This ar- 
rangement is more convenient in emergency 
than the small cupboard suspended in the 
bathroom. 

One or two long drawers for laying gowns 
and trousers at full length,-a space deep 
enough to hang waists and coats from hooks 
at’ the top, and room for hat boxes will be 
found desirable. A shelf may be devoted to 
storing clean boxes, wrapping paper, two or 
three different kinds of twine, and rubber 
bands.

Woman’s Year 
in the Drama. 


Mary Johnston, in whose play, “ Audrey,” 
Bleanor Robson once appeared without any- 
thing that even looked like success, now has 
written another play. It is called ‘‘ The God- 
dess of Reason,” and, as might be supposed, 
treats of some of the events of the French 
revolution, This play by the author of ‘‘Au- 
drey " and “ To Have and to Hold ” soon will 
be produced. That Miss Johnaton, who might 
have written a novel, chose to write a play in- 
stead, shows that she, like so many other 
women, is beginning to see that the field of 
the theater is an exceptionally large one in 
which women may work. 

This might be called ‘‘ the woman’s year ” 
in the American theater, so far has woman 
advanced in it. Most of the successes either 
are written or played by women. Although 
there confessedly is no woman dramatic 
author of the first rank In the world, and al- 
though there never has been, there are work- 
ing today so many women dramatic authors 
that are successful, even if they are not great, 
that they as a force must be reckoned with. 

~~ 

As Sydney Rosenfeld said at a late dinner 
of the American Dramatists’ association, in 
speaking of the affiliation with that organiza- 
tion of some of the women authors, ‘‘ Bronson 
Howard is the dean of the men and Martha 
Morton or some of the other women will be 
the sardine.” : 

Rosenfeld and other men may eneer. But 
the fact is that the women are taking the 
bread and butter and cake away from them. 
As the successor to Clyde Fitch in the work 
of fitting Mary Mannéring with a play there 
is Rida Johnson Young. It was she whose 
play, “ Brown of Harvard,” restored Henry 
Woodruff te starring honors. When Ethel 
Barrymore was casting about for a play to 
take to London with her and with which to 
inaugurate her English season she might 
have chosen a work by almost any dramatic 
author living, and Charles Frohman would 
have bought the rights toit. But she chose 

* “The Three of Us,”’ a play by Rachel Croth- 
ers, who went from Bloomington, Ill, a few 
years ago to teach acting jn New York. In 
‘‘ The Three of Us ’”’ in this country Carlotta 
Nillson, a fine actress, who lately had been 
buried in semi-obscurity through a succession 
of bad plays, had done well.

And although H. B. Irving came to this 
country and went home again without get- 
ting enough money over here to make an ap- 
preciable difference in the weight of his ex- 
cess baggage, Bilen Terry has come here to 
golden prosperity, and Sarah Bernhardt has 
taken more money out of this country in the 
last twelvemonth than a circus ever took out 
of it in one year or made initinayear. When 
people speak now of the greatest acting that 
is done in the world today they speak of the 
acting of Sarah Bernhardt or Bleonora Duse. 

A woman, Julia Marlowe, shares share and 
share alike with E. H. Sothern in the nota- 
ble season the two are playing, and whicn 
will end so far as this country is concerned 
when they go abroad to play in six European 
capitals. And in the theater which is to be 
built in New York for the housing of such 
plays as those that have won such high suoc- 
cess with the Sothern and Marlowe company 
this year Miss Marlowe is to be an equal 
director with Mr. Sothern. 

If {t were not for a woman Clyde Fitch 
would have not succeeded as well as he has. 
He acknowledges his indebtedness to Eliz- 
abeth Marbury, who placed his first plays for 
him. And how would the stage in the United 
States get along without Miss Marbury or 
without Alice Kaugser or without Mrs. De 
Mille to pick successes for the managersand 
to seé that the dramatic authors get their 
share of the golden grain?

The mother rewards his bravery 
by fastening in his ears the silver rings by 
which his father’s floating corpse was iden- 
tified twelve years before. At the moment 
of setting out, however, an old shipwright 
—@ drunkard since his own son's death in the 
deop—reveals to the boy the Good Hope’s 
unseaworthiness. The youth is hysterical 
with fear, and pleads, begs, and battles to re- 
main ashore. But the mother, terrified by 
the wrath of the ship owner, aids the harbor 
police in dragging him to the boat, herself 

ening his clawing hands from the door 
— to which he clings in screeching desper- 
ation, 

In the third act a storm rages outside the 
fishwife’s cottage. One of the old men at 
the almshouse and another are on their way 
te fetch a doctor. They have given forlorn 
comfort to each other, brightening their fad- 
ing, starved days with recollections of the 
adventures of their youth at sea. “ But the 
Lord giveth,” says the pauper, “and the 
Lord taketh away."’ They are, he thinks, to 
God only as the fishes were to him, the fished 
that seemed to look up appealingly into his 
eyes as he chopped off head after head from 
quivering bodies. I am giving space to this 
because it shows the difference between gen- 
_ and mere facility if writing a ‘“‘ problem 
Pp ay.” 

The wives of the fishermen gather in the 
cottage to knit in the light of the fire, to try 
to laugh down their dread of the storm, in 
spite of their apprehensions. The details are 
pitiful, and they lead up to tidings that the 
Good Hope has foundered. At the end ofthe 
play we see the office of the owner. He is 
concerned lest the rottenness of the ship be 
found out and the insyrance money withheld. 
The eager questions of the sailors’ relatives 
merely fret him. The body of the boy floats 
to the shore and Is identified by the earrings. 
The old mother wails humbly and goes away. 
The capitalist gives her no aid, but issues a 
proclamation of sympathy for the menof the 
Good Hope and appeals for money for their 
wives and mothers.

Ellen Terry is a great actress. That has 
been known long and amply recognized. It 
has not ceased to be a fact. And for her per- 
formance of the Dutch fishwife in “** fhe 
Good Hope ’’ she seemed to have pulled her- 
self together for a supreme effort. Her bad 
memory, which need not be accounted to ad- 
vancing age, inasmuch as it was as bad ten 
years 0, mars her acting, for uncertain- 
ties, false starts, and recourses to the 
prompter, cannot failtoruinillusion. Actors 
asking her questions had to whisper the 
answers to her, and sometimes to repeat 
them, before she could fix the words in her 
mind so as to speak them to the audience, 
But this wae less a blemish upon her per- 
formance than that which nature created in 
the making of her. Ellen Terry isa beautiful 
woman, and time, though aging that beauty, 
has not effaced it. She is fascinating with 
grace, refinement, and delicacy—beautiful 
with intelMectuality of face, and regal with 
inate dignity of mind and person. And all 
these attributes, which have made her a 
queen of tragedy and a goddess of poetic 
comedy, disenabled her to embody the fish- 
wife of Heijermans. She endeavored to 
roughen her voice and enunciation, and we 
saw the effort without the intended effect; 
she splashed her hands clumsily in a bowlof 
water, and we felt that she was playing at 
coarseness; and, wooden shod though she 
was, she seemed to glide lke thé fair Kosa- 
mond The figures around her were quaint 
with picturesque Dutch rough sturdiness, 
but she was an etherially lovely old lady, 
whose cap was not of the peasantry but the 
linen crown of a gentle duchess dowager. 
Sitting in a surely conscious reproduction of 
the famous Whistler portrait of his mother, 
ghe added to the gentle, lofty loveliness of 
that study In age a beauty of face that made 
her posture memorable.

Henrietta Crosman. The resemblance ex- 
tends from face and figure to voice and 
method. It stands the test of seeing Terry 
in “* Nance Oldfield ” one night and Crosman 
in “ All-of-a-Sudden Peggy " the next night, 
the characters being akin im hearty good 
humor. I believe that if either were to sub- 
stitute herself for the other in any one scene, 
with a copy of makeup and costume, the 
audience would accept the counterfeit for 
the genuine.

Mr. Finck, the New York critic, writes thus 
pertinently concerning a recent occurrence in 
Gotham: A significant thing happened at 
the Philharmonic concert last Saturday even- 
ing. The audience, which represented the 
best musical culture in New York, made Mr. 
Safonoff repeat Grieg's “‘“March of the 
Dwartfs."” This march is ene of the four 
pieces combined into a suite by Seidl and re- 
orchestrated in part by the composer. Some 
of the musical critics declared that the play- 
ing of such light music did not comport with 
the. “dignity ” of a Philharmonic concert. 
That “encore’’ was the answer to this alle- 


gation. Is a Philharmonic concert a prayer 


meeting? Why not have some light and 
pleasing music on the program? There is 
more genius in that Grieg suite than in the 
third Brahms symphony, which preceded it, 
but even if there were not, such graceful. 
charmingly melodious, exquisitely harmon- 
ized and orchestrated outdoor music would 
have @ proper place on any Philharmonic 
program. A concert, like a gastronomic 
feast, calls for variety. Epicures demand 
caviard, sherbet, squabs, asparagus, camem- 
bert, and aromatic liqueurs as well as roast 
beef and potatoes; and von Bulow even advo- 
cated the use of olives i. e., Strauss waltzes, 
at symphony concerts. The Philharmonic 
directors will doubtless cgntinue to cater te 
the wishes of their audiences. 
a 

The Cincinnati correspondent of the Mu- 
sical Leader and Concert Goer writes: “A 
peculiar situation exists in Cincinnati, ‘ sym- 
phonically ’ apeaking—if the term be permis- 
sible. It is either a caseof ‘ a surfeit of sym- 
phonies’ or e sad deterioration of the public 
taste with reference to music. A week ago 
we had both the New York Symphony organ- 
ization with Welter Damrosch (who, by the 
way, has always been considered a prime fa- 
vorite here, both socially and musically) and 
the Cincinnati organization with Van Wer 
Stucken and Scriabine, the Russian com- 
poser-pianiat, brought on at short notice, to 
take the place of Gabrilowitch, who was ill. 
The Damrosch organization had gross re- 
ceipts of $615 in a house that seats 3,628 peo- 
ple. The attendance at the two concerts of 
the Cincinnati organization was exceedingly 
light—reported the lightest of the season so 
far. And now comes the Boston organiza- 
tion advertising ninety-six performers for a 
eoncert on Feb. 2. It were well that Man- 
ager Ellis send along with his managerial 
henchmen a. plethoric pocketbook, for there 
is no doubt they will need jt. On the other 
hand, the cheap theaters are bursting with 
clamoring crowds; the vaudeville seems to 
be the thing.”

Owing to the fact that Mr. Hammerstein 
has persuaded Mme. Melba to increase her 
number of performances at the Manhattan 
opera house, New York, she will, contrary to 
her original pian, give few concerts im March. 
She sails for Europe on Merch 26 in order to 
be in London for the opening of the opera 
season at Covent Garden.
